The  North  Georgia  Collection  of  Charlotte  &  Dahlonega  Gold 

The  $3  million-plus  North  Georgia  Collection  of  Charlotte  &  Dahlonega  Gold  includes  the  finest 
known  example  of  the  legendary  1849-C  Open  Wreath  gold  dollar.  This  is  a  collection  where 
superlatives  fail,  simply  because  so  many  of  the  coins  are  “Condition  Census”  or  “The  Finest 
Known.”  Simply  stated,  this  is  the  most  comprehensive  collection  of  Charlotte  &  Dahlonega 
Gold  ever  assembled.  It  deserves  the  superlatives,  and  the  bidding  attention  of  every  numisma¬ 
tist  seeking  one  of  these  masterpieces  of  Southern  numismatic  art. 

Assembled  by  an  astute  collector  over  more  than  a  decade,  this  assemblage  will  now  afford  a 
new  generation  of  collectors  the  opportunity  to  bid  on  individual  rarities  seldom  encountered  in 
the  marketplace.  Dealers  who  have  had  the  opportunity  to  inspect  the  complete  collection  have 
been  uniformly  impressed  with  the  quality  of  the  coins;  these  are  among  the  most  “original 
looking”  branch  mint  gold  coins  they  have  ever  handled. 

The  United  States  Branch  Mint  in  Charlotte,  North  Carolina,  operated  from  1838  to  1861,  pro¬ 
ducing  limited  issues  of  coins  bearing  the  “C”  mintmark,  from  gold  mostly  mined  in  North  Car¬ 
olina.  The  Charlotte  portion  of  the  Collection  consists  of  94  coins:  19  gold  dollars,  34  quarter 
eagles,  and  41  half  eagles.  According  to  Doug  Winter,  author  of  Charlotte  Mint  Gold  Coins: 
1838-1861,  “The  North  Georgia  Collection  contains  the  finest  run  of  Charlotte  issues  ever 
assembled.”  The  1849-C  Open  Wreath  dollar,  according  to  Heritage  Co-Chairman  Jim  Halperin, 
“is  absolutely  the  finest  known  to  us,  and  pound  for  pound,  may  well  be  the  most  valuable  coin 
on  earth.” 

The  United  States  Branch  Mint  in  Dahlonega,  Georgia  operated  from  1838  to  1861,  producing 
coins  bearing  the  “D”  mintmark,  from  gold  mined  in  Georgia.  The  Dahlonega  portion  of  the 
Collection  consists  of  an  extraordinary  117  coins:  19  gold  dollars,  39  quarter  eagles,  3  of  the 
rare  $3  pieces  struck  in  1854  at  Dahlonega,  and  56  half  eagles.  The  North  Georgia  Collection 
also  contains  an  impressive  representation  of  gold  coins  produced  by  private  minters,  including 
the  excessively  rare  1830  Templeton  Reid  quarter  eagle  from  Georgia,  and  ten  Bechtler  coins 
trom  North  Carolina  (including  three  different  high-grade  half  eagles). 

f  he  North  Georgia  Collection  was  consigned  to  Heritage  through  the  efforts  of  Hancock  &  Har¬ 
well  Rare  Coins,  and  Douglas  Winter  Numismatics.  Heritage  is  pleased  to  be  included  in  the 
select  company  that  will  pass  along  these  numismatic  treasures  to  a  new  generation  of  collec¬ 


tors. 


The  historic  1839/8  $10  (Type  of  1838) 

In  July  1838,  after  Congressional  action  altered  the  weight  and  fineness  standards  of  U.S.  gold 
coins,  the  Secretary  of  Treasury  instructed  Mint  Director  Patterson  to  resume  coinage  of  the 
eagle  (which  had  not  been  minted  since  1804).  Acting  Engraver  Christian  Gobrecht  prepared 
new  dies,  and  on  Dec.  6,  four  “specimens”  were  followed  by  7,200  business  strikes.  This  same 
design,  formerly  known  as  the  “Large  Letters"  variety,  was  struck  again  in  1839;  25,801  “Type 
of  1838”  eagles  were  minted  that  year.  Only  a  handful  of  pieces  (nine  altogether)  have  been 
certified  in  mint  condition,  with  this  coin  the  finest  known  (this  is  also  the  MS  66  coin  appear¬ 
ing  on  the  NGC  census).  In  this  two-year  series,  where  an  XF  or  AU  coin  is  a  significant  offer¬ 
ing,  the  importance  of  this  extraordinary  piece  to  both  date  and  type  collectors  cannot  be 
overemphasized.  This  coin  is  nothing  less  than  exceptional:  bright  and  lustrous  with  a  glim¬ 
mering  semi-prooflike  sheen,  and  uncommonly  well  defined  striking  details.  This  can  be  con¬ 
sidered  the  perfect  prototype  for  the  long-lived  Coronet  series.

The  Ted  Moran  Collection 

The  Ted  Moran  Collection  certainly  contains  an  impressive  selection  of  dollars,  but  type  collec¬ 
tors  will  find  much  of  interest  as  well.  Moran  began  collecting  as  a  young  man  during  the 
1930s.  Starting  his  life-long  hobby  with  Indian  cents,  Moran  has  been  a  serious  numismatist 
for  more  than  four  decades.  He  enjoys  the  search  for  quality  specimens  and  the  challenge  of 
completing  the  collection;  we  are  pleased  to  be  offering  herewith  his  fourth  complete  collection 
of  Morgan  dollars. 


U\t  assembled  his  first  complete  Morgan  collection  out  of  circulation,  with  the  help  of  a  small¬ 
town  ^population  1,500)  banker  friend.  His  friend  would  order  bags  of  cartwheels,  Ted  would 
look  through  them  late  at  night,  attach  a  note  listing  how  many  coins  he  removed,  and  tuck  the 
bags  inside  the  bank’s  door  in  the  morning.  Did  I  mention  this  was  a  long  time  ago?  Over  the 
decades,  as  Ted  balanced  leisure  hours  and  hobby  dollars,  he  would  pursue  coins,  complete  col¬ 
lections,  sell  them,  and  move  on  to  the  next  area  of  interest.  Some  series,  like  the  Morgan  dol¬ 
lars,  attracted  his  attention  more  than  others  did.  Half  a  century  after  starting  his  first  collec¬ 
tion,  Ted  is  working  to  complete  still  another  collection  of  Indian  cents. 

The  1893-S  Morgan  Dollar,  MS  65  NGC 

The  1893-S  has  long  been  recognized  as  the  premier  rarity  in  the  Morgan  dollar  series,  espe¬ 
cially  in  high  grade.  Dollar  mintages  were  greatly  reduced  following  repeal  of  the  Sherman  Act 
in  1893.  Just  100,000  pieces  were  struck  in  San  Francisco  that  year,  and  the  vast  majority 
seems  to  have  been  melted.  The  survivors  circulated  extensively  in  the  channels  of  commerce. 
Today,  even  XF  and  AU  specimens  can  be  difficult  to  locate.  In  this  extraordinary  grade,  and  as 
white  as  this  specimen  is,  rest  assured  that  every  serious  Morgan  collector  will  be  interested. 
The  importance  of  this  extraordinary  coin  to  Morgan  collectors  cannot  be  overemphasized.  This 
coin  is  exceptional:  white,  bright  and  lustrous,  with  well  defined  striking  details. 

The  New  York  Collection 

There  are  coin  collectors  for  whom  numismatics  is  their  entire  life,  while  others  approach 
numerous  areas  of  collecting  with  equal  zeal.  The  New  York  Collection  was  assembled  by  a  con¬ 
noisseur,  whose  appreciation  for  fine  quality  permeated  every  aspect  of  his  life.  When  first  mar¬ 
ried,  many  decades  ago,  he  so  cherished  superb  quality  that  he  furnished  their  New  York  apart¬ 
ment  in  “fine  antiques  far  beyond  what  a  newly  married  couple  could  afford.”  Even  though 
“Buy  the  Best”  meant  they  couldn’t  afford  to  finish  furnishing  their  apartment,  that  was  an 
acceptable  trade-off  for  pursuing  quality.  With  financial  success  came  more  than  enough  furni¬ 
ture,  and  plenty  of  other  quality  collectibles  as  well.  Late  in  his  career,  the  connoisseur  discov¬ 
ered  rare  coins,  and  his  interest  in  the  beauty  and  rarity  of  Twentieth  Century  coins-especially 
gold-inspired  him  to  assemble  this  magnificent  collection.  Among  the  outstanding  highlights 
are  his  1914  proof  set  and  key-date  gold  ( 1 933  $  1 0  and  1 930-S  $10).  The  1 907  eagle  pair 
(Rolled  Edge  &  Wire  Rim)  is  sure  to  attract  inspired  bidding. 

The  Henry  Brookings  Collection,  Part  1 

Selections  from  the  Henry  Brookings  Collection  will  be  offered  to  Heritage  bidders  over  the  next 
four  auctions.  Henry  says  that  he  has  “collected  his  entire  life,”  by  which  he  means  more  than 
30  years.  Over  the  last  decade,  Henry  became  more  serious  about  his  numismatic  pursuits,  and 
began  to  assemble  high  grade  $20s  by  issue.  Like  most  collectors,  he  also  occasionally  upgrad¬ 
ed  some  of  his  coins,  and  then  couldn’t  bear  to  part  with  the  duplicates!  A  collector’s  collector, 
with  a  love  for  the  heft  of  silver  dollars  and  double  eagles.  Heritage’s  February  Long  Beach  Sig¬ 
nature  Sale  contains  additional  $20s. 

The  Harold  Way  Collection 

The  Harold  Way  Collection  is  being  consigned  to  the  FUN  Sale  by  his  son.  Harold  started  col¬ 
lecting  coins  as  a  child  in  Michigan,  and  pursued  his  hobby  for  the  rest  of  his  life.  Like  many 
collectors,  pulling  unusual  coins  out  of  circulation  ultimately  grew  into  a  more  consuming  pas¬ 
sion,  combining  both  the  study  of  coins  and  the  purchase  of  increasingly  rarer  specimens.  The 
most  interesting  and  valuable  coins  were  purchased  during  the  decade  before  his  death  in 
1 990.  His  son  has  loving  memories  of  his  Dad’s  devotion  to  his  collection,  and  this  sale  will 
serve  as  a  memorial  to  his  collector  spirit. 


The  Warren  Cook  Collection,  Part  1 

It  is  difficult  to  get  more  romantic  than  to  be  a  descendant  of  Capt.  James  Cook  and  live  in  the 
“Paradise  State"  ol  Hawaii.  Cook,  the  English  navigator  and  explorer,  is  generally  credited  with 
the  “discovery”  of  Hawaii  in  1778  (although  the  Polynesian  inhabitants  might  not  have  neces¬ 
sarily  agreed).  His  three  voyages  of  discovery  opened  the  Pacific  to  the  western  world.  Perhaps 
Hawaii  was  his  just  reward  for  having  circumnavigated  Antarctica.  Cook  was  ultimately  mur¬ 
dered  in  the  “Sandwich  Islands”  in  1 779. 

Warren’s  first  love  was  silver  coins.  His  number  one  interest  for  many  years  was  Morgan  dol¬ 
lars,  but  his  discerning  eye  eventually  became  attracted  by  type  coins.  His  collecting  philosophy 
could  be  summarized  as  seeking  low  population  coins  in  the  highest  grade  possible.  In  the 
years  since,  some  of  the  population  figures  have  increased,  but  the  quality  of  his  coins  could 
not  be  improved.  The  fruits  of  his  labor,  seeking  the  best  coin  he  could  find  for  each  date,  are 
evident  throughout  this  catalog.  Over  the  last  decade,  Warren  also  began  a  serious  pursuit  of 
quality  gold  coins,  including  a  complete  collectible  set  of  Saints,  that  will  be  offered  in  our  Feb¬ 
ruary  Long  Beach  Signature  Sale.  We  know  that  collectors  will  be  looking  forward  to  both 
groups  of  gems.

PRINCIPAL  IN  THE  CORPORATION  AGREES  TO  PERSONALLY 
GUARANTEE  SUCH  PAYMENT.  Title  shall  not  pass  to  the  successful  bidder  until  all 
invoices  are  paid  in  full.

Mail  bidding  at  auction  is  both  fun  and  easy  and  only  requires 
a  few  simple  steps. 

1 .  Look  through  the  catalog,  and  determine  the  lots  in 
which  you  have  an  interest. 

2.  Research  the  market  value  of  these  lots  by  checking  price 
lists  and  other  price  guidelines. 

L  Fill  out  your  bid  sheet,  entering  your  maximum  bid  on 
each  lot  using  your  price  research  and  your  desire  to  own 
the  lot  (most  coins  at  auction  are  one-of-a-kind,  or  are  of 
special  quality  not  normally  found).

5169  1893-S  MS  65  NGC.  The  proof-only  1895  aside,  this  issue  has  long  been  recognized  as  the  premier  rarity  in  the  Morgan  dollar  series.  The  election  of  Presi¬ 

dent  Grover  Cleveland  and  the  financial  panic  caused  by  the  hoarding  of  gold  during  this  period  marked  a  shift  in  government  policy  regarding  the  minting  of 
silver  dollars.  The  repeal  of  the  Sherman  Act  became  law  in  the  winter  of  1893  and  mintages  were  drastically  reduced.  Just  100,000  pieces  were  struck,  a  tiny 
figure  by  Morgan  dollar  standards,  and  the  vast  majority  were  either  extensively  circulated  or  later  melted.  Today,  even  XF  and  AU  examples  can  he  very  diffi¬ 
cult  and  costly  to  locate  and  the  occasional  appearance  of  a  mint  state  piece  never  fails  to  capture  a  numismatic  headline. 

This  is  an  exceptionally  pleasing  coin  that  is  virtually  tree  of  abrasions.  There  are  only  two  mentionable  marks  on  this  superior  coin:  a  tiny  facial  cut  is 
located  on  the  cheek  between  the  lip  and  nose  of  Liberty,  and  a  small  luster  graze  is  also  noted  in  front  of  the  ear.  The  striking  details  are  intricately  detailed 
on  each  side,  and  the  luster  is  soft  and  satiny.  A  memorable  example  of  this  important  key  to  the  Morgan  series  in  gem  condition.  One  of  the  finest  pieces 
known.

The  building  was  given 
to  the  North  Georgia  Agricultural  College  by 
the  State  of  Georgia  in  1873  for  use  as  its 
first  classroom.  The  original  of  this  photo¬ 
graph,  the  only  known  view  of  the  Mint 
building,  was  found  in  October  1997  in  a  file 
marked  “Old  Pictures”  in  the  office  of  the 
President  of  the  North  Georgia  College  &

The  grade  given  in 
the  Eliasberg  catalog  is  Good  6/AG  3.  We  concur  with  this  split 
grade  and  have  net  graded  the  coin  Good  4  overall.  As  described  in 
Eliasberg,  the  surfaces  are  a  "smooth  and  pleasing  ebony  with  a 
small  rim  nick  at  2:00." 

With  an  official  mintage  of  115,480  half  cents  produced  in 
1796,  one  would  think  that  plenty  of  pieces  should  be  extant  for 
collectors  today.  That,  however,  is  not  the  case  as  calendar  year  pro¬ 
duction  in  the  early  days  of  the  Mint  included  many  coins  struck 
from  previous  years'  dies,  which  were  used  until  those  dies  wore  out 
and  were  then  replaced.  Current  scholarship  leads  us  to  believe  that 
only  1,390  half  cents  were  actually  produced  with  the  1796  date 
with  an  estimated  100  pieces  thought  to  be  extant  today.  As  a 
result,  the  appearance  of  one  of  these  coins  is  an  important  event 
any  time  one  crosses  the  auction  block.

5323  1835  MS  60  Brown,  sharply  struck;  and  an  1857  MS  60  Brown,  the 
surfaces  have  a  ruddy  tint  and  numerous  small  abrasions,  a  bit  weak¬ 
ly  impressed.

Attractive  golden-bronze  color  with  a  uniform 
glossiness  and  an  area  of  discoloration  and  a  surface  pit  about  star 
11.  A  small  carbon  spot  is  also  noted  at  the  top  of  the  reverse  near 
the  wreath. 

5331  1851  MS  65  Red  and  Brown.  Virtually  mint  red,  just  beginning  to 
tone.  A  couple  of  light  toning  spots  on  each  side  do  not  distract 
from  the  overall  beauty  of  this  cent.

This  silver-gray  AU 
example  displays  a  good  strike  and  very  smooth  surfaces,  with  only 
modest  loss  of  luster.  An  opportunity  to  acquire  a  piece  with  mini¬ 
mal  wear  at  a  fraction  of  the  price  necessary  to  procure  a  Mint  State 
example.

5482  1794  Fine  15.  Only  1,758  pieces  were  minted  in  this  initial  year  of 

dollar  production,  making  this  an  instant  classic  and  one  of  the 
most  eagerly  sought  after  coins  in  all  of  U.S.  numismatics.  It  is 
believed  that  today  120-130  pieces  exist  in  all  grades. 

The  peripheral  stars  are  weak  on  the  left  side  of  the  obverse  and 
there  is  notable  softness  also  on  the  peripheral  legend  on  the 
reverse.  This  is  noteworthy  as  almost  all  dollars  of  this  date  show 
weakness  at  the  margins,  especially  the  stars  on  the  left  side.  The 
interpretation  given  to  this  is  that  after  the  first  few  coins  were 
struck  the  dies  slipped  out  of  alignment  and  stayed  that  way  for  the 
remainder  of  the  production  run.  This  is  really  one  of  most  aestheti¬ 
cally  pleasing  examples  of  this  major  American  rarity  we  have  seen 
recently.  There  are  no  major  impairments  that  would  necessitate 
net  grading  the  coin  any  lower.  The  following  surface  impairments 
are  noted,  really  for  pedigree  purposes  more  than  to  alert  a  potential 
buyer  to  any  problems:  a  shallow  scratch  arcs  from  just  right  of  the  I 
in  LIBERTY  down  through  the  back  of  the  hair;  a  small  planchet 
void  is  placed  in  the  center  of  the  vertical  and  horizontal  elements 
rhe  4  in  the  date;  and  a  rim  nick  is  noted  on  the  reverse  at  4 
o  clock.  Gray  patina  overall  with  the  fields  a  couple  of  shades 
lighter.

5499  1836  Original  PR  50.  Judd-60,  Pollock-65.  Die  Alignment  1.  Head 

of  Liberty  opposite  the  D  in  DOLLAR.  41414  grains.  This  coin  is 
one  of  the  thousand  or  so  originals  struck  and  delivered  in  Decem¬ 
ber  1836.  Six  hundred  of  these  were  sent  to  the  Bank  of  the  United 
States  for  public  distribution  and  four  hundred  were  retained  by  the 
U.S.  Mint  for  special  purposes  or  later  distributions.  In  fact,  a  few  of 
the  coins  were  still  on  hand  in  the  Mint  as  late  as  1838.  Gobrecht 
dollars  were  highly  coveted  by  19th  century  collectors,  their  desir¬ 
ability  being  so  great  that  restrikes  were  made  in  the  late  1850s  and 
mid- 1860s  to  help  satisfy  collector  demand.  This  original  piece  is 
quite  pleasing  for  the  grade  with  gray-lilac  surfaces  that  show  mod¬ 
erate  friction  over  the  highpoints.  There  are  no  rim  nicks,  signs  of 
cleaning,  or  other  surface  imperfections  that  distract  from  its  pleas¬ 
ing  overall  appearance. 


5500  1838  Restrike  PR  63.  Judd-84,  Pollock-93.  Die  Alignment  111 

Head  of  Liberty  opposite  NE  in  ONE.  41 1.51  grains.  Christian  Gob- 
recht's  design  for  a  uniform  coinage  system  featuring  a  seated  figure 
of  Liberty  was  first  placed  into  production  sometime  in  December 
1836.  Only  modest  numbers  of  original  strikings  were  minted.  Tra¬ 
ditionally  1838  dollars  have  been  considered  as  patterns,  and  per¬ 
haps  25  or  so  coins  were  actually  struck  in  1838.  These  originals  are 
very  rare  today.  Almost  all  1838  Gobrecht  dollars  on  the  market  in 
recent  years  are  one  of  the  two  variants  of  restrikes  from  the  days  of 
James  Ross  Snowden  as  Mint  Director.  This  is  a  Die  Alignment  Ill 
piece,  and  is  distinguished  as  such  by  the  coin  alignment  of  the 
obverse  and  reverse  dies  and  the  horizontal  positioning  of  the  eagle 
on  the  reverse.  Struck  from  uncracked  dies,  this  being  an  earlier 
striking,  probably  produced  ca.  1840-59,  rather  than  in  the  1860s  or 
later  as  were  those  struck  from  a  cracked  reverse  die. 

To  the  collector  the  importance  of  the  1838  date  lies  primarily 
in  how  it  ties  in  to  coinage  of  half  dimes,  dimes,  and  quarters  of  this 
year.  These  coins  all  show  Gobrecht's  basic  design  with  the  stars 
added  to  the  obverse  for  the  first  time.  The  dollars  dated  1838  also 
have  13  stars  added  to  the  obverse  and  the  stars  on  the  reverse  have 
been  removed.  This  issue  is  secondarily  important  as  it  gives  a  col¬ 
lector  one  more  date  to  add  to  a  date  collection  of  silver  dollars.  As 
a  date,  the  1838  dollars  are  rarer  than  either  those  of  1836  or  1839 
and  as  such  they  are  key  issues  in  the  Gobrecht  series.  It  has  been 
estimated  that  perhaps  as  many  as  60-80  pieces  (both  originals  and 
restrikes)  survive  today.  This  is  an  especially  pleasing  example 
whose  surfaces  are  covered  with  mottled  blue-gray  and  golden-rose 
patina.  The  underlying  proof  mirrors  are  brightly  reflective,  and  the 
only  surface  distractions  are  the  light  hairlines  left  from  an  old 
cleaning.

ment  IV.  Head  of  Liberty  opposite  OF  on  the  reverse.  409.20  grains. 
When  rotated  on  a  vertical  axis,  the  eagle  tlies  horizontally— the 
definition  of  Die  Alignment  IV.  The  vast  majority  of  known  1839 
Gobrechts  examined  by  researchers  today  have  proved  to  be  from 
this  die  pairing.  However,  this  coin  is  struck  from  the  rare, 
uncracked  reverse  die,  lacking  the  usual  crack  seen  through  MER  of 
AMERICA.  Some  researchers  believe  this  die  state  to  be  from  the 
1858-60  period  of  restrikings.  However,  the  most  recent  scholarship 
in  this  area  indicates  that  the  Die  Alignment  IV  coins  are  actually 
the  original  issue  of  1839.  This  controversy  is  yet  to  be  resolved. 
Softly  struck  at  the  margins  on  each  side,  the  reverse  fields  have 
been  harshly  cleaned,  but  the  effects  have  been  somewhat  muted  by 
the  presence  of  deep  violet-blue  toning.  Two  slight  rim  bumps  are 
noted  on  the  obverse,  one  at  6  o'clock  and  the  other  at  8  o'clock, 
and  there  is  a  small  spot  of  corrosion  over  star  2.

nal  by  the  presence  of  numerous  short  file  marks  on  the  reverse 
between  the  vertical  stripes  of  the  shield.  Cataloged  in  the  Fron- 
tenac  Sale  as:  "Well  struck  and  well  defined.  A  superb  specimen 
with  detailed  resolution  of  the  central  design  details  and  beautiful, 
wide  rims.  Light  brown  and  golden  toning  is  seen  over  silver  sur¬ 
faces.  A  simply  magnificent  example  of  one  of  the  most  desired  of 
all  silver  dollar  dates.

More  than  33,000  pieces  were  struck,  but  only  a 
handful  exist  today,  it  being  theorized  that  10,000  coins  of  this  date 
were  shipped  to  the  Orient  for  use  as  trade  dollars.  The  light  toning 
over  each  side  deepens  somewhat  at  the  margins,  and  each  side  is 
peppered  with  numerous  small  abrasions,  none  of  which  are  espe¬ 
cially  distracting.

5535  1851  Restrike  PR  62.  With  only  1,300  business  strikes  produced, 

it  soon  became  evident  that  there  were  nowhere  near  enough  1851 
dated  dollars  available  to  satisfy  collector  demand.  As  a  result,  dur¬ 
ing  the  tenures  of  Mint  Directors  Snowden  and  Linderman, 
restrikes  were  produced,  probably  some  50  to  100  pieces.  These 
coins  are  all  proofs  and  while  much  has  been  written  about  the  cen¬ 
tering  of  the  date  on  originals  and  restrikes,  the  fact  is  there  is  prob¬ 
ably  no  such  thing  as  an  original  proof  1851  dollar. 

The  fields  on  this  piece  are  brightly  reflective  and  most  of  each 
side  is  untoned.  However,  slight  golden-russet  and  blue  toning 
encircles  both  obverse  and  reverse.  Weakly  struck  on  the  stars  on 
the  left  side  of  the  obverse,  otherwise  fully  struck.  Obviously  hair- 
lined,  the  most  distinctive  marks  on  the  piece  are:  a  vertical  scratch 
in  the  right  obverse  field  out  from  stars  11  and  12,  a  milling  mark 
out  from  star  1,  and  a  short  abrasion  above  the  E  in  ONE  on  the 
reverse.

5536  1858  PR  40.  An  evenly  worn  example  of  this  rare,  low  mintage, 
proof-only  date  in  the  Seated  dollar  series.  An  unknown  number  of 
pieces  were  struck,  probably  fewer  than  300,  with  an  estimated  60  or 
so  remaining  in  all  grades.  The  surfaces  have  a  muted  gray-golden 
patina  and  there  are  no  distracting  abrasions  on  either  side  of  this 
always-popular  key  date.

5628  1895  PR  61.  Each  side  displays  an  even,  light  layer  of  golden-rose 

patina.  Well  mirrored,  most  of  the  frost  is  gone  from  the  devices  and 
there  are  myriad  light  hairlines  over  each  side.  A  more  affordable 
example  of  this  important  Morgan  key. 


PEACE  DOLLARS 

5629  1921  MS  64-  An  attractive  example  of  this  first  year  of  issue,  with 
pale  golden  toning  over  lustrous  fields.  The  coin  'shows'  well  despite 
typically  struck  centers  and  a  few  non-obtrusive  marks. 

5630  1922-S  MS  64.  Fully  lustrous  and  bright  with  unusually  bold  central 
details.  A  few  contact  marks  on  each  side  limit  the  grade.  An  attrac¬ 
tive  example  of  this  scarcer  mintmarked  Peace  dollar. 

5631  1924-S  MS  64-  One  of  the  finer  '24-S  dollars  we  have  seen  in  some 
time,  this  piece  is  very  strongly  struck  tor  this  difficult  issue  and 
shows  good  detailing  on  the  hair  of  Liberty  with  slight  definition  on 
the  rightmost  feather  on  the  eagle's  wing.  Minimally  abraded  and 
displaying  intense  cartwheel  luster. 

5632  1927-D  MS  64.  Original  mint  luster,  being  fully  brilliant  and  partic¬ 
ularly  choice  on  the  reverse.  Scarcer  date. 

5633  1928  MS  63.  A  sharp  mint  state  example  of  this  low  mintage  issue 
that  displays  an  untoned  appearance  over  both  sides. 

5634  1928  MS  63,  extremely  lustrous  and  only  a  couple  stray  marks  in 
front  of  Liberty's  mouth  from  choice  quality;  and  a  1928  MS  64 
PVC,  mostly  brilliant  and  another  wonderfully  preserved  example  <>1 
this  low  mintage  key.  (Total:  2  coins) 

5635  1934-D  MS  64.  The  surfaces  exude  a  bright,  satiny  glow  and  overall 
are  very  close  to  full  gem  status  except  tor  some  slight  centimes*  in 
the  obverse  field.

marks  on  each  side. 

5645  1854  Type  One  MS  60.  Colorful  reddish  surfaces  and  lustrous. 

5646  1854  Type  Two  AU  50  Cleaned.  Deep,  multicolored  patina  con¬ 
ceals  much  of  the  signs  of  cleaning. 

5647  1854  Type  Two  AU  50;  and  an  1855  AU  50,  both  well  struck 
examples  of  this  short-lived  type.  (Total:  2  coins) 

5648  1854  Type  Two  AU  55  Cleaned.  Although  the  surfaces  are  abnor¬ 
mally  bright,  the  details  are  well  defined  and  the  fields  are  surpris¬ 
ingly  free  of  abrasions  and  obvious  clash  marks.  An  affordable  exam¬ 
ple. 

5649  1855  Type  Two  VF  30,  light  in  color  with  noticeable  wear  on  the 
highpoints,  but  traces  of  hidden  luster;  and  an  1855-0  XF  40 
Repaired,  subdued  olive-gold  surfaces  that  reveal  innumerable  hair¬ 
lines  on  close  inspection.  (Total:  2  coins) 

5650  1855  Type  Two  AU  50  Bent.  Good  luster  for  the  grade.  There  is  a 
heavy  scratch  in  the  left  obverse  field. 

5651  1855  Type  Two  AU  55.  Light  yellow-gold  surfaces  that  are  extreme¬ 
ly  well  struck  and  retain  considerable  luster. 


Scarce  1855-C  Type  Two  Gold  Dollar 


5652  1855-C  VF  30.  A  very  scarce  issue,  one  of  only  9,803  pieces  struck, 
and  the  only  Type  Two  from  this  popular  Southern  mint.  This  piece 
is  actually  quite  well  struck  for  the  issue  and  shows  minor  buckling 

_ of  the  planchet,  along  with  a  few  pinpoint  rim  marks. 

5653  1857  AU  50.  A  lightly  circulated  example  with  pleasing,  original 
color.  Although  generally  considered  as  a  common  Type  Three 
i'sue,  mint  state  1857  gold  dollars  are  actually  5-10  times  scarcer 
than  several  other  dates  of  this  design  type.  Showing  only  small, 
inoffensive  abrasions  scattered  about  and  a  couple  of  tiny  edge  nicks 
on  the  obverse. 

t654  1862  MS  62.  Semi-prooflike  with  a  milky-golden  overlay  and  a  cou¬ 

ple  of  hardly  noticeable  marks  in  the  obverse  field. 

5655  1870  AU  50  Cut.  Mode  rate  friction  shows,  but  the  coin  is  marred 
h\  i  cur  through  the  N  in  UNITED  and  a  long  scratch  in  the  left 
obverse  field. 

5656  |872  A!  50  Rent  Weakly  struck  in  the  centers  with  a  slight  bend. 

An  affordable  example  of 
this  low  mintage  issue. 


LIBERTY  QUARTER  EAGLES 

5658  1840-D  AU  50  Cleaned  and  Repaired.  The  1840-D  is  the  first  D- 

rnint  Coronet  quarter  eagle  struck,  and  a  rare  issue  in  all  grades  with 
only  50-55  pieces  believed  extant  tixlay  out  of  the  original  mintage 
of  3,5  32.  No  luster  remains  and  the  damage  done  is  extensive. There 
are  numerous  small  and  medium  sized  digs  into  the  surface  (especial¬ 
ly  at  the  rims),  and  a  crude  attempt  has  been  made  to  remove  them. 
The  surfaces  are  very  dull  from  the  harsh  cleaning  that  followed. 
Still,  quite  a  rare  item  in  this  grade  still  showing  the  rim-to-rim  die 
cracks  on  each  side,  another  trademark  of  the  '40-D. 


Extremely  Fine  1842-D  Quarter  Eagle 


5659  1842-D  XF  40  Cleaned.  A  rare  and  largely  unappreciated 

Dahlonega  quarter  eagle,  one  of  just  4,643  pieces  produced.  A  bit 
softly  struck  on  each  side,  the  surfaces  have  a  dull  gray  caste  overall 
from  the  cleaning  with  deeper  gray  shadings  around  and  within  the 
recesses  of  the  devices. 


5660  1847  XF  40  Cleaned.  Weakly  struck  in  the  centers.

5661  1847-C  AU  55  Rim  Filed.  Bright  from  cleaning,  there  are  a  few 

small  abrasions  and  planchet  flaws  seen  in  addition  to  an  area  of  rim 
filing  on  the  lower  obverse.  A  "common"  Charlotte  quarter  eagle.

5662  1847'C  MS  64.  While  a  "common"  issue  in  virtually  all  grades, 
even  Mint  State,  this  '47-C  assumes  a  significance  to  collectors  for 
two  reasons.  First,  it  is  one  of  the  few  high  grade  Charlotte  quarter 
eagles  available  in  this  superior  state  of  preservation.  Second,  this  is 
one  of  the  finest  examples  known  of  the  date.  The  devices  are 
uncommonly  well  defined  for  a  Charlotte  product  and  the  surfaces 
overall  are  bright  yellow-gold  in  color.  Much  of  the  brightness  is 
derived  from  the  heavily  striated  fields  which  produced  a  lovely, 
semi-prooflike  finish  on  each  side.  There  are  no  abrasions  that  could 
be  used  as  pedigree  tracers,  hut  close  examination  will  reveal  faint 
evidence  of  die  filing  at  the  top  of  the  obverse  rim  and  bottom  of 
the  reverse. 

5663  1850-D  VF  30  Obverse  Scratches.  Softly  struck,  as  usually  seen,  the 
surfaces  are  bright  from  cleaning,  and  a  large  X-shaped  scratch  is 
located  in  the  left  obverse  field. 

5664  1 85 1  -C  XF.40  Cleaned.  Rare  in  all  grades  and  especially  so  in  XF  or 
better,  the  1851  -C  is  normally  weakly  struck  on  the  obverse,  hut 
better  defined  on  the  reverse.  This  piece  is  typically  defined  with 
even  green-gold  color  throughout,  although  the  coin  has  been 
cleaned.  There  are  two  diagonal  planchet  streaks  on  the  obverse, 
one  from  Liberty's  chin  to  the  border,  the  other  from  her  ear  to  the 
border.  A  large  contact  mark  is  noted  above  the  eagle  on  the 
reverse. 


5665  1852-C  AU  50  Cleaned.  A  scarce  coin  in  all  grades  and  one  that  is 

rarely  seen  above  the  XF  level.  Somewhat  softly  struck  in  the  cen¬ 
ters,  there  are  a  few  small  planchet  irregularities  and  small  abrasions 
on  each  side.  Bright  green-gold  color. 


5666  1852-0  XF  40  Cleaned.  A  relatively  "common"  date  early  (  km  met 
quarter  eagle  that  is  considerably  easier  to  find  than  its  D  and  C- 
mint  counterparts.  It  is,  however,  a  difficult  coin  to  locate  in  higher 
grades.  This  is  a  clean  (although  too  bright)  example  that  is  quite 
well  struck  on  the  obverse  hut  shows  softness  of  details  on  the  eagle 
on  the  reverse,  as  usually  seen. 

5667  1853  MS  61.  Well  struck  on  the  obverse  but  lacking  definition  on 
the  reverse. 

5668  1871-S  AU  50.  The  surfaces  are  a  dull  gray-lilac  with  some  reddish 
patina  surrounding  the  devices.  A  scarce  S-Mint  quarter  eagle. 

5669  1873-S  XF  40.  A  scarcer  S-Mint  quarter  eagle  and  one  that  is  sel¬ 
dom  seen  any  finer  than  the  present  specimen.  This  piece  has  dull 
orange  surfaces  and  shows  the  usual  softness  of  strike  in  the  centers. 


Elusive  1874  Quarter  Ea^le 


5670  1874  MS  60  Cleaned.  The  1874  is  a  relatively  easy  issue  in  lower 
circulated  grades,  but  in  strictly  uncirculated  condition  it  is  very 
scarce.  The  devices  are  very  sharply  struck,  the  fields  are  brightly 
prooflike,  and  hazy  orange-gold  color  shows  over  each  side.  One 
could  easily  confuse  this  with  a  proof,  but  the  diagnostic  characteris¬ 
tics  are  not  present.  Thoroughly  hairlined  and  showing  signs  of  light 
handling. 

5671  1879  MS  63.  Bright,  lustrous  surfaces  and  fully  struck.  A  moderately 
scarce  issue  compared  to  20th  century  issues  of  the  same  design. 

5672  1884  AU  50  Cleaned.  A  fully  struck  example  of  this  somewhat 
scarcer,  low  mintage  issue  that  shows  little  in  the  way  of  wear,  hut 
noticeable  hairlining  and  a  few  faint  pinscratches  on  the  obverse. 
Only  1,950  business  strikes  were  produced. 

5673  1900  MS  61.  Subdued  luster  with  a  couple  of  surface  marks  and  an 
alloy  spot  on  the  reverse.  A  more  affordable  example. 

5674  1901  MS  64-  Lustrous  and  sharply  struck  throughout  with  numerous 
alloy  spots  on  each  side. 

5675  1903  MS  63.  Lustrous  reddish -golden  surfaces. 

5676  1903  MS  64-  Sharply  defined  with  lustrous,  reddish  tinted  surfaces. 

5677  1904  MS  64-  A  boldly  struck  piece  with  intense  mint  luster  and 
clean  surfaces  for  the  grade.  A  few  light  blemishes  do  not  detract 
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Plca>ing  MS  65  1  c>05  Quarter  Eagle 


5678  1905  MS  65.  An  exceptional  type  coin  that  is  fully  defined  in  all 

areas,  and  a  piece  that  displays  bright,  satiny  surfaces  with  a  few  pin¬ 
point  alloy  spots  on  each  side. 


Lustrous  Gem  1906  Two  and  a  Half 


5679  1906  MS  65.  Lustrous  and  fully  struck.  The  green-gold  surfaces 

show  a  large,  dark  alloy  stain  (as  made)  on  the  lower  half  of  the 
reverse. 


INDIAN  QUARTER  EAGLES 

5680  1908  MS  64.  Satiny  with  a  few  small  field  marks,  as  one  would 
expect  for  this  design  type. 

5681  1909  MS  60.  Well  struck  with  soft,  muted  luster  and  a  significant 
overlay  of  light  reddish  color. 

5682  1910  MS  61.  Well  frosted  with  only  a  touch  of  flatness  on  the 
Native  American's  cheek.  A  small  rim  ding  is  noticed  at  1  o'clock 
on  the  obverse. 

5683  1911  XF  40  Cleaned;  1912  XF  40  Cleaned;  and  a  1925-D  AU  50 
Cleaned,  all  a  trifle  on  the  bright  side.  (Total:  3  coins) 

5684  191 1  -D  AU  50  Polished.  Both  sides  are  strongly  detailed,  including 
the  mintmark,  hut  are  unnaturally  bright  from  polishing.  Relatively 
affordable  quality  for  this  key  Denver  issue. 

5685  1912  MS  63.  Lustrous  with  deep  reddish-orange  color. 

5686  191 4-0  MS  61 .  Bright  surfaces. 

5687  1915  quarter  eagle  AU  50  Cleaned;  191 3-S  half  eagle  AU  50,  one 
small  mark  on  the  cheek  of  the  Native  American;  and  a  1915-S  half 
eagle  XF  40,  bright  reddish-gold  surfaces.  (Total:  3  coins) 

5688  1925-D  MS  62.  Lustrous  and  very  clean  overall. 

5689  1926  MS  62;  1928  MS  62;  and  a  1929  MS  62,  all  attractive,  fully 
lustrous  examples,  with  the  '29  being  especially  frosty  hut  hampered 
by  a  few  facial  marks.  (Total:  3  coins) 

5690  1926  MS  63.  Fully  struck. 

56M|  1927  MS  61.  Golden  satiny  luster  and  quite  well  struck.  A  couple  of 

marks  are  noticed  on  each  side. 

THREE  DOLLAR  GOLD  PIECES 

5fi‘>2  lM6i  -S  Al  50  (  .leaned  and  Repaired.  Scarce  in  all  grades,  the  ini¬ 
tial  mintrige  of  7,000  pieces  contained  many  coins  that  were  deemed 
underweight,  and  2,592  such  coins  were  melted  in  1869.  A  dull, 
pumpkin  orange  appearance  is  seen  over  both  sides.  The  coin  also 
exhibits  evidence  of  repair  work. 


5693  1878  AU  53.  Bright,  minimally  worn  surfaces  with  bits  of  grime  hid 

ing  within  the  lettering  and  date. 


EARLY  HALE  EAGLES 

Lustrous  1800  Half  Eagle 


5694  1800  MS  61.  B.  1-D,  Miller-44,  R.2.  Characterized  by  the  long 

spine  from  the  lowest  right  leaf  on  the  reverse.  Generally  well 
defined  in  all  areas  except  the  center  of  the  shield  on  the  reverse 
with  bright  green-gold  surfaces  that  are  quite  lustrous  and  attractive. 
A  few  small  abrasions  are  present  hut  do  not  detract  from  the  over¬ 
all  attractiveness  of  the  coin. 


Prooflike  AU  58  Small  8  Over  Large  8  1804  Five  Dollar 


5695  1804  AU  58.  Small  8  Over  Large  8.  B.  1-A,  Miller-59,  R.6.  Con¬ 

servatively  graded,  the  coin  could  just  as  easily  have  been  called  MS 
60.  The  fields  are  deeply  prooflike  and  the  surfaces  overall  have  a 
deep  reddish-golden  patina.  Crisply  defined  in  all  areas  with  espe¬ 
cially  bold  detailing  on  the  eagle's  plumage.  A  memorable  example 
of  this  popular  half  eagle  variety. 


Attractive  1807  Bust  Right  Half  Eagle 


5696  1807  Bust  Right  MS  60  Lightly  Cleaned.  Large  Date.  B.  4-C, 

Miller-90,  R.5.  Pronounced  recutring  on  the  1  and  0  in  the  date  is 
diagnostic  of  this  Large  Date  variety.  Uncommonly  well  detailed, 
even  on  the  face  of  Liberty,  and  only  the  final  few  obverse  stars  are 
noticeably  lacking  in  detail.  The  reverse  is  especially  sharp  in  all 
areas.  Modest  field  marks  are  limited  to  the  more  exposed  areas  ol 
the  obverse  and  close  examination  reveals  a  cluster  of  adjustment 
marks  along  the  right  reverse  border.  The  cleaning  qualifier  used 
here  is  a  borderline  usage,  so  slight  is  the  effect,  and  the  reverse  in 
particular  is  quite  lovely. 
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1808  Capped  Bust  Five  Dollar 


5697  1808  AU  50  Cleaned.  Normal  Date,  Wide  5  D.  B.  4-B,  Miller-107, 
R.3.  Well  struck  for  this  popular,  more  available  date,  with  uniform 
golden  color  and  a  slightly  lackluster  appearance  from  the  cleaning. 
No  adjustment  marks  or  heavy  abrasions  are  found  on  either  side, 
only  a  slight  roughness  in  the  fields  on  the  reverse. 

5698  1810  Small  Date,  Large  5  XF  40  Repaired,  Polished.  B.  2-C,  Miller- 
1 12,  R.6.  A  scarcer  issue  of  the  year  and  in  the  series.  This  piece  is 
bright  (from  polishing)  and  is  well  struck  except  on  the  stars  on  the 
left  side  of  the  obverse.  Someone  has  attempted  to  repair  some 
marks  in  the  obverse  fields.

5699  1810  Large  Date,  Large  5  AU  55  Cleaned.  B.  DA,  Miller-109, 

R.2.  The  most  common  date  of  the  year  and  of  the  design  type, 
making  the  Large  Date,  Large  5  the  logical  choice  for  a  gold  type 
set.  This  piece  is  well  struck  with  bright  yellow-gold  luster. 
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Important  1828  Half  Eagle— Ex:  Smith,  Clapp,  Eliasberg,  Kramer 


5700  1828  AU  55  Cleaned.  Perfect  Date.  B.  2-B,  Miller-154,  R-7.  An  exceptionally  rare  half  eagle,  this  is  the  first  example  we  have  offered  tor  sale  in  at  least  seven 

years.  An  overdate  also  exists  for  1828,  and  similar  to  this  "perfect  date"  specimen,  it  is  also  very  rare.  The  1828  is  one  of  those  curious  issues  whose  rarity  is  so 
complete  that  it  simply  is  not  well  known  to  collectors  because  it  is  so  infrequently  offered.  This  piece  last  sold  in  the  1982  Eliasberg  Collection  of  gold  and  an 
extensive  passage  was  reproduced  from  Max  Mehl's  cataloging  of  another  coin  that  was  in  the  Dunham  Collection.  This  is  quite  an  interesting  passage  and  one 
that  is  noteworthy  because  of  the  price  history  he  cites  from  the  turn  of  the  century  to  1922.  The  first  coin  offered  for  sale  this  century  was  the  Harlan  P. 
Smith  piece  (this  coin)  in  1906  where  the  coin  realized  a  substantial  price  at  the  time  of  $240.  The  Stickney  specimen  brought  $360— a  66%  increase  in  price 
in  one  year.  The  next  collection  to  have  an  example  was  the  James  Ten  Eyck  Sale  in  1922,  where  an  XF  was  sold  for  $680  plus  5%  commission. 

Akers  estimates  that  perhaps  as  many  as  12-1  5  specimens  may  still  exist  today,  while  Miller  places  the  number  extant  lower,  rating  the  Perfect  Date  an  R.7 
with  six  confirmed.  Both  Akers  and  Mehl  (in  his  write-up  from  the  Dunham  Sale)  compared  the  1828  to  the  legendary  1815.  As  with  all  known  examples,  the 
hair  curls  iround  Liberty's  face  and  the  feathers  on  the  eagle's  right  wing  are  weakly  struck.  The  surfaces  overall  are  dull  from  cleaning  with  much  deep  red- 
di'h-Li  ippcry  patina  on  each  side.  An  important  rarity  in  the  Capped  Head  Left  series  of  half  eagles.

Seldom-Seen  1884  Half  Ea^le 


5701  1835  AU  58.  Sharply  struck  with  original  surfaces  and  a  pro¬ 
nounced  green-gold  color.  There  are  a  few  small  abrasions  mostly 
limited  to  the  obverse. 

LIBERTY  HALF  EAGLES 

5702  1859  AU  55.  First  year  of  the  modified  design  by  Christian  Gob- 
re  cht.  Whil  e  many  nineteenth  century  first-year  type  coins  were 
saved  at  the  time  of  issue,  there  was  almost  no  collector  base  in  this 
country  in  1839.  The  survival  of  coins  such  as  the  1839  half  eagle 
was  more  a  matter  of  chance  than  design.  This  is  a  charming  exam¬ 
ple  that  was  removed  from  circulation  after  very  little  wear,  with 
mostly  lustrous  surfaces.  A  few  minor  ticks  are  noticed  as  is  a  copper 
toning  spot  on  the  eagle's  right  wing. 

5703  1841-D  XF  40  Cleaned.  Remarkably  well  detailed  for  a  coin  of  this 
grade  and  especially  for  a  coin  from  the  Dahlonega  mint.  There  are 
a  number  of  tiny  pecks  on  each  side,  none  of  which  are  serious  in 
size  or  location.  Lightly  cleaned  at  one  time. 

5704  1843-C  XF  40  Cleaned.  This  issue  has  a  significantly  higher 
mintage  (44,201  pieces)  than  previous  years,  but  the  '43-C  is  not 
substantially  more  available  than  lower  mintage  years,  and  it  is 
equally  unavailable  in  high  grades.  This  piece  is  noticeably  dulled 
by  its  unfortunate  fate  and  displays  a  deep  pumpkin-gold  color. 


Attractive  AU  58  1849-C  Half  Eagle 


5705  1849-C  AU  58.  A  pleasing,  high  grade  type  coin  that  is  well  struck 

with  just  the  slightest  softness  on  the  hair  curls  and  the  normally 
seen  weakness  on  the  eagle's  left  (facing)  leg.  Rich  orange-gold 
color,  the  lustrous  surfaces  show  a  number  of  small  abrasions  over 
each  side  but  the  only  one  worthy  of  mention  is  a  short  mark  below 
the  M  in  AMERICA.  A  couple  of  shallow  rim  bumps  are  also 
noted,  but  these  are  not  really  noticeable  when  the  coin  is  viewed 
straight  on. 


1853-C  Half  Eagle  in  AU  50 


5706  1853-C  AU  50.  This  date  is  scarce  in  all  grades  and  generally 

available  only  in  VF  or  XF  condition.  The  mintage  figure  should 
not  be  considered  too  heavily  as  this  coin  is  much  scarcer  than  it 
would  indicate.  Generally  well  struck  for  a  Charlotte  issue.  The  sur¬ 
faces  are  extensively  abraded  on  each  side.

VF.  This  piece  is  generally  well  struck  and  retains  good  portions  of 
Mint  luster,  but  has  unfortunately  been  marred  by  several  scratches 
in  the  obverse  fields. 

5732  1847'0  AU  50  Rim  Nick,  generally  abraded  green-gold  surfaces;

As 
usual,  the  peripheral  stars  are  weakly  defined,  but  there  is  sharp 
detailing  on  the  central  devices.  The  coin  has  rich  orange-gold 
color  with  generous  portions  of  mint  frost  around  the  devices.  The 
most  significant  marks  are  a  long,  vertical  abrasion  in  front  of  the 
mouth  of  Liberty,  and  a  short  mark  on  the  upper  lip. 

5736  1856-0  VF  20.  An  elusive  O-nnnt  ten,  both  in  terms  of  absolute 
rarity  and  condition  rarity  with  very  few  pieces  extant  from  a 
mintage  of  14,500  coins.

Struck  from  a  tiny  mintage  of  5,908 
pieces,  the  small  number  of  survivors  (25-30  in  all)  are  almost 
invariably  low  grade,  Fine  or  VF,  topping  out  with  a  precious  few 
XFs.  Akers  states  that  "only  the  famous  Double  Eagle  of  the  same 
date  surpasses  the  1870-CC  Eagle  as  the  rarest  of  all  Carson  City 
gold  coins."  This  appears  to  be  an  original  piece  that  has  even  wear 
over  both  sides  and  soft  reddish  accents.

Few  AU  coins  are 
known  and  no  Mint  State  pieces  are  believed  to  have  survived, 
placing  this  coin  in  the  Condition  Census  for  the  date.  The  devices 
show  a  uniform  softness  over  the  highpoints.  There  are  numerous 
small  abrasions  hut  none  that  could  he  considered  as  truly  distract¬ 
ing.  The  cleaning  has  rendered  the  surfaces  bright  and  has  also 
removed  most  of  the  luster.

Still,  a  popular  (.ar¬ 
son  City  issue,  one  of  just  17,500  pieces  struck. 

5744  1901  MS  62.  Quite  lustrous  with  a  few  surface  marks.  The  details 
are  not  fully  defined  on  the  highpoints. 

5745  1901  MS  63  Cleaned.  Very  lightly  hairlined. 

5746  1901-S  MS  63.  Well  struck  with  slightly  hazy  surfaces. 

5747  1901-S  MS  63  Lightly  Cleaned.  Typically  well  struck  and  without 
consequential  marks,  being  just  a  trifle  lackluster  from  the  modest 
cleaning. 

5748  1 902 -S  MS  63.  Attractive,  bright  golden  luster  with  excellent 
design  details.  A  nice  coin  for  the  grade. 

5749  1906-0  MS  63.  While  common  enough  in  lower  grades,  the  '06-0 
is  a  scarce  issue  in  the  better  grades  of  mint  state.  This  piece  has 
bright  satiny  luster  and  is  well  struck  with  no  objectionable  marks, 
only  a  small  stain  on  the  eagle's  shield. 

5750  1906-S  MS  63.  A  scarcer  20th  century  ten  Lib.  that  is  especially 
challenging  in  Mint  condition,  and  is  hardly  ever  seen  this  nice. 
This  is  a  lustrous,  well  struck  coin  that  displays  rich  reddish  tinted 
surfaces,  and  a  few  small  abrasions.

5751  1907  PR  63.  A  scarce  final  year  proof  issue,  one  of  just  74  pieces 

struck  for  collectors.  Of  that  number,  it  can  be  reliably  estimated 
that  at  least  half  survive  today,  most  in  the  PR  62  to  PR  64  grade 
range,  with  a  smaller  number  of  impaired  pieces  and  gems  at  either 
side  of  the  spectrum.  This  is  a  watery,  fully  reflective  piece  that 
shows  only  slight  field-to-device  contrast  which  is  normal  for  proofs 
struck  during  the  early  1900s.  The  surfaces  are  not  overtly  hairlined 
and  the  overall  presentation  is  quite  exceptional,  especially  for  the 
grade.

5760  1857-S  XF  45,  strongly  detailed  with  much  hidden  luster;  and  an 
1865-S  XF  40,  original,  modestly  abraded  surfaces.  (Total:  2  coins) 

5761  1861  MS  60  Rim  Filed.  The  surfaces  are  bright  and  satiny,  being 
especially  clean  for  this  or  any  other  Type  One  issue.  Unfortunate, 
but  fairly  obvious  rim  filing  is  seen  above  the  portrait. 


5762  1861-S  Paquet  AU  50.  This  very  challenging  issue  was  not  discov¬ 

ered  and  distinguished  as  a  separate  variety  until  the  1930s.  At  a 
casual  glance,  few  observers  would  notice  any  difference  between 
the  Paquet  and  the  normal  reverse.  However,  a  careful  side-by-side 
comparison  reveals  several  differences,  most  notably  in  the  lettering. 
The  width  of  the  central  element  is  also  greater  and  the  stars  are 
placed  lower  in  the  rays  which  appear  above  them.  Today  the  '61 -S 
Paquet  twenty  is  the  scarcest  of  all  San  Francisco  mint  double 
eagles,  and  the  present  example  is  well  above  the  median  grade. 
Unfortunately  cleaned  at  one  time,  leaving  each  side  brighter  than 
normal.  The  striking  details  are  quite  sharp  and  there  are  few  abra¬ 
sions  for  a  Paquet  with  the  most  obvious  being  a  milling  mark 
between  the  right  scroll  and  CA  of  AMERICA  on  the  reverse.

5763  1861-S  Paquet  AU  50  Cleaned.  Another  relatively  high  grade  '61- 

S  Paquet  and  similar  in  terms  of  wear,  hut  this  piece  is  somewhat 
dulled  by  a  uniform,  if  not  too  offensive,  cleaning.  Akers  calls  this 
issue,  "The  rarest  Liberty  Head  Double  Eagle  from  the  San  Francis¬ 
co  Mint.  Its  only  really  close  competitor  tor  that  distinction  is  the 
1866-S  No  Motto  but,  in  my  opinion,  there  are  more  of  the  latter  in 
existence  than  there  are  1861-S  Paquets."  This  reverse  adaptation 
in  all  likelihood  was  shelved  because  of  production  and  wear  consid¬ 
erations.  Only  19,250  pieces  were  originally  produced  of  this  rare 
design  type.

When  one  is  fortunate  enough  to  encounter  one 
in  any  grade,  it  will  almost  always  be  XF  or  lower.  This  specimen 
has  an  attractive  medium  yellow  color  and  shows  a  normal  popula¬ 
tion  of  abrasions  that  are  entirely  expected  on  these  coins.  For  pedi¬ 
gree  purposes,  a  milling  mark  is  noted  on  the  reverse  between  the  IT 
of  UNITED,  and  the  surfaces  have  been  lightly  cleaned  at  one  time.

This  is  a  fully  struck  coin  that  has  excellent  luster  and  numerous 
small  abrasions  on  each  side  which  account  for  its  grade.

Mint  twenty  are  scarce  and  are  inherently  of  average  quality.  This 
piece  exhibits  few  noticeable  obverse  abrasions  as  typically  seen.

This  date  is  one  of  the  keys  to 
the  entire  large  cent  series.  Its  low  mintage  combined  with  only  one 
pair  of  dies  used  make  this  a  very  popular  date  with  collectors.  It  has 
been  so  for  more  than  a  century,  with  restrikes  produced  sometime 
around  1860  which  were  made  from  an  altered  1805  obverse  die 
that  was  married  with  an  1818  reverse.  Darker  brown  color  over 
both  sides  and  well  balanced  overall,  there  are  a  few  small  marks  on 
the  obverse  but  none  of  singular  importance.

so  struck.  In  the  Breen  1977  reference  he  states  that  only  one  proof 
half  dime  is  known  from  the  V-7  dies,  and  that  coin  is  from  the 
Brand  Collection,  later  sold  by  New  Netherlands. 

We  cannot  be  certain  if  this  is  that  piece  because  he  does  not 
mention  in  which  NN  sale  the  Brand  coin  appeared.  This  is  a  dis¬ 
tinctive  coin,  however.  If  one  wished  to  peruse  old  New  Nether¬ 
lands  catalogs  (a  worthwhile  endeavor  in  itself)  it  might  be  possible 
to  nail  down  the  pedigree  of  this  coin  for  certain.  On  the  reverse 
there  is  a  planchet  flake  out  of  the  field  above  the  left  eagle's  wing. 
Surely  this  would  have  been  mentioned  in  previous  catalog  appear¬ 
ances.

The  denomination  in  the 
center  is  surrounded  hy  a  wreath,  the  same  reverse  design  that  was 
used  until  discontinuation  of  the  denomination  in  1873.  The 
Paquet  design  has  thinner  arms  and  a  larger  head  on  Liberty  as  well 
as  hollow-centered  stars.  The  only  appearance  of  this  design  on  reg¬ 
ular  issue  coinage  was  on  the  1859  dimes  and  half  dimes  struck  in 
Philadelphia.  Since  this  obverse  had  stars,  and  the  reverse  a  wreath 
and  value  only,  the  nation's  name  was  omitted  entirely  on  the  100 
coins  of  this  design  created  for  insiders  hy  Mint  Director  James  Ross 
Snowden.  It  is  also  listed  in  Dr.  Judd's  pattern  reference  as  #233. 
Well  struck  and  razor  sharp,  the  fields  are  deeply  reflective  showing 
a  few  scattered  hairlines  that  limit  the  grade.  Lightly  toned  in  gold¬ 
en  shadings  with  superb,  bright  luster.  Few  survivors  could  compare 
to  this  example  of  this  important  rarity  in  the  dime  series. 

16453  1873  PR  64  NGC.  Brilliant  and  deeply  mirrored  with  modest  mint 

frost  on  the  devices. 


6454  1873  Arrows  PR  66  NGC.  A  desirable  19th  century  type  coin 

that  is  in  constant  demand  by  collectors  in  both  business  strike  and 
proof  format.  The  Mint  Act  of  1873  (a.k.a.  "The  Crime  of  73") 
mandated  a  conversion  of  silver  coinage  to  metrically  weighed 
planchets.

'74-  This  is  a  superior  type  coin  that  is  perfectly  balanced  in  appear¬ 
ance  from  one  side  to  the  other,  each  being  essentially  untoned 
with  only  the  barest  hint  of  golden  color.  The  fields  are  deeply  mir¬ 
rored  and  there  are  no  surface  disturbances  worthy  of  mention.

Botl 
sides  are  fully  struck  and  essentially  untoned.  Over  the  past  fev 
years,  we  have  handled  several  MS  66  1921  dimes,  including  thi 
coin  from  the  famous  Starr  collection.  Always  popular  and  the  sub 
ject  of  spirited  bidding,  1921  dimes  generally  "go  away"  into  collec 
tions  where  they  are  held  for  many  years  (the  Starr  collection  is  ; 
prime  example).  With  the  dearth  of  these  coins  usually  in  the  mar 
ketplace  in  this  condition,  and  with  three  pieces  in  this  current  auc 
tion,  now  might  be  a  good  time  to  add  this  date  to  your  collection- 
before  they  all  "go  away."

p500  192  CD  MS  64  Full  Bands  NGC.  Lustrous  and  very  well  struck, 

including  the  often  ill-defined  peripheral  areas.  Both  sides  are  over¬ 
laid  in  olive-gold  and  steel-violet  toning  that  might  be  too  oppres¬ 
sive  to  those  in  search  of  a  lighter-hued  coin.  Only  1.08  million 
pieces  were  struck,  making  this  one  of  the  scarcest  and  most  desir¬ 
able  issues  in  the  series.

Many  1921-D  dimes  are  also  seen  with  peripheral  weakness  as  are 
their  P-mint  counterparts.  This  piece,  however,  is  sharply  defined 
throughout  with  no  fadeaway  at  the  rims.  The  flashy  mint  brilliance 
is  undisturbed  by  abrasions  or  any  traces  of  color  on  either  side.  A 
superior  example  of  this  scarce,  key  issue.

The 
peripheries  are  strongly  detailed  on  each  side  as  are  the  central 
bands  on  the  reverse.  The  fields  of  the  die  were  striated  prior  to 
striking,  most  likely  to  remove  clash  marks,  these  resulting  in  a 
bright,  semi-reflective  appearance  in  the  fields.

the  two  varieties  of  this  date,  Breen  estimates  that  22-25  pieces  are 
known  with  two  of  those  being  specimen  strikings.  Quarters  of  this 
date  are  of  the  greatest  importance  as  they  are  a  one-year  type,  and 
as  such  are  needed  by  both  date  and  type  collectors.  Most  of  the 
high  grade  examples  that  are  known  today  were  distributed  in  the 
early  1940s  by  Abe  Kosoff.  However,  these  pieces  are  widely  scat¬ 
tered  today  and  are  seldom  seen  unless  a  major  collection  is  dis¬ 
persed.  The  striking  details  on  this  piece  are  very  sharply  defined, 
and  the  denticles  around  each  side  are  long  and  well  centered  giving 
the  coin  a  medal-like  frame  for  the  interior  design  elements.

The  piece  is  steel-gray  in  the  background  with  patches  of  violet, 
rose,  and  lilac-gray  color  splashed  willy-nilly  upon  both  sides,  giving 
the  coin  a  mottled  hut  not  unsightly  appearance  overall.  We  don’t 
expect  that  any  more  uncirculated  ’44-0  quarters  will  he  making  an 
appearance  in  the  marketplace  in  the  immediate  future,  so  strong 
bids  and  strong  hearts  are  suggested  when  this  rarity  crosses  the  auc¬ 
tion  block.

Despite  the  surplus  of  large  coins  during  this  era,  merchants 
were  crying  for  enough  minor  coinage  to  conduct  business,  and  the 
New  Orleans  mint  was  again  tasked  to  produce  dimes  and  quarters 
for  the  first  time  since  1860.  Millions  of  dimes  were  produced,  hut 
only  a  paltry  68,000  quarters,  most  of  which  disappeared  into  circu¬ 
lation.  Two  alleged  proof  pieces  were  struck  to  commemorate  the 
mint's  return  to  quarter  production,  and  it  is  reasonable  to  believe 
that  as  most  of  the  known  mint  state  pieces  are  prooflike,  they  were 
pulled  relatively  early  in  the  die  run  and  kept  as  mementoes.  Briggs 
rates  the  1892-0  as  a  High  R.6  in  any  mint  state  grade.  This  piece 
has  medium  to  dark-gray  toning  with  magenta  highlights.

lector  of  U.S.  coinage  than  the  crown-sized  version  of  this  classic  design.  Struck  in  any  significant  quantity  for  only  fifteen  years  and  divided  into  two  separate 
types,  the  proof  Seated  Liberty  dollar  exemplifies  this  era  of  numismatics  as  does  no  other  silver  coin.  Over  the  past  century  and  a  quarter,  the  vast  majority  of 
these  proofs  have  fallen  prey  to  impairments  that  range  from  actual  circulation,  minor  contact  with  other  coins,  light  to  harsh  cleaning  (most  often  to  remove 
toning),  and  even  slidemarks  from  album  storage.

Designed  and  struck  in  France  by  artist  and  engraver  Auguste 
Caque  with  no  apparent  likeness  at  hand  of  General  Jackson.  The 
portrait  faces  left  on  the  obverse  and  is  surrounded  at  the  margins  by 
Jackson’s  title,  name,  birth,  and  death  dates  (his  birth  date  is  incor¬ 
rectly  engraved  as  1821  when  it  was  actually  1824).  The  reverse  lists 
the  many  battles  in  which  the  "Stonewall  Brigade"  was  engaged 
against  Union  forces.  Allegedly  a  hoard  of  these  medals  was  recov¬ 
ered  in  1894  from  a  warehouse  in  Savannah  where  they  had  been 
buried  in  the  closing  days  of  the  Civil  War.  They  were  available 
through  the  mail  for  $1  apiece  from  the  Ladies  Auxiliary  of  the 
Confederate  Veterans  Association.  Numerous  small  abrasions  are 
scattered  over  each  side  and  there  are  several  darker  areas  of  corro¬ 
sion  around  the  rim  on  the  reverse.  The  Jackson  medal  is  undoubt¬ 
edly  one  of  the  most  interesting  numismatic  creations  that  was  pro¬ 
duced  as  a  result  of  the  Civil  War.

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A  BRIEF  HISTORY  OF  THE  UNITED  STATES  BRANCH  MINTS 
AT  DAHLONEGA,  GEORGIA  AND  CHARLOTTE,  NORTH  CAROLINA

A  combination  of  the  discovery  of  gold  in  the  southeastern  United  States  in  the  early  nineteenth  century  and  the  subsequent  politi¬ 
cal  machinations  resulting  from  this  newfound  wealth  led  to  the  establishment  of  the  United  States  Branch  Mints  at  Dahlonega, 
Georgia  and  Charlotte,  North  Carolina.  Officially  mandated  to  coin  “gold  only”  by  a  Congressional  Act  in  1835.  the  two  branch 
mints  soon  opened  for  business,  producing  their  first  gold  coinage  in  1838.  These  two  facilities,  long  considered  to  be  “sister  mints" 
by  numismatists,  indeed  had  a  parallel  history.  Today,  their  most  tangible  legacies,  the  gold  coins  themselves,  are  among  the  most 
avidly  collected  in  all  of  American  numismatics.  This  numismatic  loyalty  stems  from  the  fact  that  these  southern  “gold  mints"  oper¬ 
ated  during  America’s  first  gold  rush,  were  in  existence  for  only  a  short  period  (24  calendar  years),  produced  relatively  low 
mintage  gold  coins  with  very  distinctive  characteristics,  and  had  as  a  backdrop  to  their  demise  the  most  turbulent  conflict  in  Amer¬ 
ican  history,  the  Civil  War.  In  numismatic  terms,  what  could  lx*  more  romantic? 

Dahlonega  and  Charlotte  coins  often  have  a  green-gold  cast,  due  to  the  alloy’s  high  silver  content,  and  are  typically  weakly  struck 
on  irregular  planchets.  As  unappealing  as  this  may  sound  to  the  uninitiated,  to  Dahlonega  and  Charlotte  aficionados  these  traits 
give  the  coins  charm  and  character. 

THE  UNITED  STATES  BRANCH  MINT  AT  DAHLONEGA,  GEORGIA 

Although  gold  was  found  all  the  way  from  Virginia  to  Alabama,  a  particularly  rich  belt  was  discovered  on  Cherokee  Indian  land  in 
Georgia  in  1828,  near  what  was  to  become  Dahlonega,  causing  a  huge  influx  of  miners.  First,  the  frontier  town  of  Auraria  sprang 
up  around  the  mines,  then  nearby  Dahlonega  (from  the  Cherokee  language,  meaning  “yellow  money”)  edged  her  out  as  the  newly- 
formed  Lumpkin  County  seat.  Although  several  private  coiners,  including  Templeton  Reid  and  the  Bechtlers,  had  attempted  to 
alleviate  the  problem  of  converting  the  raw  gold  to  a  more  readily  accepted  medium,  there  was  considerable  political  pressure  for 
a  universally  accepted  Federal  coinage. 

A  Congressional  appropriation  of  $50, (XX)  was  made  for  the  construction  and  outfitting  of  the  Dahlonega  Mint.  The  plans  were 
copies  of  those  drawn  for  the  Charlotte  Mint  by  William  Strickland,  a  noted  architect  of  the  day.  The  mint  was  to  lx  a  two-story, 
stucco-covered  brick  structure,  having  a  basement  constructed  of  "hammer-dressed"  stone.  The  front  of  the  “T“-shaped  facility 
was  to  be  125  feet  across  and  33.5  feet  deep,  although  recent  measurements  indicate  that  the  front  was  actually  constructed  to  a 
length  of  127.5  feet.  A  projection  extending  to  the  rear  from  the  center  of  the  front  portion  of  the  building  was  to  lx  53  feet  deep 
and  36  feet  wide. 

The  Commissioner  of  construction  was  Ignatius  Few,  a  lawyer  and  Methodist  preacher,  who  unfortunately  seemed  to  have  only  a 
passing  interest  in  tending  to  his  duties.  A  site  was  chosen  on  a  hill  in  full  view  of  the  town  square  and  a  contract  for  construction 
was  let  in  September  1835.  Dahlonega’s  remote  location  and  Commissioner  Few’s  lack  of  aggressive  oversight  were  significant 
contributors  to  the  ensuing  construction  difficulties. 

There  were  approximately  15,(XK)  miners  in  and  around  Dahlonega  at  the  height  of  the  gold  rush.  Dahlonega  experienced  a 
scarcity  of  goods,  building  supplies,  and  reliable  labor.  It  Is  no  wonder,  therefore,  when  Franklin  Peale,  upon  arriving  in  Dahlone¬ 
ga  in  November  1837,  to  inspect  the  Dahlonega  Mint  structure  on  behalf  of  the  Philadelphia  Mint,  found  the  quality  of  workman¬ 
ship  to  be  abysmal.  He  related  in  correspondence  to  the  parent  institution  that  the  Dahlonega  workmen  “certainly  deserve  diplo¬ 
mas  for  Botching.”  Although  the  workmanship  was  suspect,  Peale  ultimately  recommended  acceptance  of  the  building. 

The  Dahlonega  Mint  was  supplied  with  state-of-the-art  coining  equipment,  including  two  of  the  "small  version"  steam-driven,  tog¬ 
gle  joint  presses,  a  design  that  was  first  used  to  strike  coins  at  the  Philadelphia  Mint  in  1836.  Power  was  supplied  from  steam  pro¬ 
duced  in  a  boiler,  which  was  transmitted  to  a  steam  engine,  both  located  in  the  basement,  in  the  stem  of  the  “T."  A  series  of  belts 
and  pulleys  transmitted  the  power  to  the  presses,  which  were  located  on  the  first  floor,  just  above  the  engine  room.  The  presses 
were  designed  to  produce  approximately  one  coin  per  second.  The  small  size  of  the  presses  limited  coin  production  to  the  half 
eagle  and  smaller  denominations. 


Superintendent  Joseph  Singleton  oversaw  the  striking  of  the  mint’s  first  coinage,  80  half  eagles  ($5  gold),  on  April  21, 1838, 
remarking  that  the  coins  were  beautiful,  accurate,  and  had  "a  most  cordial  reception  wherever  carried."  The  first  coinage  of  the 
quarter  eagle  ( $2.50  gold)  denomination  did  not  occur  until  the  following  February. 

In  order  for  citizens  to  receive  gold  coins  in  exchange  for  bullion,  depositors  would  have  to  present  gold  at  the  counter  of  the 
Superintendent-Treasurer  and  were  Issued  a  receipt.  In  addition  to  dust  and  nuggets,  deposits  were  in  other  forms,  such  as  bars 
and  foreign  gold  coins.  The  deposit  was  then  melted  and  assayed  in  order  to  establish  the  fineness  and  thus  the  corresponding 
value.  Because  most  Georgia  gold  was  purer  than  the  standard  of  fineness  (.SXH)),  the  normal  practice  was  to  leave  in  the  naturally 
occurring  silver,  rather  than  parting  the  silver  from  the  gold,  prior  to  adjusting  the  fineness  downward  to  .9<X).  The  gold  was  then 
coined  and  depositors  returned  to  pick  up  their  newly  minted  gold  pieces. 

The  Dahlonega  Mint  positions  were  very  political,  with  changes  often  made  upon  a  shift  in  a  political  party’s  power  in  Washing¬ 
ton.  a  situation  that  caused  much  internal  conflict  among  mint  personnel.  In  April  18-41,  Paul  Rossignol,  who  was  viewed  as  a 
“foreigner"  by  the  citizens  of  Dahlonega,  replaced  Singleton  as  Superintendent,  upon  the  election  of  Whig  President,  William  Henry 
Harrison.  In  June  1843,  James  Cooper  replaced  Rossignol.  Superintendent  Cooper,  who  was  a  W  est  Point  graduate,  had  the  most 
smoothly  operating  tenure  in  the  mint’s  history.  Increasing  gold  deposits,  harmony  among  mint  personnel,  and  good  relations  with 
the  citizens  of  Dahlonega  marked  this  period.  He  also  presided  over  the  first  production  of  the  diminutive  gold  dollar  in  July  1849. 
In  October  1849,  Anderson  Redding  became  the  new  Superintendent,  a  fallout  of  the  election  of  Whig  President  Zachary  Taylor  the 
year  before. 

The  bulk  of  the  Georgia  gold  deposits  at  the  Dahlonega  Mint  occurred  in  the  1840s,  although  the  facility  also  received  deposits 
from  a  number  of  surrounding  states.  The  mint  had  a  significant  amount  of  California  deposits  following  the  discovery  of  gold  in 
that  state  in  1848  (about  20%  of  the  facility’s  lifetime  deposits).  Much  of  this  gold  was  brought  to  the  mint  by  miners  who  had 
worked  the  Dahlonega  mines  prior  to  try  ing  their  luck  in  California.  These  deposits  breathed  new  life  into  the  flagging  mint. 
Unfortunately,  the  California  deposits  dwindled  after  1854,  when  the  San  Francisco  Branch  Mint,  which  was  much  more  conve¬ 
nient  to  the  California  gold  fields,  was  opened. 

Julius  Patton  became  Superintendent  in  July  1853,  having  been  appointed  by  newly  elected  Democrat  President  Franklin  Pierce. 
The  following  year,  the  Dahlonega  Mint  had  its  only  three  dollar  gold  production.  With  the  decline  of  gold  deposits  in  the  1850s, 
the  viability  of  the  Dahlonega  Mint  was  more  and  more  in  question.  George  Kellogg  replaced  Patton  as  Superintendent  in  October 
I860.  The  State  of  Georgia  seceded  from  the  Union  in  January  1861.  The  mint  produced  1,597  half  eagles  in  February  1861,  with 
that  amount  being  reported  to  the  Philadelphia  Mint.  After  Superintendent  Kellogg  tendered  his  resignation  to  President  Lincoln  in 
April,  the  Dahlonega  Mint  produced  an  estimated  1,600-1,700  half  eagles  and  2,750-3,250  gold  dollars  dated  1861,  neither  of 
which  was  reported  to  Philadelphia.  The  additional  coinage  was  made,  not  by  "Rebel  forces,”  but  by  the  same  personnel  who  had 
executed  the  February  strikings,  albeit  with  a  new  allegiance.  The  Dahlonega  Mint  was  officially  closed  by  order  of  the  Confeder¬ 
ate  Congress  on  June  1, 1861  and  never  reopened  as  a  U.  S.  Branch  Mint. 

During  its  24  calendar  years  of  operation,  the  Dahlonega  Mint  produced  just  under  1.4  million  gold  coins,  with  a  face  value  of 
more  than  $6.1  million.  The  facility  struck  half  eagles  for  each  year  of  operation  (24  issues).  Quarter  eagles  were  made  continu¬ 
ously  from  1839-1859,  with  the  exception  of  1858,  for  a  total  of  20  different  dates.  Gold  dollars  were  produced  every  year  from 
1849-1861,  which  constitutes  13  issues.  The  lone  emission  of  the  $3  gold  piece  occurred  in  1854.  Thus,  a  complete  date  set  of 
Dahlonega  gold  coins  consists  of  58  pieces,  although  significant  die  varieties  can  push  that  number  well  above  60. 

The  former  Dahlonega  Mint  building  served  as  an  Assay  Office  and  repository  for  the  Confederate  Treasury  during  the  Civil  War. 
Eventually  the  facility  w  as  donated  to  the  State  of  Georgia  for  educational  purposes,  becoming  the  main  building  of  North  Georgia 
Agricultural  College  in  1873.  Unfortunately,  the  historic  structure  burned  to  its  granite  foundation  in  December  1878.  A  new  col¬ 
lege  building  was  constructed  on  the  original  foundation  and  exists  today  as  Price  Memorial  Hall  of  North  Georgia  College  &  State 
University. 


THE  UNITED  STATES  BRANCH  MINT  AT  CHARLOTTE,  NORTH  CAROLINA 

Although  the  plans  for  the  Dahlonega  and  Charlotte  Mints  were  the  same,  the  Charlotte  facility  did  not  suffer  the  construction  dif¬ 
ficulties  of  its  sister  institution.  The  Commissioner  of  construction  for  the  Charlotte  Mint  was  Major  Samuel  McComb,  who  (unlike 
his  Dahlonega  counterpart)  visited  the  Philadelphia  Mint  in  an  effort  to  better  understand  the  task  that  lay  before  him.  This 
action,  combined  with  the  fact  that  Charlotte,  located  in  Mecklenburg  County,  was  an  established  town,  with  a  reliable  supply  of 
materials  and  labor,  contributed  to  a  fairly  smooth  construction  process.  A  site  was  chosen  near  the  western  edge  of  the  town  and 
' 1,11  ’ruction  began  in  December  1X35.  The  Philadelphia  Mint  sent  Franklin  Peale  to  inspect  the  mints  at  Charlotte  and  Dahlonega, 
ith  Pea  It  arriving  in  Charlotte  in  late  September  183".  Although  Peale  encountered  some  construction  difficulties,  w  ithin  a 
'Hi!  hr  .  is  rradv  to  declare  the  Charlotte  Mint  ready  for  operation.  John  Wheeler  stood  ready  to  serve  as  the  Charlotte  Mint's 
first  Superintendent. 


The  first  coins  were  produced  between  March  26  and  March  31, 18.38.  w  hen  6~8  half  eagles  were  struck.  The  Charlotte  Journal 
proclaimed.  Vt  e  have  the  pleasure  of  announcing  this  week,  that  our  Mint  has  commenced  coining-there  is  no  mistake  now .  for 
we  have  both  seen  and  handled  the  yellow  boys.  Later  that  year,  the  first  quarter  eagles  were  executed. 

Burgess  Gaither  replaced  Superintendent  U  heeler,  a  Democrat,  in  that  position  in  August  1841,  upon  the  election  of  W  tog  Presi¬ 
dent.  William  Henry  Harrison,  and  appointment  to  his  successor.  President  John  Tyler. 

The  low  point  in  the  Charlotte  Mint  s  existence  occurred  on  July  27, 1844.  w  hen  a  fire  was  discovered  in  the  w  ing  of  the  building 
that  housed  the  coin  presses.  Although  the  fire  started  slow  ly  and  there  was  an  ample  supply  of  water  ( that  could  have  been  used 
to  control  the  flames)  in  reservoirs  in  the  upper  story  of  the  building,  the  w  ater  w  as  not  used.  The  conflagration  resulted  in  an 
almost  complete  destruction  of  the  building  and  its  contents. 

After  the  election  of  1844.  Democratic  President  James  K.  Polk,  w  ith  ties  to  Charlotte's  Mecklenburg  County  and  a  hard  money" 
advocate,  spurred  on  the  rebuilding  of  the  severely  damaged  facility  .  Of  the  major  equipment  only  the  steam  engine  and  one  cut¬ 
ting  press  could  be  salvaged.  Superintendent  G.  W.  Caldwell,  w  ho  had  taken  over  his  position  in  June  1843.  directed  that  the 
reconstructed  facility  have  only  one  story  above  the  basement.  He  aLso  specified  that  operations  could  proceed  with  only  one 
coining  press.  Superintendent  Caldwell  oversaw  the  resumption  of  coinage  in  October  1846. 

In  late  March  or  early  April  184",  Superintendent  Caldwell  resigned  his  position  to  become  a  Captain  in  the  L.  S.  Army,  during  the 
War  with  Mexico.  William  Alexander,  who  directed  the  striking  of  the  first  gold  dollars  at  the  Charlotte  Mint  in  late  June  or  early 
July  1849.  replaced  tom.  Alexander  remained  at  the  mint  until  August  1849.  and  was  followed  by  James  Osborne,  who  had  been 
appointed  Superintendent  by  Whig  President.  Zachary  Tay  lor,  two  months  earlier,  in  June  1849-  Following  the  election  of  Democ¬ 
ratic  President.  Franklin  Pierce,  in  1852.  former  Superintendent  G.  W.  Caldwell  was  reappointed  to  his  previous  position  in  April 
1853-  There  he  remained  until  the  Charlotte  Mint  ceased  operations. 

In  January  and  March  1861.  two  half  eagle  coinages  were  struck,  amounting  to  3.948  pieces.  Following  an  order  from  North  Car¬ 
olina  Governor  John  Ellis  to  turn  over  all  mint  property  to  the  state,  pending  its  secession  from  the  L  nioa  additional  strikings  of 
half  eagles  were  made  in  late  April  and  late  .May  186 1 .  consisting  of  2.044  and  88“  coins,  respectively  This  coinage  marked  the 
end  of  the  facility's  history  as  a  U.  S.  Branch  Mint. 

In  its  brief  history  ,  the  Charlotte  .Mint  had  produced  just  over  1.2  million  gold  coins,  w  ith  a  face  value  of  almost  $5.05  million.  L .  S. 
Treasury  records  show  that  the  lion's  share  of  the  gold  ( approximately  89%)  came  from  North  Carolina.  About  9%  came  from 
South  Carolina,  w  hile  the  rest  < roughly  2%)  was  brought  back  by  miners  returning  from  the  California  gold  fields. 

A  complete  date  set  of  Charlotte  gold  consists  of  just  50  coins,  although  significant  die  varieties  can  push  the  total  higher  The 
Charlotte  Mint  issued  half  eagles  in  each  year  of  operation  ( 1838-1861 ).  except  for  1845.  for  a  total  of  23  coins.  Quarter  eagles 
were  produced  from  18.38-1860.  except  for  1845. 1853. 185”.  and  1859  f  19  issues).  Gold  dollars  were  struck  from  1849-1859. 
except  for  1854. 1856.  and  1858  (8  emissions).  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  from  1856-1860.  the  Charlotte  Mint  alternated  between 
striking  quarter  eagles  in  the  even  y  ears  and  gold  dollars  in  the  odd  years.  Unlike  the  Dahlonega  Mint,  the  Charlotte  Mint  never 
struck  a  three  dollar  gold  piece,  although  a  pair  of  S3  dies  were  sent  to  the  facility  in  1854. 

Following  its  occasional  use  for  various  purposes  during  and  after  the  Civil  War.  the  structure  opened  as  a  l.  S.  Assay  Office  in  the 
early  spring  of  1868.  3  final  attempt  to  restore  its  former  status  as  a  l'.  S.  Branch  Mint  failed  in  February  18"3.  However,  the  facil- 
itv  remained  an  Assay  Office  until  it  was  permanently  closed  in  July  1913.  During  subsequent  years  the  structure  was  used  as  a 
Federal  courthouse,  headquarters  for  the  Red  Cross  (during  World  War  I ).  and  as  a  meeting  place  for  the  Charlotte  Woman's  Club 
In  1932,  plans  were  made  to  expand  the  adjacent  Post  Office  building,  which  meant  that  the  old  mint  structure  would  have  to  be 
demolished.  Although  unsuccessful  attempts  to  save  the  stately  old  building  were  made,  the  structure  was  ultimately  dismantled 
and  later  reconstructed  in  a  new  location  in  Charlotte,  opening  in  October  1936  as  the  Mint  Museum  of  Art.  a  status  that  it  enjoys 
to  this  day .

and  used  as  an  assay 
office  during  the  Civil  War. 
The  building  was  given  to 
the  North  Georgia  Agricul¬ 
tural  College  by  the  State 
of  Georgia  in  1873  for  use 
as  its  first  classroom.  The

individually  defined  strands  of  hair  and  sharp  peripheral  detail.  Yen 
lustrous  with  glowing  mint  frost  below  superb  deep,  natural  orange 
gold  color.  Unlike  many  examples,  this  piece  is  well  balanced 
between  the  obverse  and  reverse  and  has  an  extremely  pleasing 
overall  appearance. 

The  1849-D  is  easily  the  most  common  gold  dollar  from  the 
Dahlonega  mint.  There  are  as  many  as  three  dozen  Mint  Slate 
pieces  known  with  most  in  the  lower  range  of  this  grade  The  1 
D  becomes  very  rare  in  accurately  graded  Mint  State  62  and  is  near¬ 
ly  impossible  to  find  any  choicer.

7606  1850-D  AU  55  PCGS.  Somewhat  flatly  impressed  on  the  hair,  as 

commonly  seen  on  this  date;  the  center  of  the  reverse  is  sharper 
with  a  full  date  and  strong  mintmark.  The  surfaces  are  a  hit  bright 
hut  very  lustrous;  some  light  rubbing  can  he  seen  with  magnification 
and  there  is  a  small  toning  spot  in  front  of  Liberty's  mouth. 

The  1850-D  is  one  of  the  rarest  and  most  undervalued  Dahlone- 
ga  gold  dollars  in  higher  grades  (i.e.,  AU  50  and  above).  It  is  most 
often  seen  in  Very  Fine  to  lower-end  Extremely  Fine.  In  Mint  State 
this  is  an  extremely  rare  issue  with  no  more  than  a  half  dozen  accu¬ 
rately  graded  pieces  currently  known  to  exist.

7607  1851-D  MS  62  PCGS.  Very  boldly  detailed  with  complete  hair, 

star,  and  wreath  detail  noted.  Unlike  many  examples  of  this  date, 
there  is  no  weakness  noted  on  the  border  heads.  Superb,  natural, 
rich  yellow-gold  and  russet  toning  can  be  seen  on  both  sides  with 
the  deepest  hues  at  the  left  obverse  and  the  upper  reverse.  There  are 
a  few  very  light  ticks  and  hairlines  in  the  fields  hut  this  is  quite  a 
choice  and  attractive  example. 

Despite  data  to  the  contrary,  the  1851-D  gold  dollar  is  a  very 
rare  coin  in  Mint  State.  The  grading  services  show  a  very  high  num¬ 
ber  of  coins  in  Uncirculated  hut  this  includes  a  number  of  resubmis¬ 
sions.  PCGS  has  graded  two  pieces  MS  62  as  of  8/98  with  two  high¬ 
er.  The  finest  known  is  a  superb  MS  64  in  the  Leon  Farmer  collec¬ 
tion,  which  is  ex:  Arthur  Montgomery  and  Bareford.

608  1852-D  MS  61  PCGS.  The  first  of  a  remarkable  pair  of  1852-0 

gold  dollars.  This  example  is  a  reasonably  early  die  state  with  fewer 
clashmarks  in  front  of  the  face  than  usual.  The  overall  strike  is  \cr\ 
sharp  with  an  especially  bold  reverse.  Both  the  obverse  and  reverse 
are  very  lustrous  and  exhibit  absolutely  superb  deep,  original  orange- 
gold  color.  There  are  a  few  light  marks,  but  this  coin  is  truly  choice 
for  the  date  and  grade  and  must  be  considered  among  the  finest 

There  are  approximately  seven  to  nine  Mint  State  1852-D  gold 
dollars  known  to  exist.  The  two  specimens  in  the  North  Georgia 
collection  are  tied  for  third  finest  known,  trailing  only  a  pair  of 
pieces  graded  MS  62  by  PCGS;  one  of  these  is  in  the  Farmer  Collec¬ 
tion  and  was  earlier  sold  as  lot  16  in  the  Eliasberg  sale  while  the 
other  is  in  a  New  York  collection  and  was  earlier  sold  by  Heritage  as 

lot  7404  in  the  1997  ANA  sale.  


A  Second  MS  61  1852-D  Gold  Dollar 


7609  1852-D  MS  61  PCGS.  This  second  of  two  mint  state  1852-D  gold 

dollars  appears  to  have  been  struck  from  a  later  state  ot  the  dies 
than  the  first  example.  It  shows  more  extensive  clashmarks  which 
make  the  obverse  fields  seem  somewhat  rough.  In  addition,  the 
reverse  shows  a  number  of  small  cracks  that  suggest  that  these  dies 
did  not  survive  for  much  longer.  The  central  detail  is  sharper  than 
one  might  expect  and  both  the  obverse  and  reverse  exhibit  beautiful 
fiery  orange-gold  color.  .. 

As  stated  in  the  description  of  the  last  com,  the  1852-1*  gold 
dollar  is  an  extremely  rare  coin  in  mint  condition.  This  specific 
example  is  tied  with  the  previous  coin  as  the  third  finest  known  and 
both  of  these  are  the  finest  currently  available  to  collectors.

It  is  struck  from  lightly  clashed  dies  with  resultant 
clashmarks  above  the  head  of  Liberty.  The  obverse  is  mostly  lustrous 
and  shows  a  few  marks  and  hairlines  that  are  consistent  with  the 
assigned  grade.  The  reverse  is  bright  and  very  choice  with  a  touch  of 
orange-gold  color  above  the  value. 

This  specific  coin  is  listed  in  the  Condition  Census  as  the  fourth 
finest  known  1853-D  gold  dollar  and  is  now  tied  for  fifth  finest, 
along  with  a  piece  in  a  New  York  collection.

sort  of  strike  not  often  associated  with  any  gold  dollar  from  th 
Dahlonega  Mint.  The  strands  of  hair  show  individual  definitioi 
while  the  stars  have  full  radial  lines  and  the  wreath  shows  complet: 
detail.  The  surfaces  are  very  clean  and  seem  to  glow  with  lustei 
Both  sides  have  taken  on  a  superb,  rich  orange-gold  and  yellow  col 
oration  that  is  quite  appealing  to  the  naked  eye.  This  coin  is  desir 
able  as  both  a  condition  rarity  and  a  potentially  superb  addition  to 
high  grade  type  set. 

While  comparatively  common  in  lower  grades  and  relative! 
easy  to  locate  in  AU,  the  1853-D  gold  dollar  is  very  rare  in  min 
condition.  There  are  fewer  than  ten  properly  graded  Uncirculate< 
pieces  known.  The  finest  of  these  is  a  staggering  MS  66  that  sur 
faced  at  the  1998  ANA  show.  The  James  Stack  coin  sold  by  Stack 
in  October  1994  is  considered  an  MS  64  and  there  is  a  very  choiu 
PCGS  graded  MS  63  in  the  Farmer  Co  llection.  The  presentl' 
offered  specimen  appears  to  be  the  fourth  finest  known.

1854-D  AU  58  PCGS.  A  slightly  above  average  strike  for  the  issue 
with  some  minor  flatness  visible  at  the  centers,  hut  with  mostly 
clear  hair  strands,  a  strong  date,  and  full  lettering  on  the  word  DOL¬ 
LAR.  The  surfaces  are  somewhat  bright  with  a  splash  of  color  at  the 
lower  obverse.  There  is  minor  friction  noted  on  the  obverse  while 
the  reverse  is  free  of  wear  and  would  be  graded  MS  61  if  viewed  as  a 
separate  entity.  A  far  above  average  example  of  this  scarce  and  pop¬ 
ular  date. 

The  1854-D  gold  dollar  is  actually  more  available  in  higher 
grades  than  once  believed.  But  many  of  the  coins  certified  AU  58 
and  better  are  not  especially  choice  or  original,  making  accurately 
graded  pieces  scarce  and  desirable. 


761  5  1855-1)  AU  50  PCGS.  A  more  typical  strike  for  the  issue  than  the 

AU  53  below  with  considerable  flatness  on  the  hair  of  Liberty, 
clashmarks  adjacent  to  the  devices,  and  virtually  no  trace  of  the  8  in 
the  date.  A  good  deal  of  luster  is  noted  with  a  touch  of  reflective¬ 
ness  in  the  protected  areas.  There  are  some  light,  scattered  marks 
but  none  are  worthy  of  description.  As  with  the  following  lot,  this  is 
an  example  that  a  number  of  viewers  may  feel  is  conservatively 
graded. 

Approximately  90%  of  all  known  1855-D  gold  dollars  exhibit 
the  weakness  on  the  8  in  the  date  that  is  seen  on  this  piece.  Nearly 
all  of  the  typical  strike  coins  also  have  a  die  crack  just  to  the  right  of 
the  mintmark.  Interestingly,  the  full  date  coin  to  be  offered  in  the 
next  lot  does  not  show  this  crack. 
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7614  1855-D  AU  53  PCGS.  Extremely  well  struck  for  this  issue  and 

designated  on  the  holder  hy  PCGS  as  having  a  "full  date."  The 
obverse  shows  some  weakness  on  the  hair  below  the  headband  while 
the  reverse  is  incredibly  bold  with  complete  definition  on  the  date, 
mintmark,  and  the  value.  The  surfaces  are  quite  lustrous  with  natur¬ 
al,  light  gold  coloration.  There  are  a  few  small  marks  below  UN  in 
UNITED  and  some  clashmarks  around  the  head  hut  the  overall 
quality  is  far  above  average. 

The  1855-D  is  the  second  rarest  Dahlonega  gold  dollar  in  terms 
of  overall  rarity  (trailing  only  the  1861-D)  and  it  is  the  rarest  in 
higher  grades.  It  is  unique  in  mint  condition  and  it  is  doubtful  if 
more  than  10  to  12  accurately  graded  AU  pieces  are  accounted  for. 
Examples  with  full  dates  are  especially  rare  and  very  desirable.  Now 
that  these  pieces  are  designated  hy  PCGS,  it  would  not  he  surprising 
if  they  begin  to  sell  for  a  considerable  premium  over  those  with  a 
typical,  weakly  impressed  date. 


7615  1856-D  AU  58  PCGS.  A  typical  strike  for  this  issue  with  nearly  a 

of  the  U  in  UNITED  obliterated;  the  date  has  some  weakness  o: 
the  5  but  this  digit  is  complete  to  the  naked  eye.  The  surfaces  ar 
quite  lustrous  and  exhibit  pretty  orange-gold  shades  that  are  deepes 
at  the  obverse  border.  The  surfaces  show  a  few  small  marks  incluJ 
ing  a  small  nick  on  the  throat  and  another  in  the  reverse  field  to  th 
right  of  the  value.  One  of  the  finest  known  survivors  from  the  tin 
original  mintage  of  1,460  pieces;  an  estimated  65  to  75  coins  ar 
accounted  for  today. 

We  are  aware  of  three  1856-D  gold  dollars  with  claims  to  Min 
State  status.  These  include  a  piece  in  a  Michigan  collection  (ex:  Di 
Philip  Weinstein  and  Arthur  Montgomery)  graded  MS  60  n 
PCGS;  the  Reed  Hawn  coin  (sold  as  lot  890  in  Stack's  10/93  sal 
and  later  graded  MS  61  hy  NGC);  and  the  Duke's  Creek  Collectioi 
specimen  (ex:  Sotheby's  6/96,  lot  12)  that  has  also  been  graded  M! 
60  hy  PCGS.  There  are  approximately  six  or  so  accurately  grade 
AU  58  pieces,  of  which  the  presently  offered  specimen  is  clearl 
among  the  finest.

central  strands  of  hair  but  is  actually  much  sharper  overall  than 
usual.  The  reverse  is  weak  at  the  top  hut  has  a  sharp,  clear  date  and 
full  value.  The  surfaces  are  very  clean  and  both  the  obverse  and 
reverse  have  medium  orange-gold  color  with  some  coppery-rose 
tinting  at  the  reverse  center. 

The  1857-D  may  be  the  most  underrated  gold  dollar  from  this 
Mint.  It  is  a  distinctly  rare  issue  in  the  higher  AU  grades  and  an 
extreme  rarity  in  mint  condition  with  just  three  or  four  pieces 
known.  The  finest  two  that  we  are  aware  of  are  a  pair  of  MS  62s, 
both  of  which  have  been  encapsulated  by  PCGS.  One  is  in  the 
Farmer  Collection  and  it  was  earlier  sold  as  lot  36  in  the  Eliasberg 
Collection  Sale  (Bowers  and  Ruddy,  10/82),  while  the  other  is  in 
the  Duke's  Creek  Collection.  Surprisingly,  the  presently  offered 
specimen  is  the  only.piece  graded  AU  58  by  PCGS  as  of  8/98;  three 
have  been  graded  higher. 


7617  1858-D  MS  61  PCGS.  While  this  is  not  the  most  valuable  or  high¬ 

est  graded  Dahlonega  gold  dollar  in  the  North  Georgia  Collection  it 
may  be  our  favorite  individual  piece.  It  is  the  epitome  of  a  "crusty," 
completely  original  coin  with  exquisite,  natural,  deep  gold  color, 
undisturbed  frosty  luster,  and  a  lovely  overall  appearance.  The  strike 
is  very  sharp  with  the  exception  of  some  weakness  on  the  hair  below 
the  headband;  some  faint  clashmarks  are  visible  at  the  center  of  the 
reverse.  A  solid  Condition  Census  example. 

The  1858-D  is  the  second  most  obtainable  Type  Three  gold  dol¬ 
lar  from  this  Mint  in  high  grades.  There  are  approximately  a  dozen 
properly  graded  uncirculated  pieces  known,  including  a  superb 
PCGS  MS  65  in  the  Duke's  Creek  Collection  (this  specimen  also 
represents  a  number  of  the  other  high  grade  1858-D  gold  dollars  in 
the  PCGS  and  NGC  population  reports).  In  addition,  there  is  a 
coin  graded  MS  65  by  NGC  that  is  very  choice  but  not  as  nice  as 
the  Duke's  Creek  coin.

There  are  as  many  as  15  pieces  known  to  exist  in  Mi 
State  with  the  majority  of  these  grading  MS  60  to  MS  61  The  tint 
known  is  an  NGC  MS  64  that  was  recently  sold  by  Heritage  Ra 
Coin  Galleries  and  was  earlier  sold  as  lot  1011  in  the  Bowen  at 
Merena  May,  1998  Montgomery  Collection  vile  where  it  reali:' 
$33,000.  Other  choice  examples  include  a  PCGS  MS  65  in  tl 
Farmer  Collection;  the  Superior  1/89,  lot  269  coin,  earlier  sold 
lot  38  in  Stack's  12/78  Bareford  i  Collection  sale;  and  a  PCGS  gradi 
MS  62  coin  in  the  Duke's  Creek  Collection.

The  obverse  is  very  clean  with  no  marks  worthy  of  description;  the 
reverse  has  a  few  small  abrasions  above  DO  in  DOLLARS  and  to 
the  right  of  the  date.

have  seen.  The  obverse  is  very  sharp  with  the  exception  of  some  diagnostic  weakness  on  the  U  in  UNITED;  the  reverse  shows  little  in  the  way  of  border  detai 
(  is  is  common  tor  this  issue)  but  has  a  completely  struck  up  wreath  as  well  as  a  full  date  and  value.  The  surfaces  are  very  frosty  and  have  almost  no  marks  tha 
i  in  be  discerned  by  the  naked  eye.  Both  sides  are  overlaid  with  superb,  original  orange-gold  color  that  clearly  suggests  that  the  coin  has  never  been  cleaned  o 
dipped.  This  is  the  finest  example  of  the  date  we  have  ever  sold  and  it  is  clearly  among  the  finest  known  1861-D  gold  dollars. 

The  stor\  of  rhi-  date  is  well  known  but  it  bears  repeating.  The  Dahlonega  Mint  was  seized  by  the  Confederacy  in  April,  1861.  Shortly  thereafter,  a  sinal 
quantity  of  gold  dollars  were  struck  by  the  rebel  forces.  The  exact  mintage  figure  is  unknown  but  it  has  been  estimated  to  be  in  the  area  of  1000-1500  pieces 
Th  1*61-1)  has  long  been  considered  to  be  the  rarest  Dahlonega  gold  dollar  in  terms  of  its  overall  rarity.

al.  md  earlier  sold  by  Bowers  and  Ruddy  as  lot  49  in  the  Eliasberg  Collection  sale.  The  specimen  we  offer  here  is  not  far  from  any  of  these  three  in  terms  of  it 
rail  ip| •>  arance  Here  is  a  coin  which  seemingly  has  everything  going  for  it:  rarity,  superb  appearance,  historic  importance,  and  widespread  fame  in  tin 
numismatic  community.

More  affordable  than  the  following  pieces 
but  a  very  pleasing  coin  with  much  better  eye  appeal  than  usual  for 
this  popular  issue.

7624  1839-D  AU  58  PCGS.  A  very  good  strike  with  much  better  detail 

on  the  curls  above  the  ear  of  Liberty  than  typically  found.  Nearly  all 
of  the  original  mint  luster  is  present  and  the  surfaces  are  quite  clean 
with  the  exception  of  a  small,  shallow  mark  on  the  obverse  below 
the  throat.  While  the  slightest  amount  of  friction  can  he  discerned 
on  the  high  spots,  this  is  a  conservatively  graded  specimen  with  the 
appearance  of  a  full  Mint  State  coin. 

The  1839-D  quarter  eagle  is  extremely  popular  due  to  its  status 
as  the  first  issue  of  this  denomination  from  Dahlonega  as  well  as 
being  the  only  Dahlonega  quarter  eagle  of  the  popular  Classic  Head 
design.  It  is  somewhat  more  available  in  Mint  State  than  generally 
believed  with  as  many  as  ten  specimens  known.  The  finest  of  these 
is  the  superb  James  Stack  coin  which  was  sold  as  Lot  859  in  Stack’s 
October,  1994  sale.  It  was  purchased  by  Spectrum  Numismatics  at 
the  sale  for  $55,000.

shows  a  strike  that  is  more  typical  for  the  issue.  There  is  some 
noticeable  weakness  at  the  central  portion  of  the  obverse  and 
reverse.  This  gives  the  impression  of  wear  hut,  in  fact,  this  coin  has 
no  real  signs  of  friction.  There  are  some  light  marks  on  the  lustrous 
surfaces  that  are  more  than  compensated  for  by  the  very  attractive 
rich,  natural  orange -gold  color. 

This  coin  employs  a  different  reverse  than  the  specimen  offered 
above.  On  this  piece,  designated  as  variety  1-B,  the  branch  stem  is 
very  bold  and  placed  entirely  to  the  left  of  the  D  in  the  denomina¬ 
tion.  On  the  more  common  1-A  variety,  the  branch  stem  is  weaker 
and  it  is  placed  over  the  upright  of  the  D.

The  surfaces  are  lightl 
marked  and  show  scattered  pockets  of  luster  below  appealm 
orange-gold  and  pale  coppery  splashes.  One  of  the  finest  known  an 
an  extremely  rare  coin  in  this  grade. 

The  1840-D  is  tied  for  the  third  rarest  quarter  eagle  from  th 
Mint  in  terms  of  total  number  known  and  it  is  the  second  rarest  i 
high  grades.  Approximately  50-55  exist  with  no  more  than  a  ha 
dozen  or  so  accurately  graded  AU  pieces  as  well  as  a  single  one  i 
Mint  State.  The  unquestioned  finest  known  is  the  PCGS  MS  60  i 
the  Farmer  Collection  which  is  ex:  Arthur  Montgomery  and  Ban 
ford.  There  is  a  very  choice  AU  in  the  Harry  Bass  Collection  rh.i 
was  last  sold  in  Bowers  and  Ruddy's  October,  1977  Fairfield  Collet 
tion  sale  and  PCGS  recently  graded  the  Bowers  and  Merena  Ma 
1998  coin  (sold  there  as  lot  1015)  AU  58.

the  centers  and  borders.  This  coin  is  notable  for  its  complete  origi¬ 
nality  and  superb,  original  color.  Both  the  obverse  and  reverse 
exhibit  gorgeous,  mellow  orange-gold  hues.  Unfortunately,  most 
19th  century  gold  coins  with  this  sort  of  color  have  been  brightened 
in  recent  years.  Pieces  such  as  this  deserve  to  command  a  very 
healthy  premium.  An  important,  Condition  Census  example  with  a 
great  pedigree. 

The  1 841  -D  quarter  eagle  is  not  as  scarce  as  the  1840-D  or  the 
1842-D  hut  it  is  a  very  difficult  issue  to  locate  in  any  grade  above  XF 
40.  It  becomes  a  true  rarity  in  any  AU  grade  with  no  more  than  8  to 
10  known,  as  well  as  three  in  Mint  State.  The  most  recent  offering 
for  a  stellar  1841-D  was  the  Pittman:  1735  coin  (most  specialists 
graded  this  coin  MS  61)  that  realized  $35,200.  The  specimen 
offered  for  sale  here  is  ranked  as  the  fourth  finest  known  in  the  cur¬ 
rent  Condition"  Census.  It  was  last  sold  as  Lot  867  in  Stack  s  Octo¬ 
ber,  1994  sale  of  the  James  Stack  collection  where  it  realized 
$22,000.

7628  1 842-D  AU  50  PCGS.  Struck  from  an  earlier  state  of  the  dies  than 

the  coin  in  the  following  lot,  with  the  doubling  on  the  18  as  pro¬ 
nounced  as  on  any  example  we  have  seen.  This  piece  is  not  nearly 
as  lustrous  as  the  next  but  it  shows  enough  detail  to  be  considered  a 
pleasing  piece  for  the  grade.  The  surfaces  are  very  clean  and  are  cov¬ 
ered  with  natural,  deep  green-gold  color.  There  is  a  tiny  planchet 
indentation  on  one  of  the  border  beads  below  the  8  in  the  date. 

Two  recently  offered  1842-D  quarter  eagles  offer  interesting 
value  comparisons  to  this  coin.  In  the  Bowers  and  Merena  May, 
1998  sale  a  coin  graded  Extremely  Fine  by  the  cataloger  realized 
$13,200.  In  David  Akers'  May  1998  sale  of  the  Pittman  Collection 
quarter  eagles,  a  coin  later  graded  AU  53  by  NGC  sold  tor  $14,300.

curl  atop  the  ear  of  Liberty  not  showing  definition;  the  rest  of  the 
de  vices  are  sharp.  The  surfaces  are  a  hit  on  the  bright  side  and  show 
scattered  marks  below  light  green-gold  color.  There  is  small  scratch 
on  the  obverse  in  front  of  the  nose. 

This  ottering  of  three  AU  1842-D  quarter  eagles  is  probably 
unparalleled  in  the  annals  of  numismatic  history.  This  was  a  favorite 
date  of  the  collector  who  formed  the  North  Georgia  Collection.  He 
realized  that  it  was  an  undervalued  issue  considering  its  immense 
rarity  in  higher  grades  and  he  was  able  to  purchase  three  exception¬ 
al  coins.

The  last  of  no  fewer  than  three  PCGS  graded  AUs;  this  t 
quite  remarkable  when  one  considers  that  there  are  only  ten  or  so 
believed  to  exist  in  this  grade  range.  This  is  a  very  well  struck  coir 
with  uncommonly  sharp  central  details.  There  is  considerable  lustei 
visible  below  light  orange-gold  color  and  some  splashes  of  rose-gold 
can  be  seen  in  the  obverse  fields.  There  is  a  shallow,  Mint-mado 
depression  on  the  cheek  of  Liberty  which  serves  as  identification 
One  of  the  most  important  Dahlonega  quarter  eagles  in  the  Nortf 
Georgia  Collection  and  an  exceptional  example  of  this  rare  issue. 

The  1842-D  is  the  third  rarest  Dahlonega  quarter  eagle  in  high 
grades.  There  are  ten  or  so  known  in  the  various  AU  grades  anc 
none  are  currently  known  in  Mint  State.  The  presently  offered  spec¬ 
imen  is  the  third  finest  known,  trailing  a  coin  in  the  Farmer  Collec¬ 
tion  that  has  been  graded  AU  50  by  PCGS  but  which  is  graded  AL 
58  by  specialists,  and  the  NGC  AU  58  that  we  sold  as  lot  7531  in 
the  1998  FUN  sale.  The  pedigree  of  this  specimen  is  impressive  as  it 
was  sold  as  lot  870  in  Stack's  October,  1994  James  Stack  Collection, 
realizing  $14,300.  Considering  the  rarity  of  this  coin  and  the  current 
strength  of  the  Dahlonega  gold  market,  it  could  realize  more  today

on  the  holder  hy  PCGS.  A  superb  coin  for  the  grade  with  exquisite 
orange-gold  color  atop  very  lightly  worn  and  lustrous  surfaces.  This  is 
one  of  the  nicest  1 843-D  quarter  eagles  we  have  seen  or  sold. 

While  common  in  lower  grades  and  not  really  that  scarce  in  AU 
50,  the  1843-D  quarter  eagle  becomes  rare  in  the  higher  AU  grades 
and  extremely  rare  in  Mint  State.  There  are  approximately  a  halt 
dozen  known  in  Uncirculated.  The  finest  of  these,  a  choice  I  CGS 
graded  MS  63,  is  in  the  Duke's  Creek  Collection.  The  remaining 
Mint  State  pieces  are  all  in  the  MS  60  to  MS  61  range.  The  present¬ 
ly  offered  specimen  just  barely  misses  qualifying  within  the  Condi¬ 
tion  Census  for  the  date  and  it  is  uncommonly  attractive  for  an  issue 
that  is  inevitably  found  with  numerous  marks  and  unnatural  color.

on  the  holder  by  PCGS.  Extremely  well  struck  with  full  detail  at  the 
centers  and  borders.  Splashes  of  superb,  original  orange-gold  color 
are  deepest  at  the  center  of  the  obverse.  A  lovely  coin. 

This  is  the  second  finest  known  1843-D  quarter  eagle.  1  here  is  a 
PCGS  graded  MS  63  in  the  Duke's  Creek  Collection;  the  North 
Georgia  Collection  coin  was  earlier  sold  as  Lot  875  in  Stack  s  Octo¬ 
ber,  1994  James  Stack  Collection.  At  the  present  time,  there  are 
only  half  a  dozen  or  so  examples  known  in  Mint  State.

7633  1843-D  AU  53  PCGS.  Large  Mintmark  variety.  As  on  all  known 

examples  of  this  variety,  the  curl  above  the  ear  of  Liberty  is  weak. 
The  rest  of  the  details  are  sharp  and  the  neck  feathers  on  the  eagle 
are  complete.  The  surfaces  are  bright  and  lustrous  with  even  yellow- 
gold  color.  Other  than  a  few  stray  hairlines  in  the  fields,  this  is  a 
clean,  appealing  example.  This  rare  variety  has  now  been  recognized 
by  PCGS  and  is  marked  on  the  holder. 

It  is  believed  that  a  total  of  3,537  Large  D  1843-D  quarter  eagles 
were  produced  on  October  7,  1843.  This  is  a  very  rare  and  signifi¬ 
cant  naked-eye  variety  which  was,  at  one  time,  regarded  as  an  essen¬ 
tial  issue  in  the  Dahlonega  quarter  eagle  set.  In  fact,  in  the  1950s 
and  1960s,  examples  of  this  variety  sold  at  auction  for  more  than 
$100;  nearly  triple  what  a  comparable  "common  date"  from  this 
Mint  would  fetch. 


7634  1844-D  MS  60  PCGS.  Almost  identical  to  the  next  coin  in  terms 

of  its  strike;  this  piece  is  weakly  detailed  at  the  centers  but  extreme¬ 
ly  sharp  peripherally.  Both  sides  display  blazing  luster  below  rich 
yellow-gold  colors;  a  splash  of  orange-gold  accentuates  the  central 
portion  of  the  obverse. 

In  our  experience  approximately  75%  of  all  1844-D  quarter 
eagles  show  a  quality  of  strike  similar  to  the  two  in  the  North  Geor¬ 
gia  collection.  Well  struck  coins  command  a  strong  premium  when 
available.

this  piece  shows  noticeable  weakness  of  strike  at  the  centers.  How¬ 
ever,  this  is  such  a  fresh  and  vibrant  coin  that  any  weakness  can  he 
overlooked.  Both  sides  have  beautiful,  original  yellow-gold  color 
that  deepens  to  orange-gold  at  the  edges.  Other  than  some  small 
scuffmarks  in  the  fields,  the  surfaces  are  very  clean.  A  superb,  Con¬ 
dition  Census  example. 

The  1844-D  is  the  second  most  common  Dahlonega  quarter 
eagle  in  high  grades.  It  is  very  rare  in  Mint  State,  however,  with 
approximately  ten  known.  The  finest  is  a  sharply  struck  PCGS  MS 
62  in  the  Farmer  Collection  that  was  earlier  owned  by  Arthur 
Montgomery;  the  Duke's  Creek  Collection  also  contains  a  sharply 
srruck  PCGS  graded  MS  62.  The  North  Georgia  specimen  is  ranked 
as  third  finest  known  in  the  Condition  Census. 


7636  1845-D  AU  55  PCGS.  While  graded  three  points  lower  by  Pi  GS 

than  the  next  specimen,  some  observers  may  view  this  coin  as  being 
as  nice  or  even  nicer.  It  is  as  well  struck  an  example  of  this  date  as 
we  have  seen  with  completely  defined  hair  curls  and  feathers.  The 
surfaces  are  very  lustrous  and  have  the  sort  of  "crisp"  appearance 
found  only  on  original  pieces.  A  splash  of  orange-gold  color  can  be 
seen  at  the  central  obverse  and  a  tiny,  thin  scratch  between  stars 
twelve  and  thirteen  serves  as  identification. 

This  is  an  exceptionally  difficult  issue  to  find  with  original  color 
and  a  sharp  strike.  Other  than  the  PCGS  MS  62  in  the  Duke's 
Creek  Collection,  the  presently  offered  specimen  ranks  as  one  of  the 
most  vibrant  and  appealing  1845-D  quarter  eagles  we  have  had  the 
pleasure  of  viewing.

7637  1845-D  AU  58  PCGS.  A  bit  softly  struck  on  the  obverse  with 

weakness  visible  on  the  curl  above  and  behind  the  ear  of  Liberty; 
the  rest  of  the  coin  is  actually  very  well  struck  with  full  radial  lines 
in  the  stars  and  sharp  neck  feathers  on  the  eagle.  A  substantial 
amount  of  satiny  luster  adheres  to  very  clean,  pale  green-gold  sur¬ 
faces.  An  impressive  Condition  Census  example. 

While  common  enough  in  lower  grades,  the  1845-D  quarter 
eagle  is  extremely  scarce  in  AU  55  or  better  condition.  It  is  current¬ 
ly  unique  in  Mint  State  with  the  only  known  specimen  being  the 
PCGS  graded  MS  62  in  the  Duke's  Creek  Collection.  We  are  aware 
of  approximately  four  or  five  properly  graded  AU58s,  including  this 
coin.  We  regard  this  specimen  as  tied  with  a  few  others  as  the  fourth 
finest  known. 


7638  1846-D  AU  55  PCGS.  Sharply  impressed  with  the  exception  of 

the  curl  directly  above  the  ear  which  is  weak;  the  leg  feathers  of  the 
eagle  are  complete— a  very  uncommon  feature  on  this  date.  The  sur¬ 
faces  are  lustrous  with  light  yellow-gold  color.  There  are  a  few  marks 
in  front  of  the  nose  of  Liberty  but  this  is  an  appealing  coin  for  the 
grade. 

The  1846-D  quarter  eagle  is  similar  to  the  1843-D  in  regard  to 
its  grade-by-grade  distribution.  There  are  approximately  125-135 
known  with  the  majority  of  these  XF  45  and  below.  This  date 
becomes  very  rare  in  the  higher  AU  grades  where  it  is  an  extreme 
rarity  in  Mint  State  with  just  two  or  three  known.  The  finest  of 
these  is  a  superb  PCGS  piece  graded  MS  63  in  the  Farmer  Collec¬ 
tion.  The  coin  offered  here  has  a  long,  jagged  die  crack  on  the 
reverse.  It  is  a  nice  example  of  the  common  7-1  variety  with  addi¬ 
tional  extensive  fine  cracks  through  STATES  OF  and  into  the 
eagle's  right  wing.

cosmetic  standpoint  than  the  AU  55  offered  below,  but  no  doubt 
downgraded  by  PCGS  because  of  a  long,  thin  reverse  scratch  below 
STATES.  Totally  original  with  attractive  coppery-gold  toning  on 
the  obverse  and,  to  a  slightly  lesser  degree,  on  the  reverse.  The  first 
mintmark  punch  is  plainly  visible  with  light  magnification. 

If  one  overlooks  the  aforementioned  reverse  scratch,  this  piece 
could  well  be  the  finest  known  1846-D/D  quarter  eagle.  For  an 
excellent  close-up  photograph  of  this  variety,  see  page  110  of  Dou¬ 
glas  Winter's  book  Gold  Coins  of  the  Dahlonega  Mint,  1838-1861.

surfaces  that  are  accentuated  hy  the  reflectiveness  of  the  fields. 
There  is  a  bit  of  color  in  the  obverse  fields.  This  is  believed  to  be 
one  of  the  finest  known  examples  of  this  important,  rare  variety. 

The  "D  Near  D"  1846-D  quarter  eagle  has  become  relatively 
well  known  and  it  has  been  recognized  as  a  variety  by  PCGS  for  at 
least  two  or  three  years.  This  variety  was  caused  when  the  original 
mintmark  punch  was  entered  too  far  to  the  left.  It  was  then  partially 
effaced  and  reentered  in  its  final  position.  The  remnants  of  the  first 
mintmark  can  be  plainly  seen  with  low  magnification.  It  is  doubtful 
that  more  than  a  few  dozen  examples  of  this  variety  exist  and  most 
are  in  low  grades.  There  are  probably  no  more  than  a  half  dozen  or 
so  known  in  the  various  AU  grades  and  none  are  currently  known 
that  grade  higher  than  AU  55. 


7641  1847-D  AU  55  PCGS.  One  of  the  most  aesthetically  appealing 

Dahlonega  quarter  eagles  of  any  date  that  we  have  seen.  This  is  the 
epitome  of  a  crusty,  original  coin  with  exceptional,  deep  orange- 
gold  colors  seen  on  the  obverse  and  reverse.  Both  sides  show  very 
few  marks  and  there  is  a  good  deal  of  luster  peering  through  the 
color.  While  not  really  a  rare  coin  in  this  grade,  this  specimen  is 
worth  a  very  strong  premium  due  to  its  originality. 

The  1847-D  is  one  of  the  most  common  quarter  eagles  from  the 
Dahlonega  Mint.  The  finest  known  is  an  incredible  PCGS  graded 
MS  64  in  the  Farmer  Collection.  There  are  approximately  ten 
known  in  Mint  State  and  another  four  dozen  or  so  in  the  various 
AU  grades.  We  can  only  hope  that  the  purchaser  of  this  lot  leaves 
this  coin  alone  as  it  would  truly  be  a  shame  to  scrub  it  and  remove 
150+  years  of  Southern  Crust.

7643  1848-D  MS  61  PCGS.  Extremely  well  struck  at  the  centers  with 

an  almost  medallic  quality  noted  on  the  devices;  the  reverse  border 
shows  some  weakness  on  the  denticles.  A  tinge  of  light  rose-gold 
color  can  be  seen  and  this  is  deepest  in  the  protected  areas  of  the 
obverse.  There  are  some  tight  scuff  marks  in  the  fields  but  no  luster 
breaks  on  the  high  spots.  A  nice  type  coin. 

While  generally  regarded  as  one  of  the  more  available  Dahlone¬ 
ga  quarter  eagles  in  high  grades,  the  1848-D  is  a  very  rare  coin  in 
full  Mint  State.  There  are  approximately  eight  or  nine  pieces 
known.  The  finest  of  these  is  a  PCGS  MS  63  in  the  Farmer  Collec¬ 
tion,  while  the  Duke's  Creek  Collection  coin  has  been  graded  MS 
62  by  PCGS.  In  the  Bowers  and  Merena  May  1998  sale,  an  linen- 
capsulated  1848-D  quarter  eagle  which  was  similar  in  quality  to  the 
coin  offered  here  realized  $8,800.

date  runs  of  Dahlonega  quarter  eagles  in  the  history  of  numismatic  auc¬ 
tions.  This  is  a  truly  superb  coin  for  the  date  and  grade.  It  displays  won¬ 
derful,  deep,  original  orange-gold  color  with  splashes  of  vivid  rose-gold 
in  the  obverse  fields.  The  surfaces  are  devoid  of  significant  marks  and 
there  is  a  good  deal  of  luster  visible  below  the  color. 

At  the  time  of  the  publication  of  Gold  Coins  of  the  Dahlonega 
Mint,  1838-1861,  the  1849-D  quarter  eagle  was  unique  in  Mint  State. 
With  the  appearance  of  this  specimen  and  the  Pittman:  1764  coin 
(which  realized  an  incredible  $30,800),  there  now  appear  to  he  three 
known.  The  finest  is  the  Farmer  Collection  coin  (ex:  Arthur  Mont¬ 
gomery  and  Bareford:97)  which  has  been  graded  MS  61  by  PCGS.  The 
present  specimen  is  either  the  second  or  third  finest  known  and  it 
would  he  hard  to  imagine  a  much  more  attractive  example.

the  look  of  possibly  having  been  buried  or  immersed  in  saltwater  at 
one  time.  Both  sides  show  deep  orange-gold  color  and  there  is  excel¬ 
lent  detail.  We  would  recommend  personal  inspection  of  this  coin 
before  formulating  a  hid.

The  1850-D  is  a 
scarce  issue  overall  that  is  seldom  encountered  in  AU  condition.

Medium 
yellow-gold  centers  deepen  to  superb,  natural,  intense  orange-gold 
shades  at  the  borders.  There  are  a  few  unobtrusive  hairlines  but  the 
overall  appearance  is  simply  spectacular. 

There  are  three  unquestionably  Mint  State  185 1-D  quarter  eagles 
known.  The  finest  is  the  superb  coin  in  the  Farmer  Collection  (graded 
MS  63  by  PCGS  hut  actually  much  closer  to  gem  status)  that  was  earli¬ 
er  in  the  Eliasherg  Collection.  There  is  a  PCGS  MS  62  in  the  Duke's 
Creek  Collection.  The  presently  offered  specimen  was  first  offered  to 
collectors  as  lot  1267  in  Mid-American's  May,  1985  sale  of  the  Jasper 
Robertson  Collection.  One  of  the  most  important  Dahlonega  quarter 
eagles  to  he  made  available  in  many  years. 


7650  1852-D  AU  55  PCGS.  This  coin  is  very  close  to— if  not  technical¬ 

ly— Mint  State  in  terms  of  its  sharpness  and  naked  eye  appearance.  It 
is  a  bit  bright  and  some  abrasions  can  he  seen  on  both  sides  hut  it  is 
likely  that  many  viewers  will  find  the  grade  assigned  by  PCGS 
somewhat  conservative.  We  would  suggest  closer  inspection  in  per¬ 
son  before  formulating  an  accurate  bid.

The  luster  is  bright  and 
vibrant  with  a  rich,  satiny  texture.  There  is  a  hint  of  yellow-gold 
color  with  a  small  toning  spot  below  the  eye  of  Liberty.

The  1852-D  is  a  much  scarcer  coin  than  the  1851-D.  There  are 
approximately  60-65  pieces  with  perhaps  as  many  as  16  to  18  of 
those  grading  AU.

The  surfaces  are  slightly  prooflike  and  show  attractive,  natural 
orange-gold  and  greenish  colors.  Decidedly  above  average  for  both 
the  date  and  the  grade. 

There  are  approximately  55-60  1853-D  quarter  eagles  known,  mak¬ 
ing  this  the  fifth  rarest  Dahlonega  quarter  eagle  out  of  20  issues  pro¬ 
duced.  In  high  grades,  this  is  the  eighth  rarest  issue.  There  are  around 
15  pieces  known  in  AU  and  another  three  or  four  in  Mint  State.

the  eagle  and  the  shield.  A  good  deal  of  luster  can  he  seen  helow  natural  orange-gold  color.  The  surfaces  are  clean  with  no  serious  marks.  A  superb  example  ol 
this  rarity. 

Only  1,123  1855-D  quarter  eagles  were  struck.  An  estimated  three  dozen  or  so  are  known  with  approximately  8  to  10  pieces  in  AU.  There  is  a  coin  in  the 
Smithsonian  (probably  earlier  from  Stack’s  December,  1944  Bell  sale)  that  is  said  to  be  fully  Mint  State;  the  Farmer  and  Duke's  Creek  Collections  both  con¬ 
tain  examples  graded  AU  58  by  PCGS.

657  1856-D  MS  60  PCGS.  This  date  is  known  for  exhibiting  the  worst  quality  strike  of  any  quarter  eagle  struck  at  the  Dahlonega  Mint.  1  his  example  is  actually  a 

hit  hetter  detailed  than  usual  with  some  of  the  hair  strands  showing  definition  as  well  as  many  of  the  wing  feathers  being  completely  rendered.  The  surfaces  arc 
very  clean  and  lustrous.  While  no  1856-D  quarter  eagle  can  be  said  to  have  really  good  eye  appeal,  this  is  a  very  handsome  coin  and  an  extremely  important 

one  as  well.  r  .  ,  .  . 

With  an  original  mintage  figure  of  just  874  coins,  the  1856-D  quarter  eagle  has  the  lowest  production  of  any  issue  from  this  Mint.  I  here  are  around  three 
dozen  examples  known  and  this  piece  is  tied  with  the  1855-D  quarter  eagle  as  the  rarest  Dahlonega  issue  of  any  denomination.  It  is  a  rarer  coin  than  the  1 855- 
D  in  high  grades,  however,  with  just  6  to  8  pieces  known  in  AU.  At  the  present  time,  this  is  the  only  1856-D  quarter  eagle  to  have  been  accorded  a  Mini  State 
grade  by  either  service  (it  was  earlier  graded  similarly  by  NGC).  The  lovely  Pittman:  1798  coin,  later  graded  AU  55  by  NUC,  realized  $28,600  in  May,  1998.

7658  1857-D  AU  58  PCGS.  It  has  always  amazed  us  that  after  produc¬ 

ing  the  1856-D  quarter  eagle  (arguably  the  worst  struck  gold  coin  of 
the  mid- 19th  century),  the  Dahlonega  Mint  could  have  produced 
any  issue  that  comes  as  well  made  as  the  1857-D  quarter  eagle.  This 
specimen  is  extremely  sharp  with  complete  detail  noted  at  the  cen¬ 
ters  and  borders.  The  surfaces  are  slightly  prooflike  and  this  reflec¬ 
tiveness  is  enhanced  by  subtle,  natural  orange-gold  shadings. 

The  overall  rarity  of  the  1857-D  quarter  eagle  is  what  one  might 
expect  from  an  issue  with  an  original  mintage  of  just  2,364  pieces. 
High  grade  pieces  are  more  available  than  generally  assumed  with  as 
many  as  four  dozen  known  in  AU  plus  another  8  to  10  in  Mint 
State.

usual  with  just  a  bit  of  overall  weakness  at  the  centers;  the  reverse 
border  is  weak  from  10  o'clock  to  2  o'clock.  The  surfaces  show  a  few 
scattered  marks  and  are  very  lustrous.  There  is  some  orange-gold 
color  on  the  obverse  and  a  hint  of  rose  on  the  reverse.  Despite  the 
presence  of  three  choice  pieces  in  this  sale,  the  1859-D  quarter  eagle 
is  still  a  rare  coin  in  higher  grades.

Bright 
and  very  frosty  with  a  slightly  prooflike  appearance  when  tilted 
toward  a  light;  the  surfaces  are  extremely  clean  with  just  a  few  faint 
hairlines  seen  on  the  obverse.

'harp  centers  with  many  of  the  hair  strands  showing  individual  definition.  The  color  is  a  superb,  natural  orange-gold  and  coppery  shade  and  there  is  consider¬ 
able  mint  luster  remaining.  This  is  probably  the  single  most  appealing  AU  1854-D  three  dollar  gold  piece  we  have  ever  seen  and  it  certainly  rates  as  one  of  the 
two  or  three  finest  known. 

The  finest  known  1854-D  is  in  a  private  collection  and  was  purchased  out  of  the  January,  1996  Superior  sale.  It  was  earlier  owned  hy  George  Elliot  and  first  sur- 
t  it  ed  in  the  superb  collection  of  three  dollar  gold  pieces  sold  hy  RARCOA  in  their  session  of  Auction  '81.  The  finest  AU  coins  we  have  seen  are  the  PCGS  AU  55  in 
the  Farmer  Collection  (it  was  earlier  owned  hy  Arthur  Montgomery  and  was  previously  lot  1093  in  Stack's  February,  1978  Goshen  Collection);  and  the  specimen  we 
proudly  offer  for  sale  here.

The  relative  availability  of  this  issue  in  higher  grade  is  tempered 
by  the  fact  that  most  1838-D  half  eagles  have  been  scrubbed  at  one 
time.  Original  pieces  are  actually  quite  rare  and  in  great  demand 
among  collectors.

This  eye-catching  variety  is  the  result  of  the  original  mintmark 
having  been  punched  too  high.  It  is  clear  to  the  naked  eye  and  has 
long  been  accepted  as  a  readily  collectihle  variety  within  the  series.

One  is  in  the  Farmer  Collection 
and  it  was  earlier  owned  by  Arthur  Montgomery;  the  other  is  in  a 
Michigan  collection  and  it  was  lot  441  in  the  Eliasberg  Collection 
sale.  After  this  trio  of  nice  PCGS  graded  MS  62  coins,  the  quality  of 
the  other  1846-D/D  halt  eagles  in  Mint  State  drops  appreciably.

The 
surfaces  are  somewhat  choppy  but  are  covered  with  very  appealing, 
deep,  natural  green-gold  color.  Much  scarcer  in  this  grade  than  gen¬ 
erally  believed. 

Some  95-105  1848-D  half  eagles  are  known  with  approximately 
20  grading  AU  and  another  4  or  5  Mint  State.  Most  of  the  higher 
grade  coins  lack  eye  appeal  due  to  excessive  clashmarks,  die  lapping, 
and  detracting  abrasions.

Bright  and  noticeably  abraded  with 
some  orange-gold  toning  on  both  sides.  A  very  rare  variety  in  any 
grade. 

This  variety  has  been  known  for  quite  some  time  but  it  has  only 
recently  been  recognized  by  PCGS.  While  not  as  easily  visible  as 
the  1846-D/D,  it  is  much  rarer.  Our  best  estimate  is  that  two  dozen 
or  so  exist  with  most  of  these  grading  Extremely  Fine  to  About 
Uncirculated  (on  lower  grade  specimens,  the  underpunched  mint- 
mark  is  too  hard  to  see).  We  have  seen  one  coin  graded  AU  58  by 
PCGS  and  two  in  AU  55.

Very  softly  struck  on  the  hair  around  the 
face  of  Liberty  and  the  corresponding  areas  on  the  reverse;  this  qual¬ 
ity  of  strike  is  seen,  more  often  than  not,  on  185 1-D  half  eagles. 
Bright  and  lustrous  with  a  few  stray  marks  hut  an  absence  of  any  but 
the  most  trivial  rub  on  the  high  spots. 

The  185 1-D  is  one  of  the  scarcer  Dahlonega  half  eagles  in  terms 
of  its  overall  rarity  (it  is  tied  with  the  1846-D  Normal  Mintmark, 
the  1858-D,  and  the  1859-D  as  the  fifth  rarest  issue)  but  it  is  more 
available  in  higher  grades  than  one  might  imagine.  There  are 
around  two  dozen  known  in  AU  but  most  of  these  are  lower-end 
and  the  185 1-D  becomes  legitimately  rare  in  AU  55  or  above.

(variety  20-0)  and  with  the  same  overall  quality  of  strike.  This 
coin,  however,  represents  the  apex  of  quality  for  an  185 1-D  half 
eagle.  It  has  superb,  rich,  natural  orange-gold  color  that  is  deeper  on 
the  obverse  than  on  the  reverse;  the  surfaces  are  very  clean  with  a 
totally  "fresh"  appearance. 

This  is  the  second  finest  known  185 1-D  halt  eagle.  The  finest  is 
in  the  Duke's  Creek  Collection  and  it  was  earlier  lot  483  in  Stack's 
May,  1995  sale  of  the  Ed  Milas  Collection  and  before  that  lot  833  in 
the  first  part  of  the  Norweb  Collection  sales  conducted  by  Bowers 
and  Merena;  it  is  currently  in  a  PCGS  MS  63  holder  and  was  earlier 
graded  MS  64  by  NGC.  The  Farmer  Collection  coin  has  been  grad¬ 
ed  MS  61  by  PCGS;  and  the  Lilly  Collection  coin  in  the  Smithson¬ 
ian  Institution  has  reliably  been  reported  as  being  MS  60+.

w'e  have  seen  w'ith  very  sharp  hair  detail  and  just  the  slightest 
amount  of  weakness  on  the  arrow  feathers.

7720  1861-D  MS  60  PCGS.  As  on  all  known  1861-D  half  eagles,  this  piece  has  some  weakness  on  the  top  of  Liberty's  head  and  the  corresponding  area  on  the 

reverse.  It  appears  that  this  was  from  being  struck  from  slightly  misaligned  dies  with  a  slightly  irregular  strike  the  result.  The  surfaces  are  clean  with  rich,  natur¬ 
al  orange-gold  shades.  Some  natural  haziness  can  be  seen  on  both  sides.  One  of  the  finest  known  examples  of  one  of  the  most  desirable  issues  ever  produced  at 
a  United  States  branch  Mint. 

Between  January  and  April,  1,597  1861-D  half  eagles  were  struck  by  the  Union.  After  the  Dahlonega  Mint  was  seized  by  the  Confederacy  on  April  8. 
1861 ,  a  small  quantity  (estimated  between  1,000  and  2,000  pieces)  were  struck  by  rebel  forces.  Unfortunately,  there  is  no  exact  way  to  determine  which  coins 
were  struck  by  which  minters.  The  1861-D  is  the  rarest  Dahlonega  half  eagle  in  regards  to  overall  rarity  with  an  estimated  population  of  60  to  70  coins.  Sur¬ 
prisingly,  there  are  as  many  as  7  or  8  known  in  Mint  State;  probably  because  a  small  number  were  saved  as  souvenirs.  We  are  aware  of  the  following  1861-T 
half  eagles  that  grade  MS  60  or  better:  Duke’s  Creek  Collection,  graded  MS  63  by  PCGS;  Leon  Farmer  Collection,  ex:  George  Elliot,  Arthur  Montgomery, 
Elia.sherg:  502,  graded  MS  62  by  PCGS;  private  collection,  ex:  Norweh  I:  868,  MS  62;  New  York  Collection,  obtained  at  the  1998  ANA  Convention,  graded 
MS  61  hv  P(  X IS;  private  collection,  ex:  Stack's  5/95:  524,  Ed  Milas,  graded  MS  61  by  NGC;  the  North  Georgia  Collection  specimen,  graded  MS  60  by  IX  GS 
and  offered  here;  a  coin  graded  MS  60  hy  PCGS  that  has  not  been  seen  in  a  number  of  years.  According  to  David  Akers,  the  Ullmer  Collection  coin  (possibly 
one  of  the  above.7)  is  also  Mint  State.  (See  Color  Photo)

7721  1849-C  Closed  Wreath  MS  63  PCGS.  Very  sharply  struck  and 

frosty  with  a  slightly  prooflike  reverse.  Both  sides  show  superb  yel¬ 
low-gold  color  that  deepens  to  orange-gold  at  the  borders.  The  sur¬ 
faces  have  a  few  small,  unobtrusive  marks  but  this  is  a  remarkably 
fresh  coin  that  clearly  has  never  been  dipped. 

There  are  8  to  10  Mint  State  1849-C  Closed  Wreath  gold  dol¬ 
lars  known.  The  finest  is  the  ex:  Globus  Collection  coin  (earlier  in 
the  Atwater  Collection)  that  is  probably  in  the  Harry  Bass  Collec¬ 
tion.  The  North  Georgia  Collection  coin  is  the  second  finest 
known;  it\vas  earlier  sold  as  lot  752  in  Stack's  October,  1994  James 
Stack  Collection  where  it  realized  $18,700.  We  sold  the  only  other 
example  ever  graded  MS  63  by  PCGS  as  lot  8097  in  the  1996  ANA 
sale,  where  it  brought  $14,300.

7722  1849-C  Open  Wreath  AU  58  PCGS.  One  of  just  four  known  and  the  undisputed  "King  of  Southern  Gold  Coins."  As  on  the  other  relatively  high  grade 

1849-C  Open  Wreath  gold  dollar,  this  piece  has  a  distinctive  quality  of  strike.  The  obverse  is  slightly  concave,  giving  the  portrait  an  almost  three-dimensiona 
appearance.  At  the  same  time,  there  is  some  weakness  on  the  denticles  and  the  star  at  9  o'clock  shows  pronounced  weakness.  The  reverse  is  not  as  sharp  as  the 
obverse  but  the  leaves  and  lettering  are  bold;  the  4  and  the  bottom  of  the  8  are  a  bit  weak  while  the  mintmark  is  very  sharp.  There  are  some  obvious  diagnostic 
features  that  are  seen  on  all  genuine  examples.  The  star  opposite  the  tip  of  Liberty's  nose,  in  addition  to  being  weak,  has  a  short  right  point.  The  leaf  below  rhe 
1  in  the  date  is  hollow  while  the  tip  of  the  leaf  below  the  9  is  partly  detached.  The  ribbons  are  incomplete  due  to  die  lapping  and  there  is  a  tiny  die  file  marl 
above  R1  in  AMERICA.  In  terms  of  its  overall  appearance,  this  is  a  pleasing  coin.  It  has  light  green-gold  color  and  original  surfaces  with  no  real  wear  visible 
on  either  side.  As  stated  above,  this  is  the  most  important  Southern  gold  coin  in  existence  and  we  are  confident  it  will  bring  a  record  price  for  a  coin  struck  a 
Charlotte  and,  quite  possibly,  for  any  regular  issue  United  States  gold  coin  offered  at  public  auction. 

The  history  of  the  1849-C  Open  Wreath  gold  dollar  is  shrouded  in  mystery.  It  is  not  known  exactly  why  this  variety  was  struck,  or  how  many  pieces  were 
pn  iduced.  It  went  undiscovered  until  the  late  1920s  or  early  1930s  and  today  there  are  only  four  known*  In  our  opinion,  this  is  unquestionably  a  regular  issue 
coin  and  not  a  pattern  or  some  sort  of  clandestine  striking.  In  1849,  the  gold  dollar  denomination  was  introduced  and  the  mint(s)  experimented  with  boil 
Open  Wreath  and  Closed  Wreath  reverses.  An  Open  Wreath  reverse  die  was  undoubtedly  shipped  to  Charlotte,  along  with  the  regular  Closed  Wreath  reverst 
du-s  It  may  have  been  used  accidentally  or  in  an  extremely  limited  production  run.  The  fact  that  only  four  exist  prove  that  the  original  mintage  was  extreme!' 
limited;  the  fact  that  two  of  the  four  survivors  are  well  worn  show  that  this  issue  did  circulate. 

It  is  very  difficult  to  ascribe  a  level  of  value  to  this  coin.  The  natural  inclination  for  anyone  selling  it  is  to  compare  it  to  one  of  the  "glamour"  issues  o 
A  merit  an  numismatics;  such  as  rhe  1913  Liberty  Nickel  or  the  1804  Dollar.  We  feel  that  this  is  the  wrong  way  to  look  at  the  1 849-C  Open  Wreath  gold  Jolla 
i'  it  (  ompares  apples  to  oranges."  The  191 3  nickel  and  the  1804  dollar  are  far  more  famous  than  the  1849-C  gold  dollar  and  have  a  level  of  fame  outside  o 
the  numismatic  community  that  this  issue  does  not  currently  have.  Numismatically,  it  should  be  remembered  that  the  1913  nickel  and  the  1804  dollar  hav< 
very  controversial  backgrounds.  The  1849-C  Open  Wreath  gold  dollar  is  a  regular  issue  coin  with  no  controversy  attached.  Therefore,  we  feel  that  a  bette 
I  i-is  ot  ci  mparison  would  be  an  issue  such  as  the  1854-S  half  eagle.  Comparing  the  two,  we  find  that  the  1854-S  has  a  current  population  of  three  pieces  will 
ne  .  t  rfn  i  impounded  in  rhe  Smithsonian  and  another  unlocated  for  the  better  part  of  two  decades;  rhe  1849-C  Open  Wreath  gold  dollar  has  a  populatioi 
it  t.  i  ir  The  1854-S  half  eagle  is  part  of  a  series  that  is  not  hugely  popular;  San  Francisco  gold  coinage  has  some  devotees  bur  it  can  not  begin  to  compare  w  id 
rhe  level  ot  enthua  i  m  generated  by  Charlotte  coinage.  The  last  1854-S  half  eagle  to  be  sold  at  auction  was  the  Eliasberg:  471  specimen  that  realized  $187  AX 
in  1982.  A  dei  i,|e  anil  a  half  later,  this  figure  seems  very  cheap  and  it  is  probable  that  it  would  bring  many  multiples  of  this  price  it  offered  today.  Going  hac  k 
!  ir  further  in  time,  the  1822  half  eagle  has  a  population  of  three  coins  with  two  of  these  impounded  in  the  Smithsonian;  the  last  public  record  ot  sale  tor  t hi 
>ii  i  i  the  Eli  isberg  378  mm  that  brought  $687,500  in  1982.  This  is  an  undeniably  rare  coin  (See  Color  Photo)

covers  the  surfaces.  The  underlying  luster  is  a  hit  obscured  hy  the 
depth  of  the  coloration  but  it  is  most  definitely  present.  The  mint- 
mark  is  lightly  impressed. 

The  1850-C  is  one  of  the  scarcer  Charlotte  gold  dollars.  It  is  the 
third  rarest  of  nine  issues  in  terms  of  its  overall  rarity  and  fourth 
rarest  in  high  grades. 


7724  1850-C  MS  61  PCGS.  Very  boldly  struck  for  the  issue  with  full 

hair  and  wreath  detail,  a  sharp  date,  and  a  strong  mintmark.  The 
obverse  is  slightly  prooflike  while  the  reverse  is  more  frosty;  both 
sides  are  covered  with  orange-gold  color  that  is  deepest  at  the  cen¬ 
tral  obverse  and  at  1TE  in  UNITED.  Some  minor  Mint-made 
planchet  roughness  can  he  found  below  the  truncation. 

Some  90-100  1850-C  gold  dollars  are  known  with  perhaps  a  half 
dozen  accurately  graded  Mint  State  pieces  currently  accounted  for. 
The  presently  offered  coin  is  tied  with  another  as  the  fourth  finest 
known.

Both  the  obverse  and  reverse  are  a  medium  yellow-gold 
with  deeper  orange-gold  shadings  around  the  periphery.  The  sur¬ 
faces  are  very  clean  and  like  the  piece  above,  also  show  just  a  bit  of 
Mint-made  planchet  roughness  below  the  truncation. 

This  is  the  finest  known  1850-C  gold  dollar.  It  was  last  sold  as 
lot  756  in  Stack's  October,  1994  James  Stack  Sale  where  it  realized 
$8,800.  The  closest  rival  to  this  coin  is  the  ex:  Elrod  Collection 
specimen  that  we  sold  as  lot  7391  in  our  September,  1997  auction. 
It  realized  $10,350  and  is  now  in  a  PCGS  MS  62  holder;  when  we 
sold  it,  it  was  graded  the  same  but  was  in  an  NGC  slab.

The  185 1-C  is  easily  the  most  common  gold  dollar  from  this 
Mint.  Between  400  and  500  pieces  exist  (and  possibly  more)  with  as 
many  as  six  dozen  different  Mint  State  specimens  known.  While 
undeniably  scarce  in  MS  63  and  above,  there  are  some  superb  1851- 
C  gold  dollars  known  including  at  least  half  dozen  unabashed  gems. 
Its  relative  availability  in  high  grades,  and  its  excellent  level  of 
manufacture  make  it  a  very  popular  coin  with  type  collectors.

Clean  and  frosty  with  superb  orange-gold  toning  on  both 
sides;  the  reverse  lacks  the  Mint-made  defect  at  LLA  in  DOLLAR  that 
is  seen  on  the  majority  of  1852-C  gold  dollars. 

The  1852-C  is  the  second  most  common  Charlotte  gold  dollar. 
There  are  145  to  155  known  with  15  to  17  of  these  grading  Mint 
State.  We  are  aware  of  two  superb  coins.  The  best  of  these  is  an  NGC 
MS  66  in  a  Michigan  collection  that  was  acquired  from  Spectrum 
Numismatics  in  October,  1997.  The  second  is  a  PCGS  MS  65  in  a  pri¬ 
vate  collection  that  is  ex:  Superior  1/31/89:  249,  Dr.  Philip  Weinstein 
and  earlier  lot  1 328  in  Paramount's  session  of  Auction  '81.

Very  lustrous  with  attractive  light 
yellow-gold  and  rose  color;  the  surfaces  are  choice  with  the  excep¬ 
tion  of  a  fine  hairline  scratch  that  runs  from  the  throat  to  the  T  in 
UNITED.  The  reverse  is  as  nice  as  we  can  recall  having  seen  on  an 
1855-C  gold  dollar. 

This  is  the  rarest  collectible  gold  dollar  from  the  Charlotte  Mint 
in  higher  grades.  A  dozen  or  so  accurately  graded  AUs  are  known  as 
well  as  between  one  and  four  Mint  State  coins;  the  appearance  and 
poor  manufacture  of  this  date  make  it  extremely  difficult  for  even 
experts  to  grade.  The  Lilly  Collection  in  the  Smithsonian  Institu¬ 
tion  contains  an  example  reported  to  be  MS-60+  and  this  is  the 
finest  known.  There  is  an  NGC  MS  61  in  a  private  collection  that 
was  earlier  sold  as  lot  884  in  Stack's  October,  1993  Reed  Hawn  Col¬ 
lection  and  a  PCGS  graded  MS  61,  earlier  sold  as  lot  1  Hi  in  David 
Akers'  session  of  Auction  '89  and  before  this  as  lot  1849  in  Mid- 
American's  May,  1 988  sale.  The  North  Georgia  Collection  coin  is 
listed  as  fourth  finest  known  in  the  current  Condition  Census  but  it 
really  could  just  as  easily  be  called  the  second  or  third  best.  At  any 
rate,  this  is  certainly  the  finest  1855-C  gold  dollar  that  has  been 
made  available  to  collectors  in  many  years  and  it  is  a  highlight  of 
what  is  clearly  the  finest  collection  of  Charlotte  gold  dollars  ever 
sold  at  public  auction.

The  surfaces  are  very  lustrous  with  a  semi-prooflike 
obverse  and  a  frosty  reverse;  both  sides  exhibit  much  less  roughness 
than  usually  seen  on  Type  Three  gold  dollars  from  this  Mint.  This  is 
the  finest  known  1859-C  gold  dollar. 

While  PCGS  has  graded  an  MS  62  1859-C  gold  dollar,  we  feel 
that  the  North  Georgia  coin  is  easily  the  finest  known.  A  few  aver¬ 
age  quality  uncirculated  pieces  have  been  encapsulated  but  none  of 
these  are  remotely  comparable  to  the  present  specimen.

7741  1838-C  MS  63  PCGS.  This  is  the  second  finest  example  of  a  Charlotte  quarter  eagle  we  have  ever  seen—regardless  of  date--trailing  only  the  incomparable 

Elrod  Collection  1842-C  (later  graded  MS  65  by  NGC).  The  present  example  is  as  sharply  struck  as  one  could  possibly  imagine  any  Classic  Head  quarter  eagle 
with  every  detail  on  the  obverse  and  reverse  completely  defined.  The  obverse  is  slightly  prooflike  with  superb,  deep  yellow-gold  and  rose  toning;  the  reverse 
tends  a  bit  more  toward  frostiness  and  has  lighter  rose  and  yellow-gold  hues.  While  there  are  a  few  light  marks  in  the  fields  and  a  tiny  (removable?)  spot  on  the 
left  edge  of  the  shield,  this  is  a  truly  spectacular  coin  that  must  be  regarded  as  one  of  the  highlights  of  the  North  Georgia  Collection. 

This  is  the  finest  known  1838-C  quarter  eagle.  It  was  last  sold  as  lot  566  in  Stack's  June,  1994  auction  and  it  was  earlier  lot  1 130  in  Abe  KosofPs  Thomas 
Melish  sale  of  April,  1956.  It  realized  $33,000  in  the  aforementioned  Stack's  1994  sale  and  should  bring  considerably  more  today.  In  addition,  this  is  the  plate 
coin  in  Doug  Winter's  revised  edition  of  Gold  Coins  of  the  Charlotte  Mint,  1838-1861 .  (See  Color  Photo)

obverse;  just  a  touch  of  weakness  can  be  seen  on  the  wings  of  the 
eagle.  Very  lustrous  with  attractive,  natural,  deep  coppery-orange 
toning  that  is  most  pronounced  on  the  obverse  periphery  and  at  the 
value  on  the  reverse.  There  is  a  small  scrape  in  the  right  obverse 
field  and  another  on  the  cheek  of  Liberty. 

There  are  85  to  95  1840-C  quarter  eagles  known,  making  this 
the  12th  rarest  of  20  quarter  eagles  from  this  Mint.  High  grade  spec¬ 
imens  are  more  available  than  one  might  think,  probably  because 
some  were  saved  as  first-year  souvenirs.

details  quite  sharp  except  the  stars  which  have  some  weakness  on 
the  radial  lines.  The  color  is  the  light  to  medium  green-gold  that  is 
typically  found  on  early  quarter  eagles  from  this  Mint.  There  is  not 
much  luster  visible  but  the  surfaces  are  clean  and  show  minimal 
wear.  A  rarity  in  this  grade. 

This  is  the  third  rarest  Charlotte  quarter  eagle  in  higher  grades. 
Only  70  to  80  pieces  are  known  with  approximately  8  to  10  in  AU 
and  2  to  4  in  Mint  State.  The  finest  example  that  we  have  viewed  is 
the  Pittman:  1734  coin,  later  graded  MS  62  by  NGC.  There  is  sup¬ 
posedly  a  very  choice  uncirculated  piece  is  the  Byron  Reed  Collec¬ 
tion,  housed  in  the  Omaha  City  Library  and  David  Akers  reports

weak  issue  with  fully  defined  stars,  sharp  hair  strands,  and  hold  leg 
feathers.  Somewhat  bright  hut  quite  lustrous  with  choice  surfaces 
and  light,  even  wear.  Really  a  rare  coin  in  this  grade. 

The  1842-C  is  the  rarest  Charlotte  quarter  eagle  in  high  grades 
and  the  third  rarest  overall.  There  are  an  estimated  55  to  65  pieces 
known  with  approximately  6  to  8  in  AU  and  another  3  or  4  in  Mint 
State.  Ironically,  the  single  finest  known  Charlotte  quarter  eagle 
known  is  dated  1842-C;  the  ex:  Elrod  coin  has  been  graded  MS  65 
and  we  have  never  seen  another  quarter  eagle  from  this  Mint  that 
came  close  to  this  coin  in  terms  of  its  overall  quality  and  eye  appeal.

Both  sides  are  lustrous  and  bright  with  lightly  scuffed  fields  An 
underrated  issue  in  higher  grades. 

While  far  more  available  than  the  Small  Date  variety  of  this 
year,  the  1843-C  Large  Date  is  actually  nearly  as  rare  in  higher 
grades.  There  are  14  to  17  1843-C  Large  Date  quarter  eagles  known 
in  AU  and  another  6  or  7  in  Mint  State.  The  superb  specimen  last 
sold  as  lot  1197  in  the  Stack's  9/97  auction  (and  later  graded  MS  65 
by  PCGS)  is  clearly  the  finest  known.  There  are  two  other  extreme¬ 
ly  choice  pieces  known;  one  is  in  a  Michigan  collection  and  was 
earlier  in  the  Elrod  and  Fairfield  Collections;  the  other  is  in  a  pri¬ 
vate  collection  and  appeared  in  a  pair  of  Superior  auctions,  ca. 
1990-1991.

7752  1843-C  Small  Date  AU  58  PCGS.  Struck  from  a  cracked  and 

swollen  obverse  die,  as  always,  with  a  bulge  visible  at  the  tip  of  the 
neck.  This  usually  affects  the  quality  of  strike  on  the  reverse  but  on 
this  coin,  the  reverse  detail  is  as  sharp  as  on  any  piece  we  can  recall. 
The  surfaces  have  a  slightly  reflective  texture  with  superb,  deep, 
original  orange-gold  and  greenish  color.  This  is  among  the  finest 
known  examples  of  this  rare  variety. 

Only  2,988  1843-C  Small  Date  quarter  eagles  were  struck.  This 
is  the  rarest  Charlotte  quarter  eagle  with  just  50  to  60  coins  known. 
Higher  grade  specimens  are  more  available  than  generally  reported 
with  as  many  as  a  dozen  AUs  known  in  addition  to  3  or  4  in  Mint 
State.  The  present  example  is  clearly  in  the  Condition  Census  and 
it  is  notable  as  one  of  the  few  1843-C  quarter  eagles  in  any  grade 
that  has  not  been  scrubbed.  This  coin  has  an  excellent  pedigree.  It 
was  last  sold  as  lot  1611  in  Mid-American's  1992  GNA  sale  and  was 
earlier  lot  125  in  the  Eliasberg  Collection  Sale  (Bowers  and  Ruddy, 
10/82). 


7753  1844-C  AU  53  PCGS.  The  strike  on  this  example  is  far  above 

average;  compare  the  detail  seen  to  that  on  the  coin  offered  imme¬ 
diately  after  this.  Very  attractive,  deep,  original  green-gold  color  is 
accented  by  splashes  of  coppery-orange  in  the  obverse  fields.  The 
surfaces  are  clean  and  have  a  fresh  appearance.  An  extremely  choice 
coin  for  the  grade  and  one  of  the  nicer  1844-C  quarter  eagles  we 
can  recall  having  seen. 

While  only  the  eighth  rarest  Charlotte  quarter  eagle  in  terms  of 
overall  rarity,  the  1844-C  is  the  fourth  rarest  in  high  grades.  Of  the 
80-90  coins  known,  only  10  or  so  grade  AU.  There  are  two  Mint 
State  pieces  currently  known:  the  Paul  Dingier  Collection  coin, 
graded  MS  62  by  PCGS,  earlier  from  the  Eliasberg  Collection  sale 
(lot  131);  and  the  Harry  Bass  Collection  coin,  said  to  grade  MS 
60+,  earlier  sold  as  lot  897  in  Steve  Ivy  Numismatic  Auctions'  7/78 
sale  and  before  that  as  lot  1497  sale  of  the  Fairfield  Collection 
(October,  1977).

sharper  than  many;  this  piece  has  good  detail  on  the  obverse  and 
noticeable  weakness  at  the  reverse  center.  Both  sides  are  frosty  and 
slightly  reflective  with  bright  yellow-gold  and  greenish  color.  The 
fields  are  lightly  marked  and  there  is  only  a  minimal  amount  of  rub¬ 
bing  on  the  high  spots. 

In  the  revised  Condition  Census  for  this  date,  included  in  Doug 
Winter's  new  hook  Gold  Coins  of  the  Charbtte  Mint,  1838-1861 ,  this 
exact  coin  is  listed  as  the  third  finest  known  1844-C  quarter  eagle. 
There  are  only  two  finer  specimens,  both  of  which  grade  Mint 
State,  are  off  the  market  indefinitely  and  the  North  Georgia  Collec¬ 
tion  example  represents  the  finest  quality  piece  that  should  he  avail¬ 
able  to  collectors  for  quite  some  time. 


7755  1846-C  AU  53  PCGS.  Well  detailed  on  the  obverse  with  the 

exception  of  the  curl  above  the  ear  of  Liberty  which  has  some  weak¬ 
ness;  the  reverse  shows  a  more  typical  strike  for  the  issue  with  flat¬ 
ness  noted  at  the  center.  Lustrous  and  clean  for  the  grade  with  pale 
orange-gold  color.  As  on  all  known  examples,  there  is  some  Mint- 
made  roughness  at  the  date  and  scattered  areas  of  die  rust  on  both 
sides. 

The  1846-C  is  the  second  rarest  Charlotte  quarter  eagle  in  high 
grades.  Out  of  the  total  population  of  65  to  75  pieces,  there  are  only 
6  to  8  that  grade  AU  plus  another  4  or  5  in  Mint  State.  The  rarity 
of  this  date  is  easily  explained.  First,  only  4,808  pieces  were  pro¬ 
duced.  Second,  the  Charlotte  Mint  was  closed  during  1845  after  a 
fire.  This  meant  that  the  quarter  eagles  and  half  eagles  produced  this 
year  were  much  needed  in  local  commerce.  As  a  result,  these  coins 
appear  to  have  been  heavily  used  and,  when  seen  today,  they  are 
generally  found  well  worn.

7756  1846-C  MS  62  PCGS.  Extremely  well  struck  with  full  detail  on  the  obverse  and  reverse.  Both  sides  have  a  grainy  type  of  luster  that  is  slightly  reflective  when 

the  coin  is  tilted  toward  a  light  source.  A  light  orange-gold  coloration  covers  the  surfaces  and  there  are  no  noticeable  abrasions.  A  very  important  coin  and 
certainly  one  of  the  highlights  of  the  North  Georgia  Collection's  date  run  of  Charlotte  quarter  eagles. 

There  are  4  or  5  Mint  State  1846-C  quarter  eagles  known.  The  finest  is  an  NGC  MS  63  in  a  Nevada  Collection  that  is  ex:  Elrod,  Eliasherg:  1 57,  John 
Clapp,  and  David  Wilson  (Samuel  Chapman,  March  1907):  200.  The  Paul  Dingier  Collection  contains  a  PCGS  MS  63;  and  a  coin  graded  MS  63  or  there¬ 
abouts  is  in  a  private  collection  and  was  last  lot  992  in  Steve  Ivy's  July  1979  Henry  Herrman  Collection  Sale.  The  coin  presently  offered  for  sale  is  the  fourth 
finest  known  and  it  was  earlier  lot  1  385  in  Stack's  December  1994  sale  of  the  R.T.  Wilder  Collection,  where  it  realized  $14,850;  it  was  earlier  lot  243  in  New 
Netherlands  November  1956  sale.  (See  Color  Photo)

marked  surfaces.  A  nice  type  coin  and  a  desirable  issue  as  this  is  the 
only  Charlotte  quarter  eagle  that  can  he  obtained  with  relative  ease 
in  the  lower  Mint  State  grades.

7758  1847-C  MS  63  PCGS.  A  superb,  fresh  coin  with  thick,  frosty  lus¬ 

ter,  lovely  natural  yellow-gold  and  orange  coloration  and  very  sharp 
detail.  There  are  a  few  small  ticks  in  the  obverse  fields  but  this  is 
one  of  the  nicest  Charlotte  quarter  eagles  we  have  ever  seen. 

The  1847-C  is  easily  the  most  available  quarter  eagle  from  this 
Mint  in  terms  of  overall  and  high  grade  rarity.  As  many  as  twenty 
uncirculated  coins  are  known  but  most  are  similar  in  quality  to  the 
piece  offered  in  the  last  lot.  In  MS  63  and  higher  grades,  the  1847-C 
quarter  eagle  is  very  rare.  The  present  specimen,  which  was  last  lot 
1386  in  Stack's  December  1994  sale  (where  it  realized  $18,700),  is 
one  of  the  two  or  three  finest  known.  The  only  comparable  pieces  of 
which  we  are  aware  are  an  example  in  a  Nevada  Collection  graded 
MS  64  by  PCGS  and  last  offered  as  lot  2308  in  Superior's  January 
1994  sale;  and  an  NGC  graded  MS  64  that  is  ex:  Sotheby's  6/96:  96 
and  Eliasberg:  141.

Lustrous  and  lightly  abraded  with  medium  yellow-gold  colors  seen  on 
the  obverse  and  reverse.  A  rare,  underrated  issue  in  this  grade. 

The  1848-C  is  only  the  seventeenth  rarest  Charlotte  quarter  eagle 
(out  of  20  issues)  in  terms  of  its  overall  rarity  but  it  is  tied  for  the  sixth 
rarest  issue  in  high  grades.  The  total  population  is  estimated  at  1 15  to 
125  pieces  with  around  a  dozen  in  AU  and  3  in  Mint  State.

A  second  uncommonly  well  struck  exam¬ 
ple;  this  is  even  sharper  than  the  last  with  full  hair  and  feathers. 
While  there  are  some  scattered  marks  in  the  fields,  this  is  a  very 
choice  and  cosmetically  appealing  coin  with  excellent  frosty  luster 
and  beautiful  original  orange-gold  color.  An  extremely  significant 
coin. 

This  is  the  second  finest  known  of  3  Mint  State  1848-C  quarter 
eagles.  The  finest  is  the  Fairfield:  1515  coin  which  has  been 
described  as  being  MS  63  or  thereabouts.  The  other  piece  is  an  MS 
61  in  the  Paul  Dingier  collection  that  is  ranked  below  the  North 
Georgia  Collection  coin  in  the  Condition  Census  due  to  the  tact 
that  it  has  been  struck  from  buckled  dies.

curls  around  the  face  and  the  eagle's  right  leg;  a  touch  of  Mint-made  roughness  surrounds  the  portrait.  This  is  a  truly  superb,  original  coin  with  gorgeous  deep 
green-gold  color  over  fresh,  vibrant  surfaces. 

Variety  12-G;  reverse  of  1849.  There  are  only  3  Mint  State  1850-C  quarter  eagles  currently  known  to  exist.  The  Paul  Dingier  Collection  contains  a  PCX 38

7764  1852-C  AU  53  PCGS.  A  better  than  average  strike  with  only  a  hit 

of  weakness  at  the  centers;  the  reverse,  in  particular,  is  better 
detailed  than  usual.  Very  lustrous  with  some  minor  surface  ticks  vis¬ 
ible  beneath  attractive  yellow-gold  and  orange-gold  color.  Nice 
quality  for  the  date  and  grade. 

The  1852-C  is  the  7th  rarest  Charlotte  quarter  eagle  and  the 
5th  rarest  in  high  grades.  Of  the  estimated  75-85  pieces  that  exist, 
around  a  dozen  are  known  in  AU  plus  two  in  Mint  State. 


7763  1851-C  AU  58  PCGS.  An  above  average  strike  with  minor  weak¬ 

ness  noted  on  the  curls  around  the  face  of  Liberty;  the  detail  on  the 
eagle's  legs  and  wings  is  strong.  The  surfaces  have  grainy  luster,  as 
seen  on  original  examples  of  this  date.  Both  the  obverse  and  reverse 
are  overlaid  with  medium  to  deep  orange-gold  color  and  are  very 
clean.  In  our  opinion,  this  is  a  conservatively  graded  coin  as  we  can 
see  no  real  wear  or  friction. 

Some  85  to  95  1851-C  quarter  eagles  are  known  with  around  10 
of  these  grading  AU  and  another  5  or  6  in  Mint  State.  We  have 
seen  a  number  of  examples  that  were  marred  by  the  presence  of 
Mint-made  parallel  scratches  (which  looked  like  adjustment  marks) 
at  the  center  of  the  obverse.  The  North  Georgia  Collection  coin 
does  not  show  these  marks  and  it  is  one  of  the  finest  1851-C  quarter 
eagles  to  he  sold  at  public  auction  in  many  years.

Only  two  fully  Mint  State  1852-C  quarter  eagles  are  known. 
The  finest  is  the  PCGS  MS  62  in  the  Dingier  Collection  that  was 
earlier  owned  by  Stanley  Elrod.  A  Texas  specialist  is  offering  a 
PCGS  graded  MS  61  example  as  this  catalog  is  being  written  (9/98). 
NGC  has  graded  a  coin  MS  62  but  it  is  flatly  struck  and  clearly  not 
as  choice  as  the  other  two  pieces  cited  above.  The  North  Georgia 
Collection  coin  was  earlier  sold  as  lot  1391  in  Stack's  December 
1994  R.T.  Wilder  Collection.  It  also  qualifies  in  the  Condition 
Census  for  the  date.

7766  1854-C  MS  60  PCGS.  Some  minor  weakness  can  be  seen  at  the 

centers  but  the  overall  quality  of  strike  is  very  acceptable;  especially 
for  an  issue  that  is  often  seen  with  very  poor  detail  on  the  eagle. 
Very  clean  and  lustrous  with  light  orange-gold  and  rose  color;  there 
are  no  clashmarks  visible.  A  major  rarity  in  this  grade. 

Approximately  80  to  90  1854-C  quarter  eagles  are  known  with 
14  to  16  of  these  grading  AU  and  another  5  in  Mint  State.  The 
finest  known,  an  NGC  MS  62,  is  in  a  Michigan  Collection  and  it 
was  earlier  in  the  Elrod  and  Jasper  Robertson  Collections.  There  is  a 
coin  in  a  Texas  Collection,  ex:  lot  667  in  Lester  Merkin's  4/70  sale 
that  is  said  to  grade  MS  62  or  thereabouts;  and  the  Paul  Dingier 
Collection  contains  a  PCGS  graded  MS  61.  The  North  Georgia 
Collection  coin  is  listed  in  the  current  Condition  Census  as  the 
fifth  finest  known.

1855-C  AU  55  PCGS.  The  1855-C  quarter  eagle  is  known  for 
being  one  of  the  worst  produced  coins  from  the  Charlotte  Mint. 
This  example  is  notable  for  a  very  acceptable  strike  and  a  choice 
planchet  with  no  chips,  laminations,  or  other  Mint-caused  flaws. 
The  luster  is  nearly  full  and  there  is  attractive,  even,  natural,  light 
orange-gold  color  on  both  sides.  This  coin  is  as  close  to  Mint  State 
as  any  1 855-C  quarter  eagle  we  can  recall  seeing  and  it  ranks  well 
into  the  Condition  Census. 

Only  3,677  pieces  were  struck  and  this  is  the  rarest  quarter  eagle 
from  this  Mint  in  terms  of  its  overall  rarity.  There  are  an  estimated 
50  to  60  pieces  known  with  around  a  dozen  (possibly  a  few  more)  in 
AU  and  one  or  two  in  Mint  State.  An  uncirculated  coin  is  in  the 
Bass  Collection  and  was  sold  by  Paramount  out  of  their  Spring  1978 
fixed  price  list;  it  was  earlier  in  the  October  1977  Fairfield  Collec¬ 
tion  Sale  held  by  Bowers  and  Ruddy,  where  it  was  lot  1547;  the 
other,  an  NGC  MS  60,  is  owned  by  a  Michigan  collector  and  it  was 
earlier  in  the  Elrod  Collection.  The  North  Georgia  Collection  coin 
was  last  lot  1393  in  Stack's  December,  1994  sale  and  was  earlier  in 
the  R.T.  Wilder  Collection. 


7768  1 856-C  AU  53  PCGS.  Well  struck  with  nearly  full  detail  on  the 

hair  of  Liberty.  The  surfaces  show  some  Mint-made  roughness,  as 
always.  Some  light  abrasions  can  be  seen  below  orange-gold  color. 

The  1 856-C  is  tied  for  honors  as  the  eighth  rarest  Charlotte  quarter 
eagle  both  in  terms  of  overall  and  high  grade  rarity.  There  are  a 
total  of  80  to  90  pieces  known  in  all  grades  with  12  to  14m  AU  and 
only  two  in  Mint  State.

7769  1856-C  AU  58  PCGS.  A  later  die  state  than  the  last  with  weak¬ 

ness  on  the  top  of  the  head  of  Liberty;  this  appears  to  have  been 
caused  hy  a  clogged  die.  The  obverse  is  lustrous  and  clean  with  no 
Mint-made  roughness;  the  reverse  shows  some  faint  old  slide  marks 
and  has  some  diagnostic  granularity  in  the  fields. 

The  finest  1856-C  quarter  eagle  we  have  seen  is  a  PCGS  graded 
MS  62  in  the  Paul  Dingier  Collection  that  was  earlier  in  the  Elrod 
Collection.  It  has  been  reported  that  the  Lilly  Collection  in  the 
Smithsonian  Institution  also  contains  an  MS  62,  but  we  have  never 
had  the  pleasure  of  viewing  that  piece.  There  are  3  or  4  AU  58 
1856-C  quarter  eagles  known.  The  North  Georgia  Collection  coin 
is  listed  in  the  current  Condition  Census  as  tied  for  the  fifth  finest 
known  and  it  was  earlier  sold  lot  1394  in  Stack's  December  1994 
R.T.  Wilder  Collection. 


7770  1858-C  AU  58  PCGS.  Crusty  and  original  with  superb,  deep,  nat¬ 

ural  orange-gold  toning  atop  very  clean  surfaces.  It  would  he  diffi¬ 
cult  to  imagine  a  more  attractive  example  of  this  date  (although  the 
next  coin  is  a  good  place  to  start...) 

The  1858-C  is  the  most  common  Charlotte  quarter  eagle  from 
the  1850s.  Of  the  100-110  pieces  that  exist,  about  two  dozen  grade 
AU  and  there  are  another  6  to  8  in  Mint  State. 


7771  1858-C  MS  62  PCGS.  Sharp  and  very  lustrous  with  light  orange- 

gold  and  pale  rose  color.  There  are  some  minor  marks  in  the  fields 
hut  this  is  a  truly  choice  example.

breathtaking,  deep,  original  orange-gold  color.  This  coin's  overall  level  of  eye  appeal  is  just  superb  and  it  really  needs  to  he  seen  in  person  to  he  appreciated. 
One  of  the  highlights  of  the  North  Georgia  Collection  and  a  personal  favorite  of  this  cataloger. 

There  are  just  two  1838-C  half  eagles  known  in  Mint  State  and  one  of  these,  a  superb  MS  63,  is  impounded  in  the  Harry  Bass  Collection.  The  North 
Georgia  Collection  specimen  was  earlier  lot  576  in  Stack's  June  1994  sale  (where  it  realized  $39,600)  and  it  was  earlier  lot  1981  in  Abe  Kosoffs  Thomas  Mel- 
ish  sale,  April  1956.  In  our  opinion,  it  would  not  he  hype  to  state  that  once  this  coin  is  placed  in  a  collection,  the  opportunity  to  acquire  another  Uncirculated

um  yellow-gold  color.  There  is  a  tiny  Mint-made  mark  on  the  rim 
below  the  date  which  serves  as  identification. 

The  1839-C  half  eagle  is  an  important,  distinct  one-year  type. 
In  addition  to  being  the  only  Coronet  half  eagle  from  Charlotte 
with  the  mintmark  on  the  obverse,  it  has  a  different  version  of  the 
head  ot  Liberty  than  on  the  issue  beginning  in  1840.  Despite  this,  it 
is  seldom  accorded  the  fanfare  from  type  collectors  that  the  1838-C 
half  eagle  brings.

lar  issue.  The  lustrous  surfaces  show  lightly  variegated  coloration 
and  the  striking  details  are  generally  well  defined.

There  are  approximately  95-105  1839-C  half  eagles  known  with 
a  dozen  or  so  grading  AU  and  another  7  in  Mint  State  (the  compar¬ 
atively  high  number  of  Uncirculated  coins  may  be  due  to  a  small 
hoard  or  some  having  been  saved  as  souvenirs).  The  finest  known  is 
a  superh  fully  prooflike  PCGS  MS  64  that  was  last  owned  by  an 
Eastern  dealer  and  which  could  convincingly  (in  our  opinion)  he 
classified  as  a  Specimen  Strike.  There  is  an  NGC  MS  63  in  a  Michi¬ 
gan  Collection  while  the  Jim  Gray  coin,  ex:  B&.R  Garrett  I  ( 1 1/79): 
480  is  at  least  an  MS  62,  in  spite  of  having  been  graded  MS  60  by 
PCGS  a  number  of  years  ago.  Other  Mint  State  pieces  we  are  aware 
of  include  an  NGC  MS  61  in  the  Paul  Dingier  Collection  (ex: 
Milas:  432);  an  MS  60+  in  the  Smithsonian;  the  NGC  MS  61  we 
sold  as  lot  7790  in  the  1998  FUN  sale;  and  an  NGC  MS  60  in  a 
Wisconsin' Collection  that  was  earlier  lot  945  in  the  Pittman  I 
(10/97)  Sale. 


7780  1840-C  AU  50  PCGS.  Weakly  struck  at  the  rear  of  Liberty's  head 

and  at  the  central  reverse.  Very  clean  and  original  with  deep,  natur¬ 
al  green-gold  color  on  both  sides. 

The  1840-C  is  the  second  rarest  Charlotte  half  eagle  in  terms  of 
overall  rarity  and  the  third  rarest  in  high  grades.  Around  10  coins 
are  known  in  the  various  AU  grades  as  well  as  1  or  2  in  Mint  State. 
The  present  example  is  a  late  die  state  with  a  sharp  reverse  crack 
noted  through  the  arrowheads  into  the  I  in  AMERICA  and  the  rim. 
It  appears  that  the  reverse  die  was  lapped  at  some  point,  making  the 
lettering  appear  thinner  and  more  faint  than  on  the  early  die  state 
pieces;  to  compare  the  two  states,  view  the  next  lot.

full  centers  and  uncommonly  bold  borders.  There  is  very  little--if 
any—actual  wear  noted  and  the  surfaces  are  very  clean.  Both  the 
obverse  and  the  reverse  are  covered  with  appealing,  deep  green-gold 
color.  Although  this  is  not  visible  due  to  being  encapsulated,  the 
edges  show  a  partial  "railroad  rim,"  making  this  specific  coin  unique. 

The  only  unquestionably  Mint  State  1840-C  half  eagle  is  the 
Pittman  I:  949  coin  that  was  later  graded  MS  64  by  NGC.  The  Paul 
Dingier  Collection  contains  a  very  nice  PCGS  AU  58  that  was  ear¬ 
lier  in  the  Elrod  Collection  while  the  Milas:  436  coin,  graded  MS 
60  by  NGC  but  a  bit  less  choice  than  the  second  piece  listed  above, 
is  now  owned  by  a  Michigan  collector.  The  North  Georgia  Collec¬ 
tion  example  is  in  the  current  Condition  Census  as  the  fifth  finest 
known  but  a  strong  case  could  be  made  for  moving  it  up  a  place  or 
two  as  it  is  truly  choice  and  appealing.

Other  than  a  small  mark  on  the  rear 
of  Liberty's  neck,  the  surfaces  are  extremely  clean.  One  of  the  finest  known  examples  of  this  rare  issue. 

The  1842-C  Small  Date  is  the  rarest  half  eagle  from  this  Mint  and  the  rarest  collectible  Charlotte  coin,  trailing  only  the  1849-C  Open  Wreath  gold  dollar. 
There  are  an  estimated  50-55  1842-C  Small  Date  half  eagles  known  with  only  5  to  7  in  AU  and  a  single  coin  in  Mint  State.  The  finest  of  these  is  the  MS  62 
in  the  Paul  Dingier  Collection  (ex:  Elrod  Collection)  that  could  rightfully  he  termed  the  single  most  important  Charlotte  half  eagle  known  to  exist  The 
North  Georgia  Collection  coin  is  listed  in  the  current  Condition  Census  as  being  tied  for  the  second  finest,  along  with  a  coin  in  a  North  Carolina  Collection. 
This  is  clearly  one  of  the  highlights  of  this  sale.  (See  Color  Photo)

State  1842-C  Large  Date  halt  eagles  exist  including  one  gem:  the 
Milas:  444;  Hliasherg:  421  coin  that  has  been  graded  MS  65  by 
NGC.

There  are  approximately  95-105  examples  known  of  this  date 
with  15  to  17  of  these  grading  AU  and  another  5  or  6  in  Mint  State. 
The  finest  is  an  NGC  MS  64  owned  hy  a  Michigan  collector  that 
was  earlier  sold  as  lot  1456  in  Stack  s  May  1995  Milas  Collection 
and  earlier  as  lot  1509  in  Bowers  and  Merena's  June  1991  sale.  The 
second  finest  is  a  PCGS  MS  63  owned  hy  a  California  dealer  that 
was  first  seen  at  the  1998  ANA  Convention  in  Portland.  Other 
choice  examples  include  Norweh  1  (BtSiM,  10/87),  lot  810,  that 
would  probably  grade  MS  62  by  today's  standards  and  the  PCGS 
graded  MS  61  in  the  Paul  Dingier  Collection,  earlier  owned  by 
Stanley  Elrod.

(along  with  the  1846-C)  and  it  is  the  fifth  rarest  in  high  grades. 
Around  75  to  85  pieces  are  known  with  just  9  to  1 1  of  these  grading 
AU  plus  another  5  or  6  in  Mint  State.  The  reason  for  this  date  s  rar¬ 
ity  in  higher  grades  has  to  do  with  the  fact  that  the  Charlotte  Mint 
was  closed  in  1845  as  a  result  of  a  fire.  VPith  no  coins  struck  in  1845 
(along  with  growing  public  distrust  of  Bechtler  Mint  products  due  to 
underweight  coins  of  questionable  fineness),  half  eagles  dated  1844- 
C  saw  considerable  use  in  circulation.

The  1846-C  is  tied  with  the  1844-C  in  terms  of  its  overall  rarity 
hut  is  noticeably  scarcer  in  higher  grades.  There  are  approximately 
10  to  12  pieces  known  in  AU  as  well  as  a  pair  of  Mint  State 
coins. The  Paul  Dingier  Collection  contains  a  very  choice  PCGS 
MS  63  that  is  ex:  Elrod  and  Eliasherg:  440.  A  private  collector  owns 
an  NGC  MS  62  that  was  formerly  lot  463  in  the  Milas  Collection 
sale.  After  this,  there  are  two  or  three  choice  AUs  known,  including 
the  North  Georgia  Collection  specimen.  This  exact  coin  is  listed  in 
the  Condition  Census  as  being  tied  for  the  fifth  finest  known  with  a 
few  others  but  it  may,  in  fact,  rank  higher,  depending  on  grading 
interpretations.

The  184/-C  is  the  most  common  Charlotte  half  eagle,  as  one 
might  expect  from  an  issue  with  the  highest  original  mintage  figure. 
As  a  date,  the  1847-C  is  a  little  more  difficult  to  locate  in  AU  than 
one  might  expect  with  approximately  30  to  32  pieces  known.

In  Mint  State,  the  1847-C  is  a  very  rare  coin.  There  are  7  or  8 
known  in  Uncirculated  with  the  finest  of  these  being  the  gem  last 
sold  as  lot  982  in  Part  One  of  the  Pittman  Collection  (David  Akers, 
10/97);  it  was  later  graded  MS  65  by  PCGS.  The  Paul  Dingier  Col¬ 
lection  contains  the  second  finest  known,  a  PCGS  MS  63  that  was 
earlier  in  the  Elrod  Collection.

The  1848-C  is  much  scarcer  than  its  relatively  high  original 
mintage  of  64,472  coins  would  suggest.  In  fact,  it  is  the  ninth  rarest 
of  twenty-four  Charlotte  half  eagles  in  high  grades  with  an  estimat¬ 
ed  16  to  18  known  in  AU  as  well  as  3  or  4  in  Mint  State.

7796  1850-C  AU  58  PCGS.  The  obverse  is  well  detailed;  the  reverse 

has  a  faint  but  distinguishable  mintmark  that  is  positioned  as  on  the 
reverse  of  1849.  Struck  in  bright  yellow  and  green-gold  with  much 
of  the  original  luster  intact.  There  are  some  minor  scuffmarks  in  the 
obverse  fields  and  a  couple  of  unobtrusive  hairlines  on  both  sides.

Examples  exist  with  another 
obverse  (Variety  17-G)  that  does  not  have  this  mark;  these  are  very 
rare.  Some  125  to  135  pieces  are  known  with  around  20  in  AU  and 
another  5  or  6  in  Mint  State.  The  typical  AU  185 1  -C  half  eagle  is 
very  low-end  for  the  grade  with  liberally  abraded  surfaces  and 
washed-out  luster.

This  coin  was  last  offered  as  lot  1411  in  Stack's  November  1994 
sale  where  it  realized  a  strong  $12,650.  While  not  in  the  Condition 
Census,  it  is  certainly  among  the  seven  or  so  finest  known.

Both  the  obverse  and  reverse  show  even,  medium  yellow- 
gold  and  light  orange  color  and  have  complete  detail  with  the 
exception  of  the  curl  below  the  ear  of  Liberty.  This  is  a  clean  and 
very  fresh  coin  with  excellent  overall  eye  appeal. 

The  1853-C  is  the  second  most  available  Charlotte  half  eagle  in 
high  grades.  Of  there  estimated  185  to  195  pieces  that  are  known, 
around  three  dozen  grade  AU.  In  addition,  there  are  8  to  10  Mint  State 
1853-C  half  eagles.  We  are  aware  of  a  superb  NGC  MS  64  in  a  private 
collection  and  a  pair  of  PCGS  graded  MS  63  coins;  one  of  which  is  in 
the  Paul  Dingier  Collection  and  was  earlier  in  the  Milas,  Bareford,  J.F. 
Bell,  and  F.C.C.  Boyd  collections.  The  North  Georgia  Collection  coin 
probably  qualifies  in  the  Condition  Census  for  this  issue.

The  1854-C  is  the  7th  rarest  Charlotte  half  eagle.  There  are  an 
estimated  95-105  pieces  known  with  approximately  20  of  these 
grading  AU  and  another  4  or  5  in  Mint  State.

While  there  are  a  few  light  scuffmarks  in  the  fields,  a  compelling 
case  could  he  made  for  calling  this  a  fully  Mint  State  coin.  Rare  in 
this  grade  and  of  interest  to  the  specialist  because  of  the  aforemen¬ 
tioned  cud. 

The  1855-C  is  the  fifteenth  rarest  Charlotte  half  eagle,  both  in 
terms  of  ov  erall  and  high  grade  rarity.  There  are  an  estimated  140  to 
150  pieces  known  in  all  grades  with  21  to  22  of  these  in  AU. 
Another  3  or  4  Mint  State  coins  exist  with  the  unquestioned  finest 
of  these  a  superb  NGC  MS  65  in  a  Michigan  collection  that  was 
earlier  owned  by  Stanley  Elrod.  Other  Mint  State  1855-C  half 
eagles  known  to  us  include  the  Milas:  496,  Stack's  March  1976  Gar¬ 
rett:  379  coin,  graded  MS  63  by  NGC;  and  a  PCGS  MS  61  in  the 
Paul  Dingier  Collection. 


7807  1855-C  AU  58  PCGS.  This  second  example  does  not  have  the 

Mint-made  cud  on  the  reverse  as  seen  on  the  first.  It  is  another 
high-end  coin  for  the  grade  with  bright,  lustrous  surfaces  and  a  lack 
of  marks.  To  the  naked  eye,  the  appearance  resembles  an  Uncircu¬ 
lated  piece  as  there  is  no  real  evidence  of  circulation.

Scarce  and  underrated  in  higher 
grades. 

The  1856-C  is  the  sixth  rarest  Charlotte  half  eagle  in  terms  of 
overall  rarity  and  it  is  tied  for  the  seventh  rarest  in  high  grades.  Out 
of  an  estimated  total  population  of  90  to  100  pieces,  there  are  16  to 
18  known  in  AU  plus  a  trio  of  uncirculated  examples.  The  finest 
known  is  a  PCGS  MS  61  in  the  Paul  Dingier  Collection  that  was 
earlier  owned  by  Stanley  Elrod.  A  Michigan  collection  contains  an 
NGC  graded  MS  61;  while  a  Texas  specialist  sold  an  NGC  MS  60 
example  in  the  Summer  of  1998. 


7809  1857-C  MS  60  PCGS.  A  pleasing  example  for  the  grade  with 

frosty  luster,  no  serious  marks,  and  a  fresh,  vibrant  appearance. 
There  is  a  small  area  of  coppery  toning  on  the  lower  obverse  rim. 

The  1857-C  is  among  the  more  available  half  eagles  from  the 
Charlotte  Mint  in  higher  grades.  Out  of  the  total  estimated  popula¬ 
tion  of  145  to  155  pieces,  approximately  three  dozen  AU  coins  are 
known  as  well  as  7  to  9  in  Mint  State.  Two  examples  clearly  stand 
out:  the  NGC  MS  64  in  a  Michigan  collection  that  was  earlier  in 
the  Elrod  collection;  and  the  Milas:  506  coin  that  was  graded  MS  63 
by  NGC.  There  are  another  two  or  three  that  grade  MS  61  to  MS 
62  and  the  remaining  uncirculated  1857-C  half  eagles  are  compara¬ 
ble  to  the  one  from  the  North  Georgia  Collection.

While  more  available  in  high  grades  than  most  half  eagles  from 
Charlotte,  the  1858-C  is  still  a  very  rare  coin.  There  are  an  estimat¬ 
ed  8  or  9  specimens  believed  to  exist  in  Mint  State,  with  none  of 
these  qualifying  as  Choice.  The  example  from  the  North  Georgia 
Collection  is  clearly  in  the  Condition  Census  and  it  rivals  the  1998 
ANA:  7655  coin  (graded  MS  62  hy  NGC)  as  the  finest  example  of 
this  date  that  we  have  sold.

color.  As  on  all  known  examples,  the  reverse  shows  considerable 
Mint-made  roughness  and  appears  weak. 

The  1859-C  and  1860-C  half  eagles  have  very  distinctive  quali¬ 
ties  of  strike.  While  the  obverse  is  sharp  and  appears  "normal,"  the 
reverse  is  weak.  The  reason  for  this  is  probably  due  either  to  improp¬ 
er  annealing  of  the  die  or  that  the  die  became  clogged  as  it  was 
being  used.

There  are  five  Mint  State  1859-C  half  eagles  currently  known  to  exist.  The  finest  is  the  famous  Milas:  515,  Elrod,  Eliasberg:  483  coin  that  has  been  graded 
MS  66  hv  NGC  and  is  considered  by  many  specialists  to  be  the  best  Charlotte  half  eagle  of  any  date.  The  second  finest  is  an  NGC  MS  63  in  a  Michigan  cob 
lection  that  was  also  once  owned  by  Stanley  Elrod  and  which  was  first  lot  1341  in  Stack's  October,  1982  sale.  The  North  Georgia  Collection  coin  is  the  third 
finest  known  and  it  was  earlier  lot  1418  in  Stack's  December  1994  sale  where  it  realized  $15,950.  (See  Color  Photo)

7813  1860-C  AU  58  PCGS.  While  some  weakness  can  he  seen  on  the 

curls  around  the  face,  the  obverse  is  very  well  detailed  for  this  issue; 
the  reverse  is  weak  as  always.  Bright  and  lustrous  with  light  rub  on 
the  high  spots. 

The  1860-C  half  eagle  is  a  scarcer  date  than  the  1859-C.  There 
are  an  estimated  1 10  to  120  examples  known  with  16  to  18  of  these 
grading  AU  and  another  6  in  Mint  State.

7814  1861-C  AU  55  PCGS.  A  rare  and  historic  coin  with  an  original 

mintage  of  only  6,879  pieces.  It  has  been  asserted  that  887  coins 
were  struck  after  the  Confederacy  took  control  of  the  Mint  on  April 
20.  These  coins  show  die  cracks  through  the  tops  of  AMER1  and  are 
struck  from  rusted  dies.  On  this  coin  there  is  a  die  crack  from  the 
reverse  rim  through  the  tops  of  ME,  hut  we  can  find  no  evidence  of 
die  rust,  and  so  must  conclude  that  this  piece  was  struck  under  the 
auspices  of  the  United  States.  This  is  a  well  struck  example  whose 
only  weakness  is  on  the  neck  of  the  eagle  and  the  first  few  stars. 
Numerous,  small  abrasions  are  peppered  across  each  side  with  the 
most  notable  ones  being  a  scratch  on  the  upper  reverse  below  the 
TE  of  STATES.  At  the  termination  of  this  scratch  is  a  shallow  and 
barely  noticeable  circular  planchet  flake  that  could  possibly  also  he 
used  as  an  identifier  for  pedigree  purposes  in  the  future.  An  impor¬ 
tant,  high  grade  example  of  this  always  sought-out  issue.

Why  is  this  coin  in  the  North  Georgia  Collection?  At  one 
point,  the  owner  of  the  collection  considered  branching  out  (no 
pun  intended)  into  New  Orleans  gold  coinage  as  he  felt  this  was  an 
undervalued,  interesting  area.  But  after  purchasing  this  one  attrac¬ 
tive  quarter  eagle,  he  realized  that  his  interests  lay  more  in  the 
Charlotte  and  Dahlonega  Mints  and  that  is  where  he  would  contin¬ 
ue  his  focus.

When  available,  this  variety  tends  to  he  found  in  lower  grades. 
Most  seen  are  in  the  Extremely  Fine  range  with  the  occasional  low- 
end  AU  available.  The  present  example  is  certainly  among  the 
finest  known  and  we  cannot  recall  having  seen  a  fully  mint  state 
piece,  although  we  would  not  be  surprised  if  one  existed.

Somewhat  prooflike  with  beautiful  old  coppery-gold  and  greenish 
color.  There  are  some  faint  hairlines  visible  on  both  sides.  A  very 
attractive  coin. 

Early  die  state  with  no  cracks  noted.  This  is  a  relatively  common 
variety  even  in  the  higher  AU  grades  but  it  becomes  very  rare  in  full 
Mint  State.  We  feel  that  there  are  probably  no  more  than  6  to  8 
pieces  known  in  Mint  State  and  most  of  these  barely  qualify  as  such.

This  is  one  of  the  more  available  of  the  Christoph  Bechtler 
issues.  Most  seen  are  well  worn  with  Very  Fine  to  Extremely  Fine 
being  the  grade  most  often  seen.  Properly  graded  AUs  are  much 
scarcer  than  generally  believed  and  the  North  Georgia  Collection 
example  is  one  of  the  best  examples  of  this  variety  available  to  col¬ 
lectors.

A  small  group  of  marks  below  the  1  in 
21  serves  as  identification.  Superb  quality  for  this  variety. 

The  only  quarter  eagle  of  this  type  and  quickly  identifiable  by 
the  use  of  inverted  Vs  in  the  place  of  As.  This  is  a  rare  issue  with 
around  50  or  so  known  pieces  in  all  grades.  There  are  perhaps  a 
dozen  properly  graded  AU's  in  existence,  of  which  just  a  handful 
grade  higher  than  AU  55.  The  North  Georgia  Collection  specimen 
is  the  best  we  can  recall  having  seen  and  it  is  certainly  among  the 
best  two  or  three  known.

Attractive  old  coppery  toning  can  be  seen  on  both 
sides;  some  very  minor  abrasions  are  hidden  by  the  color. 

This  is  a  rare  variety  in  all  grades  and  a  particularly  hard  coin  to 
locate  in  AU  or  better  grades.  In  our  estimation,  there  are  between 
25  and  35  known  with  the  typical  coin  grading  Extremely  Fine.  We 
have  seen  only  a  small  handful  of  true  AU  coins  and  only  one  that 
we  would  grade  Mint  State.

Superbly  toned  with  a  fiery  orange-gold  obverse;  the  reverse 
has  a  deep  coppery-gold  overtone  with  splashes  of  iridescent  orange- 
gold  and  green.  Somewhat  reflective  with  a  few  old  hairlines  but 
exceptionally  attractive  overall  and  among  the  finest  Bechtler  $5s 
of  any  variety  that  we  have  seen. 

This  variety  is  very  quickly  identifiable  by  the  presence  of  a 
large  star  below  1 34  G;  the  letter  G  is,  in  fact ,  a  C  to  which  a  modi¬ 
fication  has  been  done  by  hand.  This  is  far  and  away  the  most  avail¬ 
able  Bechtler  $5  of  any  variety.

Both  sides  show  medium,  natural  green- 
gold  and  pale  coppery  color  and  are  free  of  any  of  the  marks  or  hair¬ 
lines  typically  seen. 

This  variety  is  significant  due  to  its  status  as  the  first  half  eagle 
produced  by  the  Bechtler  Mint.  It  has  long  been  regarded  as  a  rarity 
and  it  is  estimated  that  15  to  20  pieces  are  known.  We  have  never 
seen  or  heard  of  a  Mint  State  piece  and  can  trace  only  5  or  6  dis¬ 
tinct  AUs.

There  is  a  dent  at  the  G  in  GOLD  that  corresponds  to  the 
reverse  and  some  other  scattered  marks  on  the  surfaces  that  one 
would  associate  with  a  Territorial  gold  coin  with  this  degree  of  wear. 
An  extremely  important  piece  for  the  collector  of  Georgia-related 
numismatic  items  and  one  of  the  very  few  Templeton  Reid  pieces  of 
any  denomination  to  become  available  in  recent  years. 

Templeton  Reid  produced  a  very  limited  number  of  gold  coins 
in  Milledgeville  and  Gainesville,  Georgia  in  1830.  His  coins  were 
denounced  for  being  worth  less  than  face  value,  although  contem¬ 
porary  research  has  proven  that  they  were,  in  fact,  worth  slightly 
more  than  face  value  due  to  their  high  fineness.  Most  were  melted 
just  after  they  were  struck  and  are  now  very  rare.  For  a  more  detailed 
account  of  these  coins  and  the  history  behind  them,  we  recommend 
Dr.  Dexter  Seymour’s  excellent  research  published  by  the  ANS  in 
1974.

This  piece  is  as  close  to  "as  struck"  as  one  could  reasonably  expect  given  the  conditions  that  prevailed  in  Gold  Rush  California  and 
the  numerous  numismatic  hands  this  piece  traveled  through  in  the  intervening  century  and  a  half. 

The  surfaces  exude  a  bright,  satiny  appearance  with  a  glimmer  of  reflectiveness  in  the  fields.  The  striking  details  are  generally  well  defined  with  only  slight 
softness  seen  on  the  arrow  butts,  the  eagle’s  right  (facing)  leg,  and  the  ribbon  across  the  left  (facing)  wing.

The  Assay  Office  in  San  Francisco  actually  did  very  little  in  1851  to  help  alleviate  California's  need  for  a  circulating  medium.  What  they  did  under  Humbert' 
leadership  was  to  convert  the  raw  gold  dust,  that  had  previously  been  used  as  currency,  into  these  large  $50  so-called  "slugs."  Smaller  denominations  would  fol 
low,  hut  these  are  the  initial  emissions  from  the  Assay  Office,  an  official  U.S.  government  office  that  acted  as  a  de  facto  Mint  until  the  actual  Mint  opened  ii 
1854. 

Many  of  these  "slugs"  have  numerous  rim  humps  and  nicks  from  hard  usage  in  circulation.  This  piece,  however,  shows  only  insignificant  rim  imperfection: 
Probably  the  most  noteworthy  defect  is  a  concentrated  sprinkling  of  abrasions  on  the  lower  obverse  over  the  date  and  the  word  AUGUSTUS.  The  targe 
reverse  is  free  from  any  major  blemishes.

It  is  assumed  that  Albert  Kuner  was  the  engraver  for  this  and 
other  Kellogg  issues.  A  historic  and  transitional  issue  that  spans  the 
time  between  the  closing  of  the  Assay  Office  and  opening  of  the 
San  Francisco  Mint.

Of  the  greatest  importance  to  serious  collectors,  the  1 796  No  Stars  quarter  eagle  is  one  of  the  most  distinctive  and  highly  desir¬ 
able  of  all  design  types  in  United  States  coinage.  The  difference  between  No  Stars  and  With  Stars  quarter  eagles  is  not  simply  one  of  the  addition  of  stars  to 
the  No  Stars  die,  as  one  might  imagine.  Rather,  each  is  a  separately  produced  variety,  the  With  Stars  variety  having  different  characteristics  other  than  the 
presence  <  >t  stars  The  obverse  takes  on  the  appearance  of  a  medal,  set  as  it  is  in  an  unadorned  tondo  and  lacking  any  peripheral  devices  other  than  the  word 
I  IRKRTY  at  the  top  of  that  side.  The  obverse  is  mostly  bright  green-gold  while  the  reverse  shows  significant  portions  of  reddish  patina  scattered  about  that 
side.  A  few  minor  adjustment  marks  are  noted  on  the  lower  right  side  of  the  obverse  and  the  upper  right  edge  of  the  reverse.  This  piece  is  markedly  superior  to 
the  AU  58  we  sold  in  last  year's  FUN  Sale  that  brought  $129,000  (with  the  10%  buyer's  fee  included).  Population:  2  in  62,  only  2  are  finer  (8/98).  (See  Color

7943  1804  14  Star  Reverse  AU  50  PCGS.  While  the  14  Star  variety  is 

the  more  available  of  the  two  varieties  of  this  year,  such  a  compari¬ 
son  within  the  context  of  the  Heraldic  quarter  eagle  series  hy  no 
means  implies  commonness.  Meaning,  out  of  a  mintage  of  3,327 
pieces,  today  the  50  or  so  known  pieces  are  more  likely  to  exhibit 
the  14  Star  reverse.

7945  1806/5  MS  60  NGC.  Stars  7x6.  The  1806/5  is  one  of  the  great  rar¬ 

ities  in  the  quarter  eagle  series.  Only  480  pieces  were  produced,  with 
one  gold  specialist  doubting  that  as  many  as  16  coins  still  exist  today 
in  all  grades.  The  '06/5  is  tied  with  the  1841  for  third  rarest  date  in 
the  entire  quarter  eagle  series.  The  overdate  feature  was  created 
when  an  1 805  obverse  die  was  annealed  (heated)  and  a  6  was 
punched  over  the  5  in  the  date.  The  surfaces  have  an  even  orange- 
gold  coloration  and  the  striking  details  are  uncommonly  well 
defined.  The  only  abrasions  that  could  he  used  as  identifiers  for 
pedigree  purposes  are  a  dig  that  crosses  the  die  crack  (a  diagnostic 
feature  on  this  overdate)  at  the  top  of  the  obverse,  and  a  short  mark 
to  the  right  of  star  1 1  on  the  reverse.

7946  1832  MS  61  PCGS.  This  year  is  distinguished  from  the  three  pre¬ 

vious  ones  by  a  slightly  modified  design,  modifications  that  made 
the  1832-34  coins  wear  more  easily  and  strike  up  less  completely. 
This  piece  is  well  detailed  with  only  slight  softness  on  the  hair  curl 
behind  Liberty's  temple  hut  very  little  weakness  can  he  seen  on  the 
eagle.  The  fields  are  bright  and  the  green-gold  surfaces  show  a  lus¬ 
trous  appearance.  Lightly  abraded  on  each  side,  the  only  notable 
marks  are  one  on  Liberty's  upper  cheek,  and  one  in  front  of  her 
mouth.

Proof  1839  Quarter  Eagle-"  A  Landmark  Rarity  And  One  Of  Only  Three  Known 


7949  1839  PR  62  PCGS.  A  monumental  rarity  of  19th  century  American  gold  coinage,  and  one  of  only  three  pieces  known.  In  1982  Marc  Emory,  then  with  New 

England  Rare  Coin  Galleries,  discovered  three  proof  1839  quarter  eagles  in  Europe.  In  his  1986  work  on  the  quarter  eagle  series,  Paul  Taglione  likened  this 
find  to  "an  astronomical  analogue  in  the  discovery  of  3  new  planets." 

The  three  coins  were  quickly  placed  with  new  owners.  The  three-piece  proof  set  consisting  of  the  quarter  eagle,  half  eagle,  and  eagle  was  sold  to  Sil  Di 
Genova.  The  second  specimen  (this  piece)  was  placed  in  actor  Buddy  Ehsen's  collection.  And  the  third  piece  was  sold  to  a  New  Orleans  collector-investor. 

This  amazing  coin  has  deeply  reflective  fields,  and  the  striking  details  are  unusually  crisp  for  the  design  type  with  definition  that  simply  could  not  he  found 
on  any  business  strike.  A  few  light  hairlines  are  seen,  as  with  all  of  the  three  pieces,  the  coins  having  apparently  been  wiped  at  some  time  in  the  past.  Other 
wise,  though,  there  are  no  distracting  blemishes  on  either  side.  As  for  pedigree  identifiers,  we  note  a  small  area  of  unfinished  die  polish  below  the  hack  of  tin 
truncation  of  the  hust  and  immediately  in  front  of  the  lowest  hair  curl.  On  the  reverse  there  are  a  couple  of  tiny  planchet  flakes  out  of  the  field  just  below  tin 
first  T  in  STATES. 

While  there  are  numerous  gold  rarities  in  this  sale,  this  1839  proof  quarter  eagle  is  undoubtedly  one  of  the  most  significant  single  gold  rarities  we  h.m 
offered  for  public  auction  in  the  past  ten  years,  and  we  expect  a  price  commensurate  with  its  rarity.

7951  1846  AU  58  PCGS.  A  scarce  and  underappreciated  issue,  the 
1846  is  surprisingly  difficult  to  locate  in  all  grades  and  is  especially 
challenging  in  AU.  This  coin  is  well  struck  on  the  obverse  hut 
shows  slight  softness  of  detail  on  the  eagle  on  the  reverse.  The  fields 
have  a  light  green-gold  tinting  of  color  that  adds  considerably  to  the 
overall  appeal  of  the  coin. 

7952  1852  MS  62  PCGS.  Specialists  will  he  carefully  examining  this 
attractive  specimen.  A  solid  strike  with  plenty  of  luster  and  a  mini¬ 
mum  of  marks  count  in  favor  of  a  higher  grade.  Worth  a  second 
look. 


7954  1857-0  MS  62  PCGS.  A  very  rare  and,  for  the  most  part,  unappre¬ 

ciated  Coronet  quarter  eagle.  The  mintage  of  34,000  pieces  is  hardly 
impressive,  but  the  attrition  rate  for  this  issue  was  extremely  high. 
Seldom  are  examples  located  any  finer  than  a  low-end  AU  and  we 
would  estimate  that  no  more  than  20  mint  state  pieces  exist.  There 
are  only  a  handful  of  higher  graded  coins  that  have  been  seen  by  the 
major  services.  This  is  a  solid  mint  state  piece  that  is  also  affordable 
for  the  collector  who  wishes  to  have  a  mint  state  coin  at  a  reason¬ 
able  price.  Typical  for  the  issue,  the  fields  are  satiny  and  there  is  the 
diagnostic  striking  weakness  on  the  eagle's  left  (facing)  leg  and 
neck,  but  the  obverse  is  actually  rather  well  brought  up.  Minimally 
abraded  with  a  couple  of  minor  marks  seen  in  the  fields. 


Mint  State  1859  Quarter  Eagle  With  Type  One  Reverse 


7955  1859  Type  One  Reverse  MS  61  NGC.  The  1840-58  reverse  hub 

was  used  to  strike  this  coin,  which  is  characterized  by  longer  arrows 
and  arrowheads  that  almost  touch  the  peripheral  legend.  This  lus¬ 
trous,  orange-gold  coin  is  well  defined  at  the  margins  with  some 
softness  in  the  centers. 


795  3  1856-0  AU  58  PCGS.  An  elusive  issue  in  all  grades  and  an  impor¬ 

tant  condition  rarity  in  XF  or  better.  This  is  a  pleasing  example 
whose  surfaces  have  a  light  olive  tint  and  a  hint  of  semi-prooflike- 
ness  in  the  fields.  The  strike  is  strong  with  only  slight  softness  on 
the  eagle. 


7956  1860  Type  One  Reverse  AU  55  NGC.  Reported  to  exist  but  not 

officially  discovered  until  late  1990.  The  Type  One  reverse,  also 
known  on  C-mint  and  S-mint  quarter  eagles  of  the  same  year,  dis¬ 
plays  closed  talons  and  the  lowest  arrowhead  almost  touches  t  A  in 
AMERICA.  Rich  copper-gold  color  with  satiny  fields,  a  few  contact 
marks  are  noted  on  the  obverse.  A  significant  offering  tor  the  gold 
specialist.

It  is  truly  a  rare  occurrence  when  a  mint  state  1838-39  eagle  is 
offered  at  public  auction.

all  denominations  as  there  are  so  many  rare,  low  mintage  issues  from 
this  year.  This  is  a  very  rare  ten  dollar  Liberty.  Only  797  business 
strikes  were  originally  produced,  making  it  one  of  the  rarest  issues  in 
the  entire  series.  Only  the  1875  and  1873  are  scarcer  among 
Philadelphia  dates.  Most  of  the  few  surviving  business  strikes  are 
evenly  distributed  among  the  VF  and  XF  grades.  At  the  time  he 
wrote  his  book  on  this  series,  Akers  had  only  seen  one  AU  and  one 
uncirculated  example  of  the  1877.  Today  no  mint  state  pieces  have 
been  certified,  and  both  services  have  only  seen  a  handful  of  AUs. 

As  with  all  1877  tens,  the  fields  are  deeply  reflective.  In  the  past 
there  has  been  some  confusion  between  prooflike  business  strikes 
and  proofs,  but  in  Breen's  1988  opus,  he  published  the  diagnostics 
for  business  strikes  that  includes  weak  outlines  to  the  scroll,  and  a 
weak  second  stripe  at  top  and  bottom.  The  surfaces  show  numerous 
small  to  moderate  sized  abrasions,  the  most  notable  of  which  are  by 
star  5  and  6.

M.R.  Watkinson  had  lobbied  Treasury  Secretary  Salmon  P.  Chase  and  Congress  during  the  Civil  War  to  include  mention  tit  the  deity  on  the  nation's  coinage 
Chase  subsequently  had  patterns  created  in  various  metals  and  denominations  and  then  ordered  the  motto  added  to  silver  and  gold  coins.  The  motto  was  later 
mandated  in  a  clause  in  the  Act  of  March  3,  1865. 

Only  30  pieces  were  produced  in  the  proof  format  of  this  important  first-year  issue.  Akers  estimates  that  possibly  10-12  pieces  survive,  and  this  still  seems 
like  a  reasonable  estimate.  This  is  a  stunning  example  of  the  type  and  most  likely  the  finest  known  with  no  others  certified  as  fine  (or  finer)  by  either  service 
The  surfaces  are  virtually  flawless  and  present  a  stark  two-toned  cameo  contrast  on  each  side  with  heavily  frosted  devices  set  against  the  illimitihle  depth  of 
mirrored  blackness  in  the  fields.  There  is  a  tiny  area  of  incomplete  die  polish  at  the  junction  of  the  upper  coronet  and  the  foremost  extension  of  the  hair  that 
serves  as  a  pedigree  identifier.  Two  other  such  spots  of  incomplete  polish  are  also  noted:  one  directly  behind  the  lowest  hair  curl  and  the  other  between  stars  1 2 
and  1 3.  One  of  the  most  significant  coins  in  this  run  of  proof  With  Motto  tens  from  the  collection  of  Ed  Trompeter.

Fifty  pieces  were 
struck  hut  Akers  believed  many  of  these  must  have  been  melted.  This  appears  like  a  reasonable  assumption  because  there  are  so  few  survivors  known  today. 
Estimates  range  from  7-8  pieces  extant  (Akers)  to  8-12  (Breen). 

The  fields  are  lightly  hairlined,  which  explains  the  grade  of  this  otherwise  pristine  coin.  The  devices  have  bright  golden  frost  which  contrasts  sharply 
.gainst  the  limitless  depth  of  reflectivity  seen  in  the  fields.  The  even,  natural  reddish-golden  color  blends  harmoniously  with  the  unspotted  surfaces  and 
sparkling  mint  luster  to  produce  a  coin  that  is  at  or  near  the  pinnacle  of  preservation  for  the  date  and  far  better  than  most  proofs  seen  from  this  decade  The 
cnm  is  identifiable  by  a  tiny  planchet  flake  in  the  field  between  stars  2  and  3,  a  mark  (possibly  Mint-made)  on  Liberty's  temple,  and  another  tiny  planchet  flaw

There  are  two  long  die 
scratches  on  the  jaw  and  neck,  both  diagnostics  of  proofs,  one  curves  to  the  right  and  the  other  to  the  left  pointing  to  the  left  curve  of  the  first  8  This  coin  is 
traceable  as  the  Carter- Atwater  specimen  by  the  planchet  flake  in  the  exergual  area  above  the  86  of  the  date,  and  a  pin  scratch  next  to  star  2.

Several  years  ago  Harry  Bass  discovered  that  proofs  of  this  date  were  actually  struck  from  two  different  obverse  dies,  hut  to  our  knowl¬ 
edge  the  different  die  characteristics  have  never  been  published.  (This  may  he  as  relevant  to  most  collectors  as  how  many  angels  can  dance  on  the  head  of  a 
pin,  hut  knowledge  tor  its  own  sake  has  its  place  in  numismatics  also,  and  Harry  was  certainly  a  collector  familiar  with  this  concept.)

mostly  because  ot  its  low  total  business  strike  and  proof  mintage  of  825  pieces.  Very  few  examples  are  known  today  of  either,  with  perhaps  12-15  business 
strikes  extant  and  a  possible  7-8  proofs  out  of  the  original  production  run  of  only  25  pieces.  The  significance,  of  course,  being  that  most  big  name  gold  collec¬ 
tions  over  the  past  century  have  either  elected  to  include  a  proof  because  of  its  availability  in  high  grade  (and  the  business  strike's  unavailability),  or  because  of 
the  relative  rarity  of  business  strikes  vs.  proofs. 

The  surfaces  of  this  piece  are  obviously  hairlined,  a  feature  which  solely  accounts  for  the  grade.  Other  distinguishing  marks  are  a  contact  mark  above  star  3 
mJ  a  slight  abrasion  along  the  lower  jawline  of  Liberty.  To  appreciate  the  rarity  of  this  date  in  the  marketplace,  in  his  quest  for  excellence  it  was  routine  prac¬ 
tice  t<  >r  Ed  E r< .mpeter  to  upgrade  coins  in  his  collection.

He  estimated  that  only  6-7  pieces  were  extant, 
hut  we  believe  that  perhaps  no  more  than  five  are  currently  known  with  two  of  those  permanently  impounded  in  museums.  The  combined  data  from  both 
major  services  indicates  that  only  two  proofs  have  been  certified,  this  piece  and  a  PCGS  PR  64- 

The  surfaces  are  bright  and  the  coin  has  a  fresh,  cameoed  appearance  that  is  most  appealing.  A  few  light  hairlines  are  seen  in  the  fields,  but  these  do  little 
to  dampen  the  mirrored  reflectivity  that  flashes  forcefully  from  the  fields.

nice  cameo  effect  which,  when  coupled  with  the  never-ending  mirror  fields,  makes  for  wonderful  eye-appeal.  The  lovely,  even,  orange  color  only  adds  to  the 
appeal  of  this  coin. An  identifier  for  this  date  is  the  detached  "floating"  curls  behind  the  neck.  This  coin  has  the  reverse  of  1876-1878.  As  an  identifier  we  offer 
the  tiny  lint  mark  below,  and  slightly  to  the  right  of  the  first  star. 

While  the  listed  mintage  is  30  pieces,  this  date  is  actually  rarer  than  the  lower  mintage  1877  and  1878.  There  are  only  6-7  pieces  known,  and  only  1  piece 
h  o  been  certified  by  NGC  ( 10/98)  and  1  by  PCGS  ( 10/98).  The  PCGS  coin  is  a  PR  60,  making  this  the  finest  certified  coin,  by  tar.  An  interesting  sidelight  is 
the  fact  that  T.  Harrison  Garrett  obtained  this  coin  from  the  Philadelphia  Mint  in  1879.

( 1 1/98).  This  is  the  finest  of  the  5  certified  coins,  with  all  the  other  pieces  grading  PR  63.  An  identifier  for  this  coin  is  the  faint  hairline  running  from  the  bust 
to  the  first  8  in  the  date.

This  date  may  he  one  of  the  true  unappreci¬ 
ated  rarines  of  the  series.  Helping  to  confirm  our  idea  of  this  this  date's  rarity  is  the  knowledge  that  NGC  has  graded  only  1  coin,  with  none  certified  hy 
PCGS.  There  is  no  doubt  that  more  than  one  coin  would  be  certified  if  there  were  truly  12-15  pieces  surviving.

Either  way,  this  is  a  very  scarce  proof  ten.  The  frosted  devices  and  deeply  mirrored  fields  make  for  a  strong  cameo  contrast  and  effective  color  combination 
However,  unlike  most  of  the  Trompeter  proofs,  this  piece  is  not  among  the  finest  known  or  certified.  Its  grade  is  derived  not  from  extensive  post-striking 
impairments  but  rather  from  a  couple  of  Mint-caused  problems  that  diminish  the  visual  appeal  of  the  coin  slightly  and  therefore  inhibit  its  value.  On  the  upper 
obverse  there  are  a  number  of  diagonal  roller  marks,  made  when  the  planchet  was  passed  through  a  pair  of  rollers  that  reduced  the  thickness  of  the  planchet 
prior  to  striking.  Common  on  1902-S  silver  dollars  and  a  few  other  dates  to  a  lesser  extent,  such  an  occurrence  is  very  rare  on  proof  coins,  especially  proof  gold, 
this  being  the  first  we  have  seen.  Additionally,  on  the  reverse,  there  is  a  long  planchet  lamination  beneath  the  eagle's  right  (facing)  wing.  Without  these 
Mint-caused  defects  this  coin  has  the  appeal  and  most  likely  the  grade  of  a  gem.

8507  1931  MS  64  PCGS.  Among  Saint-Gaudens  double  eagles,  the 

1931  is  considered  the  seventh  rarest  issue  in  the  series  with  pre- 
cious  few  examples  that  survived  the  apparent  mass  meltings  of  gold 
coins  minted  in  the  now  rare  years  of  1929  to  1933.  Of  course,  the 
1933s  were  struck,  but  never  legally  released  and  they  cannot  be 
included  in  a  reckoning  of  relative  rarity.  There  has  been  much 
speculation  over  the  years  which  of  these  later  dated  coins  is  now 
the  rarest,  and  exactly  how  they  should  be  ranked.  The  population 
figures  by  the  major  services  can  sometimes  he  misleading  as  to 
exact  rarity,  as  the  same  coin  may  have  been  submitted  to  both  ser- 
vices  at  different  times,  thus  causing  the  published  figures  to  be 
inflated.  But  it  seems  that  Breen's  estimate  of  18-20  surviving  exam¬ 
ples  of  this  issue  is  a  bit  low. 

This  is  a  splendid  and  completely  original  example  of  this  rare 
date.  The  mint  luster  is  fully  frosted  and  is  interrupted  by  only  a  few 
small  ticks  seen  here  and  there  on  each  side.  The  most  prominent 
ahrasiojis  are  a  couple  of  minor  "hits"  on  the  eagle's  wing  feathers.

Only  101  proofs  were  struck,  and  while  the  1908  is  the  most  fre¬ 
quently  encountered  date  in  the  matte  proof  series,  it  would  he  a  gross  misnomer  to  call  it  a  common  date.  While  others  have  estimated  that  far  fewer  proofs 
ire  known  today  of  this  date,  we  believe  that  somewhere  between  45  and  60  pieces  may  still  he  extant  in  all  grades.  The  surfaces  on  this  piece  possess  the  deep, 
khaki  color  typical  of  matte  proofs  from  this  year.  The  only  flaws  we  see  are  a  few  very  slight  shiny  spots  on  the  highpoints  of  the  devices.  These  are  not  shiny 
'P'  >ts  in  the  usual  sense  of  the  word,  hut  are  a  very  slight  lightening  of  the  highpoints,  and  this  is  visible  only  when  the  coin  is  tilted  just  so  under  a  light.  An 
imp.  runt  and  very  attractive  proof  that  will  undoubtedly  generate  much  attention  from  gold  enthusiasts.
